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FOREWORD 


This book, volume one of Jeremiah, is the ninth of the Judaica series of 
the Prophets, the third of the Latter Prophets. For convenience, we have 
divided the Book of Jeremiah into two volumes, since it would be very 
awkward in one. As in the preceding volumes, we have translated the text 
into a modern language, except in instances in which accuracy would suffer. 
In such cases, we have rendered the text literally. As in our previous 
volumes, our translation is based mainly on Rashi’s commentary, which is 
of primary interest. As the reader will notice, the difference between Rashi 
and other commentaries is much more pronounced in the Latter Prophets 
than in the Early Prophets. This is because the works of the Early Prophets 
are predominantly historical and consequently, prosaic. The Latter 
Prophets, however, are mostly prophetic and consequently, poetic, leaving 
much leeway for various interpretations. Although we have sometimes 
encountered difficulty in rendering the text according to Rashi’s interpreta¬ 
tion, we have seldom deviated from this pattern. In addition to basing our 
translation on Rashi, we have presented Rashi verbatim, drawing attention 
to variant readings from Rashi mss. presented in the Jerusalem edition of 
the Latter Prophets, published by Etz Chaim, 1974. We have also consulted 
Shem Ephraim by Rabbi Ephraim Zalman Margalioth for emendations of 
the Rashi text. Unfortunately, these two sources shed little light on Rashi’s 
commentary on Jeremiah. 

After Rashi, we drew from Redak, Rabbi Joseph Kara, and Mezudoth, 
whose commentaries all appear in Nach Lublin. Among other early com¬ 
mentaries, we have consulted Rabbi Isaiah da Trani, Abarbanel, and Rabbi 
Joseph Ibn Nachmiash, an unusual gem, found only on Jeremiah, Proverbs, 
and Esther. Since a large part of this commentary is based on Redak, we 
have compared our edition of Redak to that quoted by Ibn Nachmiash to 
determine the correct reading. 

Although Mezudath David is usually based on Abarbanel, we have 
quoted many explanations in the name of Mezudath David since it is printed 
in Nach Lublin and is readily accessible to the reader. In addition to the 
explanations based on Abarbanel, many original ones are found in Mezu¬ 
dath David, making it indispensable to the student of Nach. It is known that 
Rabbi Elijah of Vilna encouraged the study of Nach with Rashi and 
Mezudoth. 

Of the modern commentaries, we have quoted often from Malbim and 
Alschich, which bring unusual clarity to the text. We have not neglected 
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contemporary authors and have quoted from Daath Soferim by Rabbi 
Chaim D. Rabinowitz, a famed Bible scholar and educator. We have also 
used Daath Mikra, composed and published by Mosad HaRav Kook, 
where we find many recent discoveries that shed light on the meaning of the 
text. 

Last, but of major importance, we have quoted frequently from Tal¬ 
mudic and Midrashic literature. We have attempted to trace each passage to 
its original source, not being satisfied with secondary sources, such as Rashi, 
Redak, and Yalkut Shimoni. In some instances, however, the original mid- 
rashim are no longer extant, except for fragments quoted by medieval 
authors who were in possession of these prized gems.

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PREFACE 


I. Authorship 

The Talmud (Baba Bathra 15a) ascribes the recording of Jeremiah’s 
prophecies to the prophet himself. Rashi (ad loc.) explains that the prophets 
did not write their prophecies until shortly before their death. This, perhaps, 
accounts for the more detailed information of Zedekiah’s fate in Jeremiah 
than appears in II Kings, which was probably written earlier, and, as the 
Talmud states, by the same author. 

Although the moderns understand Chapter 36:2 to mean that Jeremiah 
instructed Baruch to write his prophecies, the Rabbis explain this verse as a 
reference to the Book of Lamentations. The Book of Jeremiah, however, 
was composed by the prophet himself. Abarbanel (ad loc.) explains that 
Jeremiah was written through the spirit of prophecy, which assisted the 
prophet to commit his words to writing. Lamentations, however, was writ¬ 
ten through ruach hakkodesh. Divine inspiration, a step lower than 
prophecy. This required much seclusion and exertion, preventing him from 
committing his own words to writing. 

In the transmission of the Oral Law Jeremiah followed Zephaniah and 
his tribunal (Introduction to Mishneh Torah), making him the twentieth 
recipient from Sinai and the sixteenth of the prophets. According to Abar¬ 
banel, he received from Joel and his tribunal, making him the twenty-fifth 
recipient from Sinai and the eleventh of the prophets (Seder Hadoroth). 
Although a disciple of Zephaniah, he prophesied during the same period, as 
the Rabbis state (Pesikta Rabbalhi ch. 26): Three prophets prophesied in 
that generation: Jeremiah, Zephaniah, and Huldah. Jeremiah prophesied in 
the streets, Zephaniah in the synagogues, and Huldah to the women. As the 
second verse states, Jeremiah prophesied from the thirteenth year of Josiah 
until the exile of Jerusalem at the end of the eleventh year of Zedekiah's 
reign, a total of forty years. 


II. Position 

According to the Talmud (Baba Bathra 14b), the order of the Latter 
Prophets is as follows: Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Isaiah, and the Twelve. Although 
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chronologically Isaiah preceded Jeremiah and Ezekiel, the Book of Jeremiah 
is the first of the Latter Prophets, following Kings, since Kings ends with 
destruction and Jeremiah deals completely (i.e. mainly) with destruction. 
Ezekiel begins with destruction and ends with consolation, and Isaiah deals 
entirely (i.e. mainly) with consolations, we juxtapose destruction to destruc¬ 
tion and consolation to consolation. Concerning the Twelve, i.e. the Minor 
Prophets, although Hosea was the first of that perioid, preceding Isaiah, 
since his prophecy is brief, it was incorporated into one Book, ending with 
Haggai, Zechariah, and Malachi, who were the last prophets. Upon close 
scrutiny of the numbers of the remazim of Yalkut Shimoni, it becomes 
apparent that he, too, followed the Talmudic order. 

The popular order, however, places Isaiah as the first Book of the Latter 
Prophets, followed by Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and the Twelve. Redak testifies 
that ‘in all the good books that we have seen, that were written in Spain 
since many years, they are arranged according to their period, Isaiah before 
Jeremiah, as his period preceded his, and similarly, Jeremiah before Ezekiel. 
And in the Twelve, which follows, they followed the order of the Rabbis 
o.b.m. although some of them preceded Jeremiah and Ezekiel. Since their 
prophecies were short, they did not write each one in a separate book let 
they be lost, as our Rabbis said. . .’ 


III. Piety of the People 

Superficial reading of the Book of Jeremiah, as well as other prophetic 
Books, may give the impression that the Jews who lived in Jeremiah’s time 
were a nation of evildoers, oppressors of the poor, even murderers, a nation 
akin to Sodom and Gemorrah. If we delve deeper into the Scriptures, 
however, we find that this is indeed far from the truth. We must remember 
that Jeremiah commenced his prophetic career in the thirteenth year of 
Josiah’s reign. In the eighteenth year, Hilkiah the priest found Moses’ 
Sepher Torah in the Temple. After this, there was a general revival, as the 
Bible tells us in II Kings. 22, 23. Josiah relied on this revival among the 
people to defy Pharaoh-neco, when he attempted to cross his land to attack 
Assyria. He was unaware that many of the people still worshipped idols 
clandestinely, even hiding these idols from the inspectors sent to eradicate 
idolatry from the land. They had inherited this practice from the time of 
Manasseh and Amon, and they could not emancipate themselves from it. 

The Talmud states that during the reign of Jehoiakim, although the king 
was wicked, the people were righteous, whereas, during the reign of 
Zedekiah, the righteous king, the people were wicked. The Rabbis go so far 
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as to state (Sanhedrin 103a): The Holy One, blessed be He, wished to return 
the entire world to its original void because of Jehoiakim. He looked at his 
generation and was satisfied. The Holy One, blessed be He, wished to return 
the entire world to its original void because of the generation of Zedekiah. 
He looked at Zedekiah and was satisfied. Although Scripture of Zedekiah: 
‘And he did what was evil in the eyes of the Lord’ (II Kings 24:19), since he 
had the power to protest and did not do so, it is regarded as though he had 
committed all these sins. Cf. Commentary Digest on II Kings. 

It is apparent from Chapter 26, that in Jehoiakim’s time, Jeremiah had 
many supporters and protectors, whereas in Zedekiah’s time, he was im¬ 
prisoned and cast into a pit where he would have died, were it not for the 
intervention of Zedekiah and Ebed-melech Hakushi, who rescued him (37, 
38). Also, we find that in the time of Jehoiakim, a fast was declared in the 
fifth year of his reign, probably because of the threat of Babylon. Obviously, 
one who does not believe in God does not fast and pray to Him for salva¬ 
tion. 

It appears that the people were confident that the presence of the Temple 
would save them from attack and destruction. Moreover, the false prophets, 
perhaps people misled by dreams, wished to bolster the morale of the people 
by assuring them that there would be peace. Jeremiah castigates them very 
severely for misleading the people in this manner. He demands that people 
recognize the difference between a dream and a prophecy. No doubt, it was 
very perplexing to the people to discern between the prophets predicting 
peace, and Jeremiah, predicting war and destruction. Later on, when he 
preached surrender to Babylon, he doubtlessly appeared as a traitor to his 
country, for which reason he was relentlessly pursued by the officers of the 
king. Even King Zedekiah had not the courage to surrender to Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar, but attempted to escape. 


IV. Historic Background 

As mentioned above, Jeremiah’s prophetic career commenced during the 
thirteenth year of Josiah’s reign. During this period, many prophets pro¬ 
phesied the capture of Jerusalem, as is mentioned in many places in this 
book, as well as the prophecy of Huldah, mentioned in II Kings 22:15—20. 
To avert this calamity, Josiah conducted a campaign to uproot idolatry 
from the land. Unfortunately, he was uanble to do so because of the provo¬ 
cations of Manasseh (II Kings 23:26f.). As mentioned above, many of the 
people still followed the practices of Manasseh, who, although having 
repented his own sins, had left an impression on the people. At this time. 
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Jeremiah commenced to prophesy and to preach to the people to cease their 
sinful activities. Even the righteous were blamed for not protesting the acts 
of the wicked. Seeking to prevent Pharaoh-Neco from entering his land to 
attack Assyria, he was slain in battle. After his death, his son Jehoahaz was 
crowned king. He reigned only three months, when he was removed by 
Pharaoh-Neco and imprisoned, first in Riblah and later in Egypt, where he 
died. 

After his death, Jehoiakim his brother was crowned by Pharaoh-Neco. 
At this time, Nebuchadnezzar commenced his conquests. Judah was 
attacked by troops of Chaldeans, Arameans, Moabites, and Ammonites. 
Jehoiakim was a wicked king as in II Kings 24 and in II Chronicles 36:8. 
Many of Jeremiah’s prophecies are directed against him. He is warned that 
he will be buried ‘the burial of a donkey,’ that he would be ‘dragged and 
thrown past the gates of Jerusalem.’ This was fulfilled when the Chaldeans 
dragged him with copper chains to take him to Babylon and he died. He was 
never buried, just as the prophet had predicted. In addition to the sins he 
committed, as expounded on in Commentary Digest, II Kings 24:5, Jere¬ 
miah takes him to task for exploiting the people by making them work for 
him to build his elaborate palaces and houses (22:13f.). 

During Jehoiakim’s reign, Jeremiah suffered considerably. See 26:7-24, 
36:26. 

After Jehoiakim’s death, his son Jehoiachin, or Jeconiah, reigned. His 
reign was very brief, only three months. In his days, the second exile took 
place. At this time, most of the important people, including the harash and 
masger, the great Torah sages, were exiled. They preserved Judaism among 
the exiles. As the prophet expresses himself in Chapter 24, the exile of 
Jeconiah is compared to good figs, whereas the exile of Zedekiah is referred 
to as bad figs. At this time, many of the vessels of the Temple were taken to 
Babylonia. 

Nebuchadnezzar crowned Zedekiah as king instead of Jeconiah, who 
was exiled to Babylon. Although Jeconiah is labeled an evil king, he repent¬ 
ed in Babylon and was taken out of prison to be honored by Evil- 
Merodach, Nebuchadnezzar’s successor. See the end of the Book for details, 
also the end of II Kings. Zedekiah, as mentioned above, was a righteous 
king. He was a weak king, however. He did not have the courage to castigate 
his generation for their evil deeds, nor did he have the courage to surrender 
to the Chaldeans, as the prophet had commanded him. In his reign, too, 
Jeremiah suffered considerably. For his unfavorable prophecies and for his 
orders to surrender to Babylon, he was branded a traitor to his people. He 
was branded a false prophet by Hananiah son of Azzur, who predicted the 
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return of the holy vessels, as well as the return of the exiles from Babylon. 
He was imprisoned by Zedekiah when the Chaldeans besieged Jerusalem 
(32:3, 33:1). When the Chaldeans withdrew from the city because of the 
approaching Egyptians, Jeremiah attempted to go to Anathoth in the land 
of Benjamin, his home town. He was apprehended by officers of the king, 
who accused him of defecting to the Chaldeans. He was imprisoned in a 
dungeon where he almost died of starvation. The king removed him from 
the dungeon to the prison yard where he was given a daily allotment of a 
loaf of bread. He was later cast into a pit, where he sank into the mire, to be 
rescued by Ebed-melech Hakushi (Chapter 38). 

Jeremiah remained in the land when Nebuchadnezzar exiled the Jews 
remaining from the exile of Jeconiah. Only the poorest of the people were 
left, and Jeremiah remained with them, after originally having planned to 
accompany his brethren to Babylon in chains. He was released from the 
chains by Nebuzaradan, chief of the guard, and permitted to choose for 
himself whether or not to go into exile. By Divine instruction, he remained 
in Mizpah with Gedaliah son of Ahikam, the governor appointed by 
Nebuchadnezzar. When Gedaliah was assassinated, he gave over God’s 
message to the people that they were to remain in their place and no evil 
would befall them. Instead, they fled to Egypt. He accompanied them to 
Egypt where he died. Scripture is silent concerning his death. We find, 
however, in Shalsheleth Hakabbalah that when the Jews went to Egypt 
against his will, he castigated them and they stoned him, subsequently bury¬ 
ing him in Egypt. Since the Egyptians had been plagued by locusts and had 
beseeched Jeremiah to pray for them, thereby saving them from the locusts, 
they defied him after his death and offered up sacrifices to him. According to 
Seder Hadoroth, quoting Seder Olam, Nebuchadnezzar took him and 
Baruch to Babylon, where they died. 

In addition to Jeremiah’s suffering at the hands of the kings and their 
officers, he suffered at the hands of his townsmen, the men of Anathoth. 
These threatened him with death should he prophesy in the name of God 
(11:22). A worse death was predicted for them than for the rest of Israel that 
would be attacked by Babylon. They were denied a remnant. However, 
some of them repented and were exiled to Babylon whence they returned. 


V. Chronology 


Josiah — ruled thirty-one years (3285—3316) — killed by Pharaoh-Neco in 
war. Jeremiah commenced to prophesy (3298). 
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Jehoahaz his son — reigned three months (3316) — deposed by Pharaoh- 
Neco, who replaced him with his brother Eliakim, whose name he 
changed to Jehoiakim. 

Jehoiakim son of Josiah — reigned eleven years (3317—3327) — bound by 
king of Babylonia to take to Babylon — died on the way. 

Nebuchadnezzar (Nebuchadrezzar) — ascended throne of Babylon (3319) — 
conquered Jehoiakim (3320). 

Jehoiachin his son — reigned three months (3327) — exiled to Babylon with 
princes of Judah — succeeded by his uncle Mataniah, whose name was 
changed to Zedekiah. 

Zedekiah, son of Josiah — ruled eleven years (3327—3338) — chained and 
blinded by Babylonian king — taken to Babylon — Nebuzaradan, 
officer of king of Babylon burned Temple, palace, and all houses in 
Jerusalem, demolished walls of Jerusalem, exiled the entire populace 
with all the Temple vessels, left Jerusalem desolate until the first year 
of Cyrus king of Persia. 

Gedaliah son of Ahikam — appointed governor over Judea (3338) — assas¬ 
sinated (3339). 

Nebuchadnezzar conquered Egypt (3346).

Jonathan renders: The words of the 
prophecy of Jeremiah. The Rabbis 
ask: Did Jeremiah prophesy only 
these words? Did he not write two 
books [viz. Kings and Lamenta¬ 
tions]? . . . Why then does it say: 
The words of Jeremiah? This teaches 
us that they were words of 
reproof. . . . ( Yalkut Shimoni from 
Sifre, Deut. 1:1). Redak explains this 
expression to mean: the affairs of 
Jeremiah, including his prophecy 
concerning Israel and the nations 
and his personal history, what hap¬ 
pened to him because of his prophe¬ 
cy. Abarbanel adds that the Book is 
written frequently in the first 
person, indicating that Jeremiah is 
relating the happenings of his life. 

Redak continues to expound on 
this matter, quoting a midrash that 
three prophets spoke harshly, and 
their prophecy was attributed to 
them. They were Koheleth, Amos, 
and Jeremiah. All of them spoke 
harshly to Israel, and their prophe¬ 
cies begin with “the words of. . 
Redak explains this to mean that 
since they spoke harshly to Israel, in 
their prophetic books were included 
incidents of misfortunes that befell 
them. 


exile of 

Alshich explains: These are the 
words fit for Jeremiah; he was 
indeed deservant of reproving Israel, 
for not everyone has the right to 
reprove Israel. Jeremiah, however, 
was a righteous man with whom no 
fault could be found. Moreover, he 
was the son of Hilkiah, also a 
prophet and a righteous man. as will 
be discussed further. 

The words of Jeremiah son of 
Hilkiah —Let the son of the corrupt 
woman, whose deeds are proper — 
Jeremiah w as descended from Rahab 
the harlot—and let him reprove the 
son of the righteous woman, whose 
deeds are corrupt—these are Israel, 
who corrupted their deeds, who are 
descended from legitimate seed 
(Rashi from unknown midrashic 
source). This is based on the Tal¬ 
mudic maxim that Joshua married 
Rahab after her conversion, and w as 
the progenitor of eight prophets, all 
of them priests {Meg. 14b). 

of the priests who were in 
Anathoth —Jonathan paraphrases: 
Of the heads of the priestly watches, 
of the trustees who were in Jeru¬ 
salem, a man who received his 
heritage in Anathoth. Anathoth was 
one of the priestly cities enumerated 
in Joshua (21:18) [Redak]. 

We 
can possibly answer that, since the 
Almighty knew that Jeremiah would 
hesitate to accept his mission as a 
prophet. He informed him that from 
his mother's womb he was already 
prepared for prophecy, in order to 
encourage him to accept God's 
mission. 


Redak proceeds to question this 
principle, since Moses too refused to 
accept God's mission when He sent 
him to Egypt to redeem Israel, yet 
he was not informed of his prenatal 
preparation for prophecy. He replies 
that the great wonders shown 
Moses, such as the sign of the burn¬ 
ing bush and the signs he was to 
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Jerusalem in the fifth month. 4. And the word of the Lord 
came to me, saying: 5.

18:15),” will set up 
for you and not for those who deny 
the Torah. (Venice edition reads: For 
you and not for the nations. Jeru¬ 
salem edition 1974 reads: For you 
and not for the pagans.) How then do 
I fulfill ”A prophet to the nations I 
made you"? To the children of Israel 
who deport themselves with the cus¬ 
toms of the nations. It can further be 
interpreted: "A prophet for the 


nations," like "About the nations," to 
give them to drink the cup of poison, 
to prophesy retribution upon them, as 
it is said: “ Take this cup of the wine 
of wrath from My hand, you shall give 
all the nations to drink of it (infra 
25:15).”

Redak, in addition to the usual 
rendering, suggests: “When I had 
not yet formed you in the womb, 1 
made you great, and when you had 
not yet emerged from the womb, 1 
sanctified you.” He questions the 
ordinary rendering, since God knew 
all the righteous as well as the 
wicked before they came into being. 
If so, what is exceptional about 
Jeremiah? He replies that the inten¬ 
tion is that the prophet's parents 
behaved with purity and sanctity at 
the time of his conception so that he 
would be holy, and Rambam writes 
that no one can become a prophet 
without the proper preparation in 
his very formation, in addition to his 
own training. According to this 
theory, we can ask why this is not 
mentioned regarding other proph- 
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indeed touch him and smite him. 
God promised him only that they 
would not kill him although they

33:16). If they depend upon their 
deities, it is as though they are 
depending on broken cisterns, which 
do not hold water. Even if one fills 
them with water, it will seep out 
through the cracks, and no water 
will remain. So it is with those who 
rely on other gods; even if they are a 
mighty multitude, equipped with 
adequate armaments, they are as 
nought, and their enemies will defeat 
them although they will be wounded 
by the sword. Also, their corn and 
their wine will be destroyed by a

This verse appears to con¬ 
tradict the prophet’s statement 
(below 4:14): “Cleanse your heart of 
evil, O Jerusalem, in order that you 
be saved.” The solution is that if 
Israel in that generation had repent¬ 
ed, they would have been saved 
from the enemy, and they would not 
have been exiled. They would, 
however, have been punished in 
their land for their grave sins, for 
there are sins that are not expiated 
with repentance alone, but which 
require suffering after the repen¬ 


tance to complete the atonement.

The 
Rabbis, too, considered this diffi¬ 
culty and solved it by quali¬ 
fying this prophecy to a sin for 
which the verdict was already issued 
with an oath. For such a sin, repen¬ 
tance is not effective. If no oath 
accompanies the verdict, however, 
repentance is effective. A verdict 
accompanied by an oath cannot be 
nullified, as Scripture states: “And 
therefore, I have sworn to the house 
of Eli that the iniquity of the house 
of Eli shall not be purged by sacri¬ 
fice or by offering forever” (I Sam. 
3:14).— [Redak from Rosh Hashanah 
18a] 

The Zohar explains as follows: 
Come and see! If a person sins once 
before the Holy One, blessed be He, 
it makes a mark, and when he sins a 
second time, that mark becomes 
intensified. When he sins a third 
time, that stain spreads from one 
side to the other. In such a case. 
Scripture states: Your sin is stained 
before Me.— [Zohar Chadash, Gen. 
11a] [I.e., the sin becomes like a 
stain that has penetrated the fabric 
from one side to the other and 
cannot be completely removed.] 

Elsewhere, the Zohar states: If 
one transgresses the words of the 
Torah, that sin ascends before the

Abarbanel explains this verse in a 
very unique manner. The prophet 
compares Israel to the wild donkey 
accustomed to the desert. Israel, 
after being freed from Egyptian 
bondage, were led through the 
wilderness, where they ‘snuffed the 
wind’, they strove for the prophetic 
spirit that they attained at Mount 
Sinai, but later—her wailing, who 
can hinder it? Who can prevent the 
destruction and the wailing? Those 
who seek her do not weary. They 
will easily find her in her month. I.e. 
the month of Ab, designated for 
misfortunes to Israel. In that month, 
it was decreed upon our forefathers 
that they would die in the desert and 
not enter the Holy Land. It was on 
the ninth of Ab. On that day, both 
temples were destroyed. On that 
day, the Jewish community of Alex¬ 
andria was destroyed. On that day, 
the Jews were expelled from Eng¬ 
land. On that very day, the Jews 
were expelled from France in the 
year 5055. When the king of Spain 
decreed expulsion upon all the Jews 
in his kingdom and gave them three 
months to leave, that period termin¬ 
ated with the ninth of Ab. Although 
he knew nothing of that date, he was 
directed from heaven to the time 
designated by the prophet. It may

The Midrash (Proem 22, Lam.

Daath 
Sofrim explains that this was not 
originally meant as idolatry, but it 
was a vestige of the Canaanite 
culture which the Jews had adopted, 
believing that these images would 
bring them luck. Since they were 
allowed to remain, they were gradu¬ 
ally placed in more and more pro¬ 
minent places, only to be eventually 
regarded as deities.

against Babylon, the prophet casti¬ 
gates them for changing their way, 
going first to Assyria and then to

Assyria —Upon whom Ahaz relied 
and ‘he oppressed him and did not 
strengthen him’ (II Chron. 
2%:20).—[Rashi] 

Although Ahaz sent a bribe to 
Tiglath-Pileser, he did not aid him 
but, on the contrary, he oppressed 
him. Also, during Hezekiah’s reign, 
he seized all the fortified cities of 
Judea.

Indeed, Jehoahaz gave a 
bribe to Pharaoh-neco and he levied 
a tax on the population to pay the 
bribe so that Pharaoh-neco would 
save him from the king of Babylon, 
but it did not avail him, for troops 
of Chaldeans emerged, and the king 
of Egypt did not continue to go out 
to war, for the king of Babylon took 
from the river of Egypt to the Euph¬ 
rates river (II Kings 24:7). Thus, 
Judah was ashamed because of its 
helper, and the helper stumbled and 
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idolalers who came from various 
places, each one with his particular 
deity, and you longed for all of 
them, as the prophet states above 
(2:28): ‘For, as many as your cities 
were your gods, O Judea.’— [Redak] 
like an Arab —A tent dweller, who 
is always found outside in the deserts, 
and because of this, he is called ' 31 ^ 


since he dwells in the njny, the 
plain. —[/?aj/i/] 

It is customary for the Arabs who 
live in the desert to sit by the roads 
awaiting the caravans, to buy from

—The prophet alludes here to the 
Pentateuch prohibition of remarry¬ 
ing one's divorced wife after she has 
been married to another man. In 
this case, the Torah (Deut. 24:4) 
states: ‘Her first husband who sent 
her away shall not be able to take 
her again to be his wife after she 
became defiled for that is an abo¬ 
mination before the Lord, and you 
shall not cause the land to sin."’ This 
is represented by the prophet’s 
words, ‘Will not the land become 
defiled?' 

But you have played the harlot 
[with] many lovers —With many 
lovers. Rashi supplements the word 
‘with,’ missing in the text. He also 
explains that □ , yn is synonymous 
with Q’lirnN, lovers. Nevertheless, 
return to Me. — [Rashi] 


yet return to me—Heb. Ditth, lit. 
and to return to me, like nitrw, to do, 
and to return to Me, I long for 
you. — [Rashi] This is not the im¬ 
perative, but the infinitive. Rabbi 
Joseph Kara explains it as the 
imperative although the form is very 
irregular. It should be 'ivtfy Jona¬ 
than, however, appears to explain it 
in this manner. The complete Tar- 
gum will be presented below.

October or November. It is the early 
rain, referred to in Scripture as rnY» 
or rniD. We find also in the Talmud 
( Ta'anith 5a): The early rain (rni’) 
falls in Marcheshvan and the latter 
rain (ttfipVo) in Nissan, for in these 
two seasons the rains necessary for 
grain usually fall. Since most of the 
rain falls in Marcheshvan, this 
month is called Bui, akin to mabbul, 
a flood. Here, the early rain is called 
cr^Ti, the great rains, instead of rni\ 
The intention of the verse is that the 
rains were withheld because of 
Israel's straying after pagan deities. 
A parallel is found in the Pentateuch 
(Deut. 11:17): ‘And the Lord’s anger 
will be kindled against you, and He 
will shut up the heaven, and there 
will be no rain, and the earth will 
not give forth its produce . . — 
[Redak] 

Rashi (Deut. 32:2) defines O’ygi 
as the drops of rain shot down from 
the heavens like arrows. [According¬ 
ly, rnr and are very close in 

meaning, the former also denoting 
the rain that shoots.] 

and you had a harlot's forehead; 
you refused to be ashamed—You had 
a forehead like a harlot, who is not 
ashamed of her harlotries and lifts 
up her forehead brazenly. You were 
brazen despite the prophets’ con¬ 
stant reproof and warning of 
impending doom. You refused the 


prophet's reproof, and you were not 
ashamed before them. Our Sages 
inferred from this verse that rains 
are withheld because of brazen 
people (Ta’anith 7b). Jonathan ren¬ 
ders: And you had the audacity of a 
harlot.— [Redak] 

4. Will you not from now—If only 
you repent of your evil and call me 
“My Father.” If you do so, will your 
Lord bear a grudge forever for what 
you have sinned? Will He keep it to 
eternity 9 He will not keep it .— 
[Rashi] 

I.e., since you see that I have 
withheld the rains because of your 
sins, you should have returned to 
Me and called Me, “My Father, 
You are the Master of my youth." 
You have been my Master from my 
youth, from the time of the Exodus, 
for then Israel entered under the 
wings of the Shechinah and were 
trained in the observance of His 
commandments and in the knowl¬ 
edge of His Godly powers, just like a 
youth who enters school to learn 
Torah and wisdom. Jonathan ren¬ 
ders: My Redeemer from days of 
yore.— [Redak] 

*5. Will He bear a grudge for¬ 
ever?—The prophet announces to 
the people: Had you done so, would 
God bear a grudge for your iniquity 
forever? Will He keep your sin to 
eternity? He will not do so, but if

8. And I saw, because of all that backsliding Israel had com¬ 
mitted adultery, 


6 . And the Lord said to me in the 
days of Josiah—Since Jeremiah pro¬ 
phesied also during the reigns of 
Jehoiakim and Zedekiah, he speci¬ 
fies that this prophecy came to him 
during the reign of Josiah. This was 
before Josiah’s return to God, for at 
that time, he purged the land of 
idolatry, yet here the prophet states 
that they ‘committed adultery with 
stones and with wood.’ Although 
Scripture states that they did not 
return with all their heart, indicating 
that they did, in fact, repent, per¬ 
haps some of the people repented 
upon hearing the prophet’s reproof, 
but this was only an outward mani¬ 
festation of repentance, not a sincere 
repentance with all their heart. It is 
also possible that this prophecy 
came to Jeremiah after Josiah’s 
repentance. Although Josiah repent¬ 
ed with all his heart, with all his 
soul, and with all his possessions, as 
in II Kings (23:25), and he abolished 
paganism from the land, many of his 
subjects still worshipped pagan 
deities in secret, concealing their 
practice from him out of fear. [See 
verse 10.] Therefore, the prophet 
states (verse 10): ‘And yet, for all 
this, her treacherous sister Judah 
has not returned to Me with all her 
heart, but falsely, says the Lord.’— 
[Redak] 


In the days of King Josiah —when 
He commanded me to bring back the 
Ten Tribes, "Have you seen what the 
backsliding Israel has done? nptfo is 
the same as npDitf, (envejjsede in 
O.F.). — [Rashi as emended by Shem 
Ephraim ] 

Israel —The Ten Tribes. — [Rashi] 

This was not in the days of Josiah, 
for Israel was driven into exile in the 
sixth year of Hezekiah's reign. How 
then could Jeremiah see what they 
had done before their exile? He 
commenced to prophesy in the 
ninety-third year of the exile, when 
he hesitated to accept God’s mission 
because of his youthfulness. We 
must, therefore, interpret ‘have you 
seen’ as ‘have you heard.’ Alterna¬ 
tively, this refers to the remnants of 
the Kingdom of Israel who were 
scattered in the land, from Ephraim 
and Manasseh, Simeon, and Naph- 
lali, as is stated in II Chron. 34:6, 
9.— [Redak] 

she goes— I.e., when she was still 
on her land beforp she was exiled in 
the days of Hezekiah with Hoshea 
son of Elah. np^h means, she would go 
on every lofty mountain .— [Rashi] 

According to the other interpreta¬ 
tion, that the prophet refers to the 
remnant of Israel, it can be under¬ 
stood literally, that she still goes on 
every lofty mountain.— [Redak] 
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I.e., although they saw that I sent 
away their sister kingdom, they did 
not repent sincerely. This was before 
Josiah repented, or perhaps even 
afterwards, as explained above, v. 
6.— [Redak] 

but falsely— Josiah's generation 
would show themselves as righteous 
although they were wicked. They 


would make forms of pagan deities on 
the inside of their doors, half on this 
door and half on this one, and when 
the destroyers of idols would inspect, 
the door would be open, and they 
would not notice it.—[Rashi from 
Lam. Rabbah 1:53.] See Pseudo- 
Rashi II Chron. 35:20, where he 
quotes Kinoth of Rabbi Eleazar 
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I sent her away, and I gave her her bill of divorcement, yet 
treacherous Judah, her sister, did not fear, and she too went 
and played the harlot. 9. And it was through the lightness of 
her harlotry, that she polluted the land, and she committed 
adultery with the stones and the wood. 10. And yet for all this, 
her treacherous sister Judah did not return to Me with all her 
heart, but falsely, says the Lord. 11. And the Lord said to me: 


adultery —The signs of the intonation 
of this verse teach us its explanation. 
VKitir is punctuated with a zakef 
katan, separated from rrnnVuJ, I sent 
her away, ivnnVttf, I sent her away, is 
punctuated with a zakef gadol by 
itself And this is its explanation: I 
saw; i.e., I contemplated her to exact 
punishment upon her. And why? 
Because of all that backsliding Israel 
had committed adultery. And what 
was My vengeance? I sent her away 
from before Me. And treacherous 
Judah did not fear when she saw the 
retribution of Samaria, to set her 
heart to repent. — [Rashi] 

Redak explains: And I, too, saw 
that she saw and did not repent. 
Now what did she see? That because 
of all that backsliding Israel had 
committed adultery, I sent her away. 
Despite all this, treacherous Judah 
did not fear that I would send her 
away as well. The words ‘and I saw’ 
are connected to the end of verse 10, 
with the word ‘falsely.’ Although 
human beings did not discern the 
falseness of their repentance, I, Who 
search the heart, saw it, and I, there¬ 
fore, gave her her bill of divorce¬ 
ment. This verse seems to contradict 
Isaiah’s prophecy, in which he states 
(50:1): “Where is your mother’s bill 
of divorce that I sent her away?” 


The exegetes reply that Jeremiah 
was addressing the Ten Tribes, to 
whom God did indeed give a bill of 
divorcement, for they lost their 
sovereignty completely, never to 
place a king on the throne of Israel. 
In Messianic times, all Israel will be 
under the dominion of the house of 
David, as the prophet Ezekiel states: 
“(37:24) And My servant David 
shall be king over them.” In the 
same chapter he states: “(v. 22) 
. . . and one king shall be for all of 
them as a king, and they shall no 
longer become two nations, and 
they shall no longer be divided into 
two kingdoms.” To Judah, however. 
He did not give a bill of divorce¬ 
ment. This is analogous to a man 
who becomes angry with his wife 
and sends her away. He does not 
give her a bill of divorcement, 
because he intends to take her back. 
So it is with Judah, whom God 
intends to reinstate in its position of 
sovereign over Israel.

Although Israel sinned first, her 
sister Judah continued to sin and 
increased her sins until her sister 
Israel appears righteous as com¬ 
pared to her. Judah's sins were more 
severe in that they disgraced the 
Temple by bringing their idols there 
and by curtailing their Temple ser¬ 
vice, even worshipping idols in the 
very sanctuary, as is written con¬ 
cerning Ahaz, who ordered an altar 
built in the Temple, modeled after 
the altar in Damascus, he curtailed 
the service and closed the doors of 
the house of the Lord (II Chron. 
28:24). He also extinguished the 
lights of the menorah, and they did 
not burn the holy incense (29:7). It is 
also written of him that ‘he passed 
his son through fire in the abomina¬ 
ble manner of the nations' (II Kings 
16:3). 

Concerning Manasseh, too, it is 
stated: ‘And he caused his sons to 
pass through fire in the valley of Ben 


Hinnom, and he practiced soothsay¬ 
ing, divination, and sorcery, and he 
practiced necromancy and divina¬ 
tion with the jidoa bone; he did 
much evil in the eyes of the Lord, to 
provoke Him' (II Chron. 33:6). It is 
also stated concerning him, ‘he has 
done more wickedly than all the 
Amorites who were before him, did, 
and he caused Judah to sin with his 
idols' (II Kings 21:11). ‘Moreover, 
Manasseh shed very much innocent 
blood, until he filled Jerusalem from 
one end to the other' (II Kings 
21:16).— [Redak]

Abarbanel, therefore, prefers to 
explain that ‘the house of Judah’ 
refers to those Judeans exiled by 
Sennacherib from the cities of Judah 
prior to the exile of Judah by 
Nebuchadnezzar. These Judeans 
were exiled to Assyria and sent to 
the north land and did not return to 
Erelz Israel during the time of the 
Second Temple. He bases this sup¬ 
position on a letter brought to him 
by spice merchants who traveled 
from Portugal to India. They re¬ 
ported to him that they had seen 
many Jews in India, and they 
brought him a letter from one of 
their sages, stating that they were 
the descendants of the Judahites and 
the Benjamites exiled by Sennacher¬ 
ib from the cities of Judah prior to 
the destruction of Jerusalem by 
Nebuchadnezzar, as is mentioned in 
Seder Olam. They were settled 
beyond the mountains of darkness 
and did not return with the rest of 


Judah during the time of the Second 
Temple. Abarbanel concludes that, 
since they were exiled to a place near 
the Ten Tribes, it is very likely that 
Jeremiah prophesies that, when the 
Lord will return those exiled from 
Zion, the Judeans in the north land 
will join the Ten Tribes, and both 
groups will return together from the 
north land to the land of Israel. This 
explanation is followed by Mezu- 
dath David. 

19. And I said —to Myself, etc. 
and therefore, I caused your fore¬ 
fathers to inherit them. — [Rashi] The 
correct reading is probably ‘to 
inherit it,’ as in Kara’s commentary. 

How shall I place you among the 
sons? —I.e. how shall I place you, my 
congregation and My nation, among 
the other sons, mingled with the 
heathens.

It is 
proper that a voice be heard on ^he 
high places, where it can be heard in 
the distance, that the children of 
Israel are weeping in supplication to 
God and confessing their sin, that 
they perverted their way and forgot 
the Lord their God. Were they to do 
so, 1 would accept their repentance 
and say to them, “Return, backslid¬ 
ing children, I will cure your back¬ 
slidings. And they would say, “Here 
we are, we have come to You, for 
You are the ■ ord our God.” 

22. I will cure —Just as a physical 
wound is cured with the proper 
medications, so is a spiritual ail¬ 
ment, namely sin, cured by forgive¬ 
ness with repentance.— [Redak] 

Here we are, we have come to 
You —The prophet teaches them to 
confess and to say as follows, "Here 
we are, we have come to You . . . 
Truly, in vain . . . But the shameful 
thing has consumed etc.. Let us lie in 
our shame. All this is the language of 
the prayer that the prophet teaches 
them to say. — [Rashi] 


We have come —Heb. uns.— 
[Rashi] 

This is the poetic form, derived 
from the Aramaic, found only in 
poetry and in the prophetic books. 

23. Truly, in vain —we awaited 
from the hills and the multitude of 
mountains where we worshipped 
idols. —[/fas/?/] 

Redak explains: The salvation we 
expected from the hills, i.e. from 
worshipping pagan deities on the 
hills was vain, as was the multitude 
that gathered on the mountains. 
Alternatively, the hills and the 
mountains represent the nations 
whose help they had expected. 

[21] A voice is heard upon the high 
hills —I.e. the voice of the Israelites 
exiled in the north land. 

for they perverted their way —I.e. 
they were delinquent in their deal¬ 
ings with their fellowmen. 

they forgot the Lord their God— 
They were delinquent in their obser¬ 
vance of the commandments be¬ 
tween man and God. 

[ 22 ] Return, backsliding children 
—It is as though he hears a second 
voice, that of the Almighty, replying 
to them. This represents Divine 
inspiration arousing them to repent 
and saying to them, “Despair not of 
mercy. Return, rebellious children; 
there is still a cure for your backslid¬ 
ing, and I will cure your backslid- 
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voice of the supplications of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. He depicts Israel as a 
lost sheep, and God as a Shepherd 
standing on the lofty mountains, 
calling to the sheep in the valley, 
that she recognize his voice and 
return to him. The sheep cries 
because she does not recognize the 
shepherd’s voice and she is lost. The 
prophet accounts for the presence of 


these two voices. He first accounts 
for the voice of Israel, the sheep. 

1. If you return, O Israel —with 
this repentance, to Me, you will 
return to your original glory and 
greatness. — [Rashi] 

Redak renders: you shall be grant¬ 
ed tranquility. He explains the entire 
passage as follows: If you confess in 
accordance with the confession stat- 
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our God is Israel’s salvation. 24. But the shameful thing has 
consumed the toil of our fathers since our youth, their flocks 
and their cattle, their sons and their daughters. 25. We lie in 
our shame, and our disgrace covers us, for we have sinned 
against the Lord our God—we and our fathers—since our

consumed the toil of our fathers 

—Because of the iniquity of its wor¬ 
ship. our toil was pillaged. — [Rashi] 
They will confess that because 
they worshipped Baal, God pun¬ 
ished them that their toil was in 
vain. The produce of the fields was 
destroyed by blast, yellowing, 


locusts, or attacks by the enemy. 
Their flocks and their cattle, their 
sons and their daughters, died from 
pestilence, all because they wor¬ 
shipped Baal. They will confess that 
they acknowledge that all this befell 
them as a punishment for worship¬ 
ping Baal. They confess that since 
their youth they witnessed their 
fathers’ possessions being destroyed 
because of their sins.— [Redak] 

25. We lie in our shame —Just as 
our fathers were destroyed because 
of their worship of the shameful 
thing, so do we follow their ways 
after them. He uses the expression, 
l we lie in our shame' as an illustra¬ 
tion of a person plagued by a catas¬ 
trophe from which he cannot extri¬ 
cate himself, and as an escape, he 
lies down in bed and falls asleep.— 
[Redak] 

since our youth —In our youth we 
worshipped Baal as we saw our 
fathers do.— [Redak] 

Malbim paints a pathetic picture 
of Israel in exile. He pictures the 
prophet hearing two voices, one 
voice on the high places, resounding 
through the mountains, and one 
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wise, you may not swear in My 
name.— [Redak] The Midrash cites 
Abraham, Joseph, and Job as exam¬ 
ples.

It is also possible that we 
should render: “And you shall swear 
by My name." This is similar to 
“And you shall swear by His name" 
(Deut. 10:20), which means that it is 
honor and glory to the Lord if one 
who fears Him and serves Him 
wholeheartedly swears in His name 
when the occasion arises to swear. 
In that case, it is a positive com¬ 
mandment to swear in God’s name. 
It is as though he praises Him and 
exalts Him when he swears in His 
name, just as the masses swear by 
something they love deeply, such as 
the soul or the head. The prophets, 
too, were wont to swear by God's 
name as we find in their Books. Not 
everyone should adopt this practice, 
however, only those who fear God 
and love Him, as the Torah states: 
“(ibid.) You shall fear the Lord, you 
shall serve Him, and you shall cleave 
to Him and swear in His name." The 
Rabbis comment (Tanhuma, Mat - 
toth 1): If you possess all these traits, 
you shall swear in My name. Other- 
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looking al the light. He likens this to 
a cover that envelops their heart, 
making it insensitive and not allow¬ 
ing it to respond to any inspiration 
to do good. He, therefore, exhorts 
them to circumcise themselves and 
to remove the foreskins of their 
heart until the heart becomes sensi¬ 
tive and will respond to God's word 
and His commandments. 


*5. Tell in Judah—He says to those 
who hear his prophecy that each one 
tell His friend that the king of Baby¬ 
lon is destined to attack them 
because of the evil of their deeds.— 
[Redak] 

6. Raise a standard —to flee to 
Zion. — [Rashi] 

Others explain: Raise up a stan¬ 
dard in the tower of Zion where it

let not your cry before Me be from 
amidst wickedness, but from amidst 
repentance, that you shall not resem¬ 
ble one sowing without plowing, and 
that turns into thorns (kardons in 
O.F., chardons in modern 
French).— [Rashi] 

Jonathan renders: Do good deeds 
for yourselves and you will not beg 
for redemption with sins.— [Redak] 

4. Circumcise yourselves to the 
Lord —Before My anger comes forth 


like fire. This is like plowing before 
the sowing. — [Rashi] 

This is the circumcising of the 
heart, as he explains further: and 
remove the foreskins of the heart.— 
[Redak] 

The intention is to remove the 
clogging of the heart for the sake of 
God, to think of His ways and to 
cleave to Him.— [Mezudath David] 

Malbim explains these two verses 
as God’s reply to the people who 
claim that they do not recognize 
God’s voice, whether it is the mes¬ 
sage of those prophesying in God's 
name or the message of those 
prophesying in the name of Baal. To 
this. He replies that they must plow 
deeply in their heart to uproot all 
evil traits and all the impressions 
and imaginations with which they 
were inculcated. Then they will 
recognize God’s word. If they do 
not uproot their former impressions, 
the ‘thorns’ will again spring up 
amidst the ‘grain’ and choke it. 

Secondly, He wishes to reply to 
their excuse that they have become 
so attached to Baal that they no 
longer have any hope of repenting. 
This was caused by the foolishness 
that is like a cloud covering the light 
of their souls until they despair of 
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eous, but this generation should 
gird themselves with sackcloth and 
lament and wail ‘for the fierce anger 
of the Lord has not turned back 
from us/— [Kara] 

9. And it shall be on that day —On 
the day of Josiah they will wonder 
why so much befell him, for they do 
not know that his generation did not 


repent properly. When he came to 
abolish idolatry, what did the 
scorners of the generation do? They 
would engrave an image of a pagan 
deity on their doors, half of it on this 
door and half of it on this door.

Abarbanel explains that Jeremiah 
complains or asks the Lord, that 
since the false prophets will wonder 
about the calamity, this will indicate 
that God indeed conveyed this mes¬ 
sage to them, for if they had fabri¬ 
cated the prophecy, they would not 
be surprised that it was not fulfilled. 
Therefore, they will say, “Surely you 
have misled this people and Jerusa¬ 
lem, saying, ‘You will have peace,'

eagle is swifter than other birds and 
flies higher than they, Scripture 
compares the enemy’s steeds to

How then, does Jeremiah state that 
no righteous could be found in the 
streets or the squares of Jerusalem? 
Rabbi Joseph Kimchi states that 
there were indeed many righteous 
people in Jerusalem, but they feared 
to appear in the streets and in the 
squares because of the wicked. Our 
Sages state that, although those 
slain were wicked, and even liable to 
death, since they were slain, their 
death expiated their sins, and they 
were called ‘God’s servants and His 
pious ones’ (San. 47a).— [Redak] 
Abarbanel rejects both of these 
solutions. He rejects Rabbi Joseph 
Kimchi’s solution because he sees 
no reason for the city to be 
destroyed if there were righteous 
men in the houses. Why should it be 
necessary for them to be in the 
streets? He rejects the Rabbis' solu¬ 
tion as being the simple meaning of 
the verse since it would appear that 
there were, in fact, no righteous 
people at all in Jerusalem. Were all 
the priests wicked? Were there not 
the disciples of the prophets? He, 
therefore, resorts to another 
interpretation of our verse.

It appears that Rashi explains the 
entire two verses as a quotation of 
the people. They believe neither in 
the true prophets nor in the false 
prophets since they deny God's 
knowledge of what is transpiring in 
this world. At the end, the prophet 
concludes, “So shall be done to 
them.” Redak, however, explains 
that the people deny God’s proph¬ 
ets, who predict their doom. The 
prophet concludes with verse 13: 
And the prophets shall be for the 
wind etc. I.e., the prophets who pre¬ 
dict that there will be peace shall be 
like chaff before the wind since there 
is no speech in them; i.e., God's 
speech is not in them for they are 
not endowed with the Divine Spirit, 
but rely on their dreams and their 
divinations and promise the people 
that all will be good, in order to 
please them and to flatter them. For 
this sin, they shall be like chaff 
before the wind. 
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trees, he will destroy the fortified 
cities of your land on which you rely 
to seek refuge, before those who slay 
with the sword.— [Redak] 
impoverish— Heb. tftfv, he will 
impoverish.

He, therefore, con¬ 
nects harvest to ‘weeks. 1 — [Redak]

alludes to God's oath to Noah that

night shall not cease 1 (Gen. 8:22).

that they prosper —And neverthe¬ 
less, they prosper.— [Redak] Ibn 
Nachmiash explains it as a question: 
Shall they prosper? 

Kara explains: They did not plead 
the cause of an orphan to bring out a 
satisfactory verdict that the orphan 
prosper. He suggests also: They did 
not plead, but had they pleaded, 
they would have prospered. This is 
similar to Jonathan’s paraphrase: 
They do not judge truthfully, but 
had they judged the case of the 
orphan, they would prosper.

Rashi's intention is not clear. 
Perhaps he wishes to indicate that 
the clause, “upon which My name is 
called,” is parenthetical, thus con¬ 
necting, “this house” with “in your 
eyes.” Perhaps also he wishes to tell 
us that the sentence is a question. 

Do you think that this house is 
like a cave of profligate men? It, 
indeed, seems so since you believe 
that you will be saved by entering it. 
This, in fact, compounds your sin, 
since you have the audacity to come 
to My house after transgressing My 
commands. This is nothing but pro¬ 
fligacy, brazenness, and obstinacy, 
that you disobey My wishes and 
then come before Me. This is rebel¬ 
lion and provocation.— [Redak] 
behold I have seen —that it is so in 
your eyes.

however, absurd to think that 
Jeremiah would negate many por¬ 
tions of the Pentateuch. Rashi, 
therefore, takes this verse literally, 
to mean that on the day God 
brought them out of Egypt, He did 
not command them concerning 
sacrifices, but concerning obedience. 
Indeed, verse 23 matches Exodus 
19:5 very closely. This is, therefore, 
the intention of the verse, that the 
first and primary command was to 
obey God and to keep His covenant. 

Redak, too, suggests this explana¬ 
tion. He suggests also that the 
prophet alludes to the first com¬ 
mandments given in Marah (Exodus 
15:25): ‘There he gave them an 
ordinance and a statute, and there 
He tested them.’ Concerning this 
verse, the Rabbis comment (San. 
56b): The Sabbath and jurispru¬ 
dence were ordained in Marah. 
Then He did not command them 
concerning burnt offerings or peace- 
offerings. To elaborate on Rashi' s 
explanation, he points out that i n 
t he Decalogue there is no mentio n of 
sacrifices ! Even when the Torah 
does speak of sacrifices, it speaks of 
private sacrifices as volunt ary, 
unlike the performance of justice, 
which is incumben t upo n each indi- 
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iwice, once in the morning and once 
in the evening, both times accom¬ 
panied by Jeremiah .—[Pesikta Rab- 
bathi 34:9. See II Kings 17:13] 

26. they did worse than their 
fathers —In each generation, most of 
them were worse than their fathers;

Then 
the sacrifices were ordained to 
expiate their sins. In later genera¬ 
tions, however, the sacrifices did not 
suffice since the sins became more 
and more serious. It was, therefore, 
necessary to send prophets daily to 
reprove them.

sending them day [after day] every 
fresh morn — Every day sending (hem 
early . — [Rashi] 

He sent His prophets early in the 
morning, for most warnings were in 
the morning before the men went to

The Rabbis tell us that God sent 
two prophets daily, one in the morn¬ 
ing and one in the evening. Others 
state that God would send a new 
prophet every day. He would appear 
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moni on our verse, Aruch. Also 
found in the addenda to Tanhuma 
Buber, Va’ethhannan, 2.] 

The Midrash, in its entirety, reads 
as follows: Although all the pagan 
shrines were in Jerusalem, the 
Molech was outside Jerusalem.

Rabbi Joseph Kara conjectures 
that Topheth is an expression denot¬ 
ing a pit. He reports that he heard 
that in Jerusalem there was a bot¬ 
tomless pit, narrow on top and wide 
at the bottom, into which the bodies 
of all the wicked of all generations 


would fit if they were cast therein. 
On that site, a high place was erect¬ 
ed where people would burn their 
children as sacrifices to pagan 
deities. 

Daath Mikra points out that Ahaz 
son of Jotham inaugurated this 
worship by passing his son through 
the fire (II Kings 16:3), and Heze- 
kiah his son abolished it (II Chron. 
31:1). Later, Manasseh his son rein¬ 
stated it (II Kings 21:3, 6), and 
Josiah son of Amon abolished it 
(ibid. 23:10). It was probably rein¬ 
stated after his death. 

which I did not ordain —with 
commandments that they offer up 
their children as sacrifices, and / did 
not speak to any of the prophets, and 
when l did speak to Abraham to

This alludes to digging 
up the dead. They quote our verse 
also, ‘they shall neither be gathered 
nor buried.’ They question this 
assertion, however, on the basis of 
the following verse, ‘And death shall 
be chosen rather than life.’ Why 
should death be chosen rather than 
life? If the punishment is for the 
dead, their sins would be expiated, 
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gladness, the voice of the bridegroom and the voice of the bride,

When he replied that there 
would be no place for him and his 
armies to encamp outside Jerusa¬ 
lem, they replied, “Their graves are 
better than your palaces (San. 
96b).” Thereupon, Nebuchadnezzar 
marched upon Jerusalem and sta¬ 
tioned himself and his army in the 
graveyard and took out all the 
corpses.— [Ibn Nachmiash]

Jonathan paraphrases: Said Jere¬ 
miah the prophet, “Have I no good 
deeds that I should be able to suppli¬ 
cate for the house of Israel? Did I 
not covet the teachings of Elijah the 
prophet who was from Gilead, and 
whose words were a cure? Surely, 
because they did not repent, there 
was no cure for the wound of the 
congregation of my people 

Kara explains the symbol of balm 
and physicians in Gilead. It is 
known that where there are medi¬ 
cines, but no physician to apply 
them, the medicines are useless. 
Likewise, where there are physicians 
but no medicines, the physicians can 
accomplish nothing. Where there 
are both, however, as in Gilead, 
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generation and the generation of the 
desert that made the golden calf and 
worshipped it. Here, God states that 
He wishes to take His presence away 
from Israel because of their sins. The 
question is why are they different 
from the generation of the desert, 


who made the golden calf. The reply 
is that that generation had four 
merits: (1) they did not change their 
names; (2) they did not change their 
language; (3) they did not commit 
adultery; and (4) they were not tale¬ 
bearers. Jeremiah’s generation, 
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and my eyes a fountain of tears, that I might weep day and 
night for the slain of the daughter of my people.

It 
would have been better for Me had I 
dwelt in the desert and 1 would leave 
My people and go away from them, 
rather than to dwell in Zion among 
you when you provoke Me,” as he 
continues in the following verses. 
This follows R. Eleazar Hakalir in 
Kinot for the Ninth of Av, (Not 
found in our editions. See Kinot for 
the Ninth of Av, p. 94.). 

2. They have directed—Lit. trod¬ 
den. This expression is appropriate 
for the preparation of the bow to 
shoot an arrow, and a bow (ntt\?) is 
(arbalete in French), and they tread it 
with their feet. Therefore, he calls it 
treading, and the prophet compared 
their tongue to a treacherous bow, for 
they directed their tongue like a

Redak renders: They prepared 
their tongue—it is like a trodden 
bow—and their arrows are words of 
falsehood and bitterness.

Said Rav Yehudah in the name of 
Rav: This comes to say that they did 
not recite a blessing on the Torah at 
the beginning. Ran explains that the 
Talmud deviates from the simple 
explanation since, were it so that no 
one studied the Torah, it would have 
been obvious, and it would not be 
hidden from the sages and the 
prophets. The Talmud, therefore, 
deduces that they indeed studied the 
Torah, but they did not study it for 
its own sake but for their own 


interests. Consequently, they did not 
consider it important enough to 
warrant the recitation of a blessing. 
This is the meaning of ‘nor walked 
by it.’ l.e., they did not proceed with 
the Torah according to its proper 
intention and devotion.— [Ran, 
quoting Rabbenu Yonah in Megillath 
Setharim ] 

Rashi explains that the words, 
‘which I set before them, 1 allude to 
the formula of the blessing, ‘and 
gave us His Torah,’ which we recite 
every morning. This intimates that 
they did not recite this blessing. 

Apparently, the intention is that 
their lack of devotion in their studies 
led them to follow the view of their 
hearts and eventually to follow the 
Baalim. Had they learned the Torah 
for its sake, they would never have 
come to that state.

Is that not knowledge of 
Me? said the Lord.’ This illustrates 
that practicing kindness, justice, and 
righteousness constitutes knowledge 
of the Lord. Through this, Daniel 
and his companions, who were 
exiled with the exile of Judah, were 


saved from the disgrace that befell 
the other captives, and they were 
highly esteemed in the land of their 
captivity since they were righteous 
and pious. They had no way of being 
spared exile, because it was impos¬ 
sible for three, four, or even ten 
people to remain alone in Eretz

I.e., the kingship befits you, and it 
is to be attributed to You and to no 
other, for among all the wise men of 
the nations and in their entire king¬ 
dom, all state that there is none like 
You, and they worship the stars only 
as intermediaries. He mentions the 
wise men of the nations since they 
know that the idols are meaningless, 
and if they do worship the stars, 
they worship them only as God's 
servants who serve as intermediar¬ 
ies. Nonetheless, they sin, for there 
is no necessity of an intermediary 
between God and man, for the Lord 
is high, and he sees the lowly. The 
populace, however, believed that the 
idols themselves had power to do 
good or bad, since they had become 
accustomed to worshipping them. 
He mentions ‘and in their entire 
kingdom,' since the kings were 
unusually wise men and they had 
wise men to advise them. They, 
therefore, know that man’s kingdom 
is transient, and that the only ever¬ 
lasting kingdom is God's.— [Redak] 

Kara explains: fear befits You. 
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Although the beginning of the 
verse, ‘so shall you say to them,’ 
could have been written in Hebrew, 
it was written in Aramaic in order 
not to separate one verse by writing 
it in two languages.— [Redak] 


Jonathan paraphrases: This is the 
contents of the letter the prophet 
Jeremiah sent to the other elders of 
the exile who were in Babylon: And 
if the Chaldeans among whom you 
are say to you, “Worship idols, O 
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the work of a craftsman and the hands of a smith; their raiment 
is blue and purple, all of them the work of experts. 10. But the 
Lord God is true; He is a living God and the King of the world; 
from His anger the earth quakes, and the nations cannot con¬ 
tain His fury. 11. So shall you say to them, “The gods who did 

not make the heavens and the earth, 


they dress the idols with blue and 
purple, embroidered by experts. 
They do all this to show the people 
how beautiful the idols are and to 
encourage them to worship them 
and to believe in them.— [Redak] 

the work of a craftsman and the 
hands of a smith —The entire idol 
was manufactured by a craftsman 
and the hands of a smith. The 
wooden idol itself was made by a 
carpenter, and the silver and gold

Indeed, we do 
not find that the Jews in Babylonian 
exile worshipped idols.

when Nebuchadnezzar erected his 
golden idol and coerced everyone to 
prostrate himself before it. 
Although they were coerced to wor¬ 
ship it, they were, nevertheless, 
threatened with annihilation during 
the time of Haman, only that God 
showed compassion on them and 
spared them (Megillah I2a ).—

Redak goes on to explain that the 
matter of making the earth with His 
strength alludes to the power of 
gravity by which the earth hangs 
suspended in space and does not 
deviate from its orbit.

Others explain that the prophet 
refers to the people as his children 
since he instructed them as a father 
instructs his son.— [Redak] 

No one pitches my tent anymore— 
If I say that there will be another 
king who will pitch my lent that has 
been spoiled, I see that there is none. 

and no one sets up the curtains of 
my tent.— [Redak] Since Zedekiah, 


Israel has had no king to this very 
day.— [Kara] 

21. For the shepherds— The 

kings. — [Rashi] 

This refers to Jehoiachin and 
Zedekiah, who were kings, and the 
kings are referred to as shepherds. 
— [Redak] 

Kara explains that these are the 
kings of Israel and Judah who 
misled the people from following 
God. 

Mezudath David takes it as a refer¬ 
ence to the princes of Israel. 

they have not prospered—Heb. Kb 
iV’Stpn, they have not prospered in 
their kingdom. Comp. ‘(Prov. 17:8) 
To all that he turns, he will prosper 
(V’Stfr)/— [Rashi] 

Jehoiachin and Zedekiah, since 
they did not seek the Lord as Josiah 
had done, did not prosper in their 
reigns as he had prospered. Instead, 
all their flocks are scattered, i.e., all 
Israel has been exiled.— [Redak] 

and they did not seek the Lord— 
Jonathan paraphrases: They did not 
seek instruction from the Lord. 

their flocks—Heb. omins, lit. their 
pasture, the flocks of their pasture. 
— [Rashi] 
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completely destroy you.’—[ Redak] 
According to Rabbi Jonah Ibn 
Ganah and Redak, the concept of 
justice denotes ‘with a measure,’ not 
with intolerable severity. The pro¬ 
phet surely does not supplicate God 
not to chastise the people more 


severely than they deserve. He sup¬ 
plicates Him to chastise them with a 
measure, not with the complete 
severity of His wrath, lest they be 
diminished from nationhood. Rashi, 
loo, explains in a similar manner: 
25. Pour out Your wrath—If You

23. man’s way is not his —For the 
evil inclination that You created in 
him leads him astray from the way. 
Another explanation is: I know, O 
Lord, that man’s way is not his; not 
every man has the power to make his 
way prosper, and if it were not for 
Your command, the enemy would 
have no power to destroy Your 
Temple. — [Rashi] 

Rabbi Joseph Kimchi interprets 
this verse as an allusion to Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar, who had intended to 
march against Ammon. As Ezekiel 
states (21:26): ‘For the king of Baby¬ 
lon stands at the parting of the way,’ 
for his intention was to march on 
Ammon when he left his place, but 
when he came to the parting of the 
way, and there were two roads, one 
to Ammon and one to Jerusalem, 
God changed his mind and his divi¬ 
nation so that he should march on 
Jerusalem in order to punish Zede- 
kiah for transgressing his oath and 
profaning God’s name. Concerning 
this, the prophet states: 1 know, O 
Lord, that the man’s way is not his. 
Since the lammed is vowelized with a 
kamatz, the definite article is meant. 
The man refers to Nebuchadnezzar. 


I know that the man’s way is not 
under his control, for You will 
change his intention.— [Redak] 

neither has the man who goes to 
prepare his step—The man who goes 
on his way does not have control 
over his own way to prepare his 
step, for he does not know what will 
befall him. This is reminiscent of 
King David’s statement (Psalms 
37:23): ‘From the Lord are man’s 
steps planned,' and He desires his 
way.’— [Redak] 

24. Chasten me—Rabbi Jonah 
(Sepher Haschoraschim p. 528) 
explains that the prophet speaks for 
the people in the singular as for one 
person. When he sees that Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar is coming to the land of 
Judah to make the land a waste, he 
supplicates God saying, “1 know 
that this is the chastening that You 
are chastening us. It is good that 
You chasten us, but with a measure, 
as much as we can tolerate, not with 
Your wrath, lest You diminish me, 
for if You chasten me with Your 
wrath, You will diminish me from 
being a nation. Jonathan, too, 
renders: Bring upon them chastise¬ 
ments, but with mild judgment. The 
prophet expresses the same idea 
below (46:28:) ‘And I will chastise 
you with a measure, and I will not

Moses in many ways, e.g. the length 
of his prophetic career, his designa¬ 
tion before birth, and his refusal to 
accept his calling, he, nevertheless, 
did not attain the level of prophecy 
attained by Moses. His prophecy, 
therefore, reached him through 
intermediaries. 


2. Hearken to the words of this 
covenant—As explained above, 
these were the words the prophet 
was instructed to say to the people. 
Abarbanel explains that the prophet 
was instructed to call to the people 
to hear the words of‘this covenant.’ 
They would think that he meant a 
new covenant and would come to 
listen attentively. Then he would tell 
them that he meant the covenant of 
the Torah. Mezudath David explains 
that the prophets, Jeremiah, 
Zephaniah, and their colleagues, 
should hearken to the words of the 
covenant, i.e. they should set their 
hearts to understand the words of 
the covenant of the Torah, the bless¬ 
ings and the curses. 

and you shall speak—You and the 
other true prophets with you, for 
Zephaniah prophesied during 
Josiah's reign, and perhaps there 
were other prophets at that time (cf. 
7:25, Commentary Digest). A 
covenant is an agreement even 
between people; if they make stipu¬ 
lations, they make a pact to make 
them binding. It is surely fitting to 
do so between God and men.— 
[Redak] 

Redak quotes Targum Jonathan, 
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and do them, according to all that I will command you, and 
you shall be to Me for a people, and I will be to you for a God. 
5. In order to establish the oath that I swore to your fore¬ 
fathers to give them a land flowing with milk and honey as of 
this day. And I replied and said, “Amen, O Lord.” 6. And the 
Lord said to me: Proclaim all these words in the cities of Judah 
and in the streets of Jerusalem, saying: Hearken to the words of 
this covenant and you shall do them.

ing you about is not a new covenant

the prophetic past, since the curses 
had not yet been brought upon 
them. — [Abarbanel, Mezudath 
David) 

And I brought upon them all the 
words of this covenant— The curses 
slated in the covenant for the things 


that I commanded to do and they did 
not do. — [Rashi] 

that I commanded to do—I.e., that 
I commanded to fulfill. The fulfill¬ 
ment of the covenant includes both 
mandatory and prohibitory com¬ 
mandments. This fulfillment is con¬ 
sidered a deed.— [Redak] 

9. A conspiracy has been found— 
It appears that this prophecy came 
to him during Jehoiakim's reign. 
God, therefore, tells him that a 
conspiracy has been found; i.e., the 
people have rebelled against God 
after having repented during 
Josiah's reign.— [Redak] 

10. They have returned to the ini¬ 
quities of their first forefathers—I.e. 
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I made with their forefathers. 11. Therefore, so says the Lord:

15. What has my beloved to do in 
My house —What reason has My 
treasured people to come anymore 
into My house?

To simplify the matter, Rashi 
explains the verse as the words of 
God.

Also, they have 
ceased to perform the precept of cir¬ 
cumcision, and they rejoice in all 
their evil deeds. 

Mezudath David explains the verse 
similarly. However, he interprets,

sacrifices. The holy flesh that you 
sacrifice there will be removed from 
you, since I do not accept it. 

Rabbi Joseph Kara explains that 
God is addressing the prophet. He 
says: What has any beloved of Mine 
to do in My house, praying for this 
people? They plan evil designs and 
execute them. They have abolished 
the covenant of circumcision, and 


they rejoice at their companions’ 
misfortune. 

Redak explains that the prophet is 
addressing God. He says: What has 
my Beloved to do in my house? 
What does God have to do any 
longer in the Temple, to cause His 
presence to rest there? Since the 
congregation of Israel commits 
abominations with many strange 
deities, as is mentioned above, that 
they had as many deities as they had 
cities. Since they worshipped many 
gods, what does my Beloved have to 
do in my house? He calls the 
Temple, ‘my house, 1 since God is his 
Beloved, not the Beloved of the 
people, and the Temple is his house, 
not the house of the people. 

and the holy flesh they remove from 
you —God turns now to Israel and 
addresses them. You offer up flesh 
to many gods, but the holy flesh that 
is on My altar you neglect to offer 
up. You have neglected the sacrifi¬ 
cial service as though it is not 
incumbent upon you.

year of the destruction, which was 
the nineteenth year of Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar’s reign, when God visited 
upon them their punishment for 
their iniquity, the land was devas 
tated, and the survivors went into 
exile. The prophet states that the 
men of Anathoth will have no 
survivors. Although this was 
decreed upon them, when the time 
came for the decree to be executed. 
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thoughts, and they do not believe in 
His retribution, there is no hope that 
they will repent. 

Abarbanel explains that this verse 
refers to Nebuchadnezzar, as Rashi 
explains it in his first interpretation. 
Since Nebuchadnezzar did not 
inherit the throne, but was the first 
of the dynasty, it is said that the 
Lord planted him. Then he begot 


children and grandchildren who 
succeeded him on the throne. This is 
symbolized as taking root and pro¬ 
ducing fruit. The prophet asks God 
why they merited this success, since 
they are not of the pious of the 
nations, for ‘You are near in their 
mouths, but far from their 
thoughts.'

I. You are right, O Lord, when I contend with You, but I will 
argue with You. Why has the way of the wicked prospered, all 
who deal with treachery have peace? 2. You have planted 
them, they have even taken root, they have even produced fruit.

1. You are right, O Lord, when I 
contend with You — When / debate 
with You, I know that you will be 
right in Your words, but / wish to 
argue with You so that You will let me 
know Your way. — [Rashi] 

Redak explains: To contend with 
You is impossible, for You are just, 
and I cannot disagree on this point, 
but 1 will speak with You like a 
person who debates with his friend, 
who discusses the arguments on 
both sides of the question for I am 
perplexed in this matter. 

Why has the way of the wicked 
prospered? —That You have given 
greatness to Nebuchadnezzar the 
wicked, and you have made him suc¬ 
ceed in destroying Your house? 
Another explanation is that he was 
crying and complaining about the 
men of Anathoth. — [Rashi] Metsu- 
dath David follows the first explana¬ 
tion, and Rabbi Joseph Kara follows 
the second one. Redak explains 
simply that among the Jews there 
were wicked men who were pros¬ 
perous. 

have peace —Heb. iVttJ, an expres¬ 
sion of nV7tt>, peace. — [Rashi] 

5. You have planted them —This 
symbolizes their prosperity, which is 
stable and becomes progressively 


greater and greater. This word 
indicates that they have not gained 
prosperity by chance, but that God 
Himself has given it to them — 
[Redak j 

You are near in their mouths—If 

they call upon You in prayer or 
mention You in an oath, it is false, 
for You are far from their thoughts, 
and they do not think that their 
success is in Your hand, and that it 
is You Who brings success or mis¬ 
fortune upon them. Jonathan ren¬ 
ders: The words of Your Torah are 
close to their mouths, but fear of 
You is far from their thoughts.— 
[Redak] 

Although they appear outwardly 
to fear You, that is merely lip ser¬ 
vice, but You are far from their 
thoughts, and they do not believe in 
You wholeheartedly.— [Mezudaih 
David] 

Malbim explains that Jeremiah 
contends with God that it is unfair 
that the wicked have children, and 
these children remain alive. You 
cannot say that God waits for them 
to repent, for a wicked man can be 
expected to repent only if he believes 
in Divine retribution, but cannot 
control his desires. In this case, 
however, since God is far from their 
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interpretation also, the following 
verses illustrate the wickedness of 
the people of Judah, to convince the 
prophet of the necessity of the exile. 

Rabbi Joseph Kara, as mentioned 
above, explains that the prophet 
asks why the people of Anathoth, 
who dealt wickedly with him, were 
prospering? He proceeds to ask: 

[3] But You, O Lord, have known 
me —I.e., You know what they are 
doing to me; You know the pain of 
my soul. 


You shall see me —I.e., You shall 
see my affliction and my toil.

You —that I am not like them, for 
You are near to them in their 
mouths but far from their thoughts, 
but I am sincerely with You.

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You see me, and You try my heart with You. Draw them out 
like sheep to the slaughter, and prepare them for the day of 
slaughter. 4. How long will the land mourn and the grass of all 
the field dry out?” Because of the evil of its inhabitants, beasts 
and fowl are ended, for they said, “He will not see our end.” 

5. For if you have run with footmen 


me — Also, concerning the men of 
Anathoth You have aided me, for You 
have known me. — [Rashi] 

Draw them out like sheep to the 
slaughter — Draw them out of life to 
death (detache les in French , separate 
them, cut them off). Comp. ‘(Joshua 
8:6) until we have drawn (Ujrnn) them 
from the city — [Rashi]

for they said —I.e., the inhabitants

“He will not see our end, 1 ’ —It is 
not revealed to Him what will be at 
our end. — [Rashi] 

This follows RashC s first interpre¬ 
tation, that Jeremiah’s question is 
about the success of Nebuchadnez¬ 


zar. He prays that the enemy will be 
drawn to death like sheep to the 
slaughter. He asks how long the 
land will be desolate and the grass 
will be dry. God replies that all this 
is because the Israelites have denied 
God’s knowledge of their end. He 
continues to elaborate upon the 
wickedness of the people of Judah, 
pointing out to the prophet that 
even his own kinsmen dealt trea¬ 
cherously with him, surely the 
princes of Judah. For this reason, 
Nebuchadnezzar was sent to con¬ 
quer the land. This will be explained 
further in the following verses. 

Mezudath David, following Abar- 
banel, likewise explains that the 
prophet questions God's reason for 
making Nebuchadnezzar prosper. 
God replies: How long will the land 
mourn and the grass of all the field 
dry out; because of the evil of its 
inhabitants, beasts and fowls are 
ended, for they said, “He will not 
see our end”? Should the land 
remain desolate forever, and shall 
all the beasts and fowls end because 
of the sins of the inhabitants of the 
land, who say, “God does not know 
what our end will be”? Rather, let 
Nebuchadnezzar conquer the land 
and exile its inhabitants in order to 
expiate their sins, and then let them 
return to the land. According to this 
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‘the enemies of Israel. [This is a 
euphemism for Israel.] 

will you compete —(aastir in 
O.E). — [Rashi] 


6. have dealt treacherously with 

you —For you trusted them, and 
they plotted to poison you.— 
[Redak ] 
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and they wearied you, how will you compete with horses, and 
in the peaceful land which you trust, how will you do in the 
heights of the Jordan? 6. For, even your brethren, and your 
father’s household, they too have dealt treacherously with you, 


how will you compete with 
horses —to run with the horses. That 
is to say, if even your brethren the 
priests come to kill you, surely the 
princes of Judah will rise up against 
you to kill you . This is the reason for 
My anger against them, and this is 
the reason for the success of the 
enemy. And so did Jonathan render: 
This is the reply etc. And, according 
to the Midrash of our Rabbis ( San¬ 
hedrin 96a): If you are amazed about 
the reward for the three steps that 
Nebuchadnezzar ran in My honor in 
the days of Merodach-baladan, why I 
gave him so much greatness, how 
much more will you be amazed when 
you see the payment of reward that I 
will pay the righteous who ran before 
Me like horses! — [Rashi] Jonathan's 
paraphrase of this verse matches the 
Talmudic explanation, rather than 
Rashi" s. It is, therefore, possible that 
the words, ‘And so did Jonathan 
render: This is the reply etc.’ should 
follow the Talmudic explanation. 
The story of the three steps Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar ran in God’s honor, is 
told by the Talmud (ad loc.). In II 
Kings 20:12, it is slated: ‘At that 
lime, Berodach-baladan the son of 
Baladan, the king of Babylonia, sent 
letters and a gift to Hezekiah for he 
heard that Hezekiah had been ill.' 
Because Hezekiah was ill and re¬ 
covered should he send him letters 
and a gift? Yes, ‘(II. Chron. 32:31) 
To enquire of the wonder that was in 


the land,’ for Rabbi Jonathan said: 
That day that Ahaz died was only 
two hours, and when Hezekiah 
became ill and recovered, the Holy 
One, blessed be He, restored those 
ten hours to the day, as it is written: 
‘(Isaiah 38:8) Behold I return the 
shade of the steps that it went down 
on the steps of Ahaz by the sun 
backwards ten steps, and the sun 
returned ten steps on the steps that it 
had descended.’ He said to them, 
“What is this?” They replied, 
“Hezekiah was ill and recovered.” 
He said, “Is there such a man, and I 
should not want to send him a greet¬ 
ing?

When he had run three 
steps (in our editions of the Talmud, 
four), Gabriel came and stopped 
him. Said Rabbi Johanan: Had

Me —The cry of her violent deeds has

When a lion roars in the forest, 
and the passersby hear his voice, 
they leave the road of the forest and 
even the road near the forest. So 
have I forsaken My inheritance, for 
they were like a lion in the forest 
that roars at night. The raising of the 
voice is figurative of the cries of the 
oppressed or the shouts of the 
idolaters in the pagan temples, as we 
find in the episode of Elijah with 
Ahab, ‘(I Kings 18:26) And they 
called in the name of Baal from 
morning to noon, saying, “O Baal, 
answer us!” And in verse 28, ‘And 
they called aloud.”

prey speckled with the blood of car¬ 
casses around My inheritance that I 
chose for Myself? 

Go, gather all the beasts of the 
field —After the birds of prey have 
gorged themselves, all the beasts of 
the field come to devour the 
remains. Accordingly, he says to the 
fowl, “After you are sated, go, 
gather all the beasts of the field.” 
The birds usually are the first to spot 
the carcasses since they see them 
from above. When the beasts see the 
birds speckled with the blood of the 
carcasses, they leave their lairs to 
partake of the feast.— [Redak] 
come —Heb. vnn.— [Rashi] The 
‘he* is instead of an ‘alef,’ like in the 
word rnw. The beasts represent the 
nations that accompanied Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar in his destruction of 
Jerusalem. It is as though they sig¬ 
naled them and raised a standard 
that they should come. This is 
symbolized by the speckled birds of 
prey attracting the beasts. It is a 
prophecy.— [Redak] 

Rabbi Joseph Kara explains that 
God’s inheritance, Israel, is like a 
speckled bird of prey because of 
their sins. The bird of prey wallows 
in the blood of a carcass, and the 


other birds mistake him for a car¬ 
cass and gather around him to 
devour him. So is My inheritance; 
they have become stained with the 
innocent blood that they have shed. 

Therefore, Go, gather all the 
beasts of the field; come to eat —You 
prophets, gather the nations and 
announce to them that they come 
and consume Israel. 

10. Many shepherds —The com¬ 
manders of the troops of Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar's army, as it is stated above 
(6:3): ‘Shepherds and their flocks 
shall come to her .’— 

Redak identifies them as the kings 
of the nations allied with Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar, for the king is to his nation 
as the shepherd is to his flock.

Redak adds the Philistines and 
Edom to the list. See ch. 47, 
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13. They sowed wheat, but they reaped thorns; they have 
become ill to no avail. Be ashamed of your increase, because of 
the fierce anger of the Lord. 14. So says the Lord: Concerning 
all My wicked neighbors who touch the inheritance that I have 
given My nation, Israel, to inherit, behold I uproot them from 
upon their land, and the house of Judah I will uproot from their 
midst. 15. And it shall come to pass, that after I uproot them, 


for He inspired the sword to attack 
them, and the prophet prophesies 
concerning each one of these nations 
further on in this Book. In this way,

Other exegetes interpret this verse 
literally. I will decree a famine upon 
you. You will sow wheat, but thorns 
will grow. You will become ill from 
hunger, but no remedy will avail 
you. Be ashamed of the curse in your 
grain since it is obvious that it is due 
to God’s fierce anger upon you.— 
[Kara, Mezudath David, Abarbanel] 


Redak explains that God refers to 
the prophets. The prophets have 
sown in Israel, God's field, words of 
prophecy, likened to wheat, but the 
result was only that the people com¬ 
mitted evil deeds, compared to 
thorns. 

they have become ill because they 
did not avail —The prophets became 
ill because their efforts did not 
avail.— [Redak] 

they were ashamed of your in¬ 
crease —The prophets suffered 
shame from your increase, from the 
results of their efforts, that they 
hoped to reap wheat and, instead, 
reaped thorns, and the prophets 
became ill because of fear of the 
fierce anger of the Lord that is des¬ 
tined to come upon you because of 
your deeds. Jeremiah expressed this 
prophecy in the form of an allegory 
of a field, similar to Isaiah’s allegory 
of the vineyard, wherein he states: 
‘(Isaiah 5:2) And he planted it with 
the choicest vines . . . and he hoped 
to produce grapes, but it produced 
wild berries.’ Israel is called both the 
vineyard of the Lord and the field of 
the Lord.— [Redak] 

Redak proceeds to quote his 
father, Rabbi Joseph Kimchi, who 
explains the passage as an allusion 
to the vast tribute that Israel was 
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relumed from exile, but they will 
return when the Messiah comes and 
the Jews will return from exile.— 
[Redak, Ibn Nachmiash ]

If the nations learn the ways of

although they were downtrodden 
and humbled in Egypt, they were, 
nevertheless, destined to expand 
(ntos) in the Promised Land. He 
commanded him to put the girdle on 
his loins since the girdle symbolized 
the Jewish people and the prophet 
the Almighty, and just as the 
Almighty acquired the Jewish 
people and caused them to cling to 
Him, so did the prophet purchase 
the girdle and put it on his loins so 
that it should cling to him. The com¬ 
mand not to put the girdle in water 
symbolized the splitting of the Red 
Sea, when the Israelites were led 
through the sea without touching 
the water. He symbolized further 
that, when they left their land, their 
clinging to God ceased. He did this 
by removing the girdle and taking it 
to the Euphrates, where it decayed.

This has been explained above 
(2:24). The wild donkey ascends to 
the top of the hill to seek food, but 
derives only the pleasure of breath¬ 
ing the fresh air.— [Redak] 

Mezudath David explains that 
they gasp for air because they are 
out of breath from running all 
around the area, searching for 
food. 


their eyes failed —When they saw 
that there was no grass, it was as 
though their eyes failed from exert¬ 
ing them by looking all around the 
area for grass. This famine was a 
punishment for their sins both in 
settled areas and in the desert. Since 
all other peoples had sufficient food, 
it was obviously a punishment for

7. have testified against us —Heb.

When the prophet perceived the 
impending trouble through his 
prophecy, he prays to God for 
Israel’s sake and includes himself 
with them. Although he did not sin, 
he says, “If our sins have testified 
against us, O Lord, do for Your 
name’s sake.” Moses, too, prayed in 
this manner, when he said, “And 
you shall forgive our iniquity and 
our sin and take us for Your heri¬ 
tage” (Exodus 34:9). Since rain is 
scarce only in our country and not 
in any other country, it is as though 
our iniquities are testifying against 
us that we are suffering because of 
them.

Redak notes that there is no fast 
without prayer.

—Warsaw edition), they loved it 
there to go into exile to worship dis¬ 
tant idols. — [Rashi] Mss. yield: they 
loved to go into exile. Warsaw edi¬ 
tion reads: to worship their distant 
idols. 

The intention is that God will 
exile them just as they loved to 
wander, according to Rashi, to wor¬ 
ship foreign deities, and, according 
to Redak, to enlist aid from Egypt or 
Assyria. The connection between 
the prophet’s prayer to save the 
people from the drought and God’s 
reply that they will be exiled is 
obscure. The probable meaning is 
that the famine would not have been 
so severe had they been able to leave 
the country and purchase foodstuffs 
from their neighbors. Since the 
enemies were coming every day, 
however, it was impossible to leave. 
This situation intensified the famine. 
Therefore, God replied to him con¬ 
cerning the enemies’ rule over them, 
that they would exile them, and 
meanwhile they would be plagued 
by the famine and the sword. He, 
therefore, says: Now He will 
remember their iniquity. I.e., now, 


them 

before the exile, God will remember 
their iniquity with the famine, and 
visit upon them their sins with the 
sword.— [Redak] 

Abarbanel objects to this explana¬ 
tion as not being relevant. He ex¬ 
plains that, since they loved to 
wander to Egypt and Assyria for 
aid, they will be punished with 
famine. The matter of the remem¬ 
brance and the visitation is 
explained in the following verses, 
where God forbids the prophet to 
pray for that generation. 

11. Do not pray for this people for 
good —Since he had prayed for some 
of them for evil for they had planned 
to kill him, and he beseeched God, 
‘(1 1:20) Let me see Your vengeance 
against them,’ and ‘(12:3) Draw 
them out like sheep to the slaughter, 
and prepare them for the day of 
slaughter,’ God specifies, ‘Do not 
pray for this people for good,’ 
implying that he might pray for evil 
to befall them.— [Redak] 

12. If they fast —Even if they 
themselves fast, I will not hearken to 
the prayer they offer up on their 
fastday, and even if they offer up a

famine —They shall be the first to 
perish by the sword and the famine

Those prophets shall perish by the sword and 
the famine. 16. And the people to which they prophesy, shall

Others define this 
as star-gazers.— [Redak] 
a thing of nought —Heb. an 

expression o/^, not, a thing which is 
not. — [Rashi] 

Their prediction of peace, saying 
that there will be no sword or 
famine, is a thing of nought, for 
there will, indeed, be sword and 
famine.— [Redak] 


daughters, 


the deceit of their heart— Since the 
people believe us, since we have 
predicted some future events, let us 
tell them not to fear Jeremiah’s 
prophecies for we have seen prophe¬ 
tic visions and we did not see any 
sword or famine. Let us, therefore, 
praise their deeds so that we will 
gain their esteem and love. This is 
meant by ‘the deceit of their heart,* 
for they intended to deceive the 
people.— [Redak] 

Malbim classifies these false pro¬ 
phets into four categories. One 
group prophesied by ‘the false 
vision,’ the product of their imagina¬ 
tion. The second group by ‘divina¬ 
tion* through star-gazing or lots. 
The third group by ‘the thing of 
nought,’ the reply of the teraphim, 
or oracles, which are of no value. 
Others misled the people by ‘the 
deceit of their heart,’ (i.e. by) inten¬ 
tional lies, prophecies fabricated by 
the prophet. 

to you —God includes the true 
prophets with the people, just as 
Jeremiah included himself with the 
people when he said, “Our backslid- 
ings have increased.”— [Redak]

The Rabbis explain that God 
hastened lo exile Judah in order that 
the exile of Zedekiah should still 
find the craftsmen and the gate 
sentries, explained by the Sages as 
the greatest scholars of the age. The 
exile of Zedekiah was accelerated in 
order that the exile of Zedekiah still 
find the scholars exiled with Jeconi- 
ah still alive in Babylon. Had they 
come later, they would not have had 
any teachers to teach them the 
Torah. 

And in the Midrash of Rabbi 
Tanhuma (Tanhuma Buber, Vayetze

King Nebuchadnezzar, who had 
adjured him by God, and he stif¬ 
fened his nape and strengthened the 
temptation of his heart from return¬ 
ing to the Lord God of Israel.’ 

The reference is to Jeremiah 38, 
wherein the prophet commanded 
Zedekiah to surrender lo the 
Chaldeans, and he would be spared, 
whereas if he would continue to 
battle against them, the city would 
be destroyed. Zedekiah was afraid 
lo do so and disobeyed the com¬ 
mand of Jeremiah. With this one 
exception, Zedekiah is considered a 
righteous king. He was called 
Shallum because he was perfect in 
his deeds ( shalem, perfect) (Horioth 
I la). A further account of Zede- 
kiah’s righteousness appears in II 
Kings 24:19, Commentary Digest.

Jeremiah, 
however, always prophesied gloomy 
prophecies and was, therefore, 
unhappy and unprepared for pro¬ 
phecy. When God wished to convey 
His prophecy to him, He would send 
down His word, which inherently 
brought joy upon its recipient. 
Through this word, the prophet 
became joyful, as one who drinks 
wine, and he was thereby prepared 
to continue his prophecy. After the 
prophecy, however, he returned to 
his unhappy state. He, therefore, 
states:

found them as someone finds an 
article in the street without effort. I 
did not prepare myself for the 
prophecy. 

and I ate them—I was like a 
hungry person, who finds bread and 
eats it eagerly.

Kara notes that, whereas other 
prophets prophesied occurrences in 
the distant future, Jeremiah pro¬ 
phesied what would happen in his 
time. He prophesied the exile of 
Jehoiakim and the exile of Jehoia- 
chin, both of which took place 
during his lifetime. He complains, 
“Why was my pain perpetual and 
my wound grievous? It has refused 
to heal. It is like a man who hopes 
his wound will heal but it does not.” 

19. Therefore —Because I suffer 
from these troubles .— [Rashi] 

so said the Lord —to me. — [Rashi] 

If you return— You, Israel, through 
me, and I will return you to Him, He 
said to Me, “You will stand before 
Me.“ — [Rashi] 

Redak explains that God takes the 
prophet to task for his complaint. 
You said false words to me when 
you said that I was like a failing 
spring. You sinned against Me. Now 
if you completely repent before Me 
and regret what you said to Me, I 
will return you in repentance and I 
will forgive you, and you shall stand 
before Me as before. Standing 
before God includes prayer and 


thanksgiving before Him, as well as 
the reception of prophecy.— [Redak] 
and if you take precious out of the 
vile —If you take a pious man from a 
wicked man, i.e. if you bring him to 
repentance. — [Rashi] 

If you make a great effort to lead 
them to repentance and you take the 
precious out of the vile; i.e., if you 
are able to bring the wicked, who 
are vile, to be good and precious.— 
[Redak] 

Others render: If you take a pre¬ 
cious man out of a glutton.— 
[Mezudath Zion and Mezudath 
David] 

Whatever you decree and say, will 
be fulfilled just as if I had said it. We 
find a similar statement regarding 
the prophet Samuel, l (l Sam. 3:19) 
And did not let any of his words fall 
to the ground.’ Jonathan renders: 
You will fulfill My will. Others 
render: You will be like My state¬ 
ment, as I said to you, that you 
would be a fortified city and a 
copper wall.— [Redak] 

Let them return to you, but you 
shall not return to them —Let them 
return to your word, but you shall not 
return to stray after them.—[Rashi 
from Jonathan]

I will save you from the terrible 
men who wish to kill you.— [Redak] 
2. You shall take no wife—There 
is quite some difficulty in God’s 
command to Jeremiah not to marry 
or beget children in this place 
because they will die of hunger. Was 
not Jeremiah worthy that his chil¬ 
dren be saved in his merit? Young 


children die only because of the sins 
of the parents, and Jeremiah had no 
sins for which his children should 
die. Moreover, although there was a 
decree that they die by the sword 
and through famine, that decree was 
upon some of them, not all of them, 
for exile too was decreed upon Jeru¬ 
salem, yet Ezekiel states: ‘(14:22) 
Still, behold, there are left therein 
some that escape, who shall be car¬ 
ried forth, both sons and daughters.’ 
Moreover, the decree was also on 
the fathers and mothers, yet many of 
them survived to go into exile. Now 
the children are like the parents. 
They do not die except for the 
parents’ sins. Consequently, if the 
parents are righteous enough to be 
spared death, why should the chil¬ 
dren die? 

It appears to me that ‘this place’ 
refers to Anathoth. In Anathoth this 
prophecy came to him, and God 
warned him not to marry or beget 
children there, for there was a decree 
on the sons and daughters born in 
Anathoth. See above (11:23): ‘And 
they shall have no remnant, for I 
will bring misfortune upon the men 
of Anathoth in the year of their 
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one will be able to bury them, and 
they will be as dung on the face of 
the ground. —[Mezudath David] 

5. house of mourning—Heb. nno, 
feasting. In Sifrei, in the section 
dealing with Beth-peor (Balak), I 
saw: They returned to make feasts

sands of guilty ones, as it is said 
regarding Lot, ‘(Gen. 19:15) Lest 
you perish for the iniquity of the 
city.’

Now, if Jeremiah had 
sons and daughters in Anathoth and 
took them out before the execution 
of the decree, they would not perish 
with the others, but their kin, the 
people of Anothoth, who did not 
believe in prophecy, would not let 
him take them out. Therefore, God 
exhorted him not to beget any sons 
or daughters in Anathoth, for they 
would perish for the iniquity of the 
city, and even if Jeremiah himself 
were in Anathoth, perhaps he would 
not be saved among all the wicked 
people. Although Ezekiel says, 
“(14:16) They alone will be saved,” 
that is only if there are three right¬ 
eous men in the city, such as Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, as he mentions 
before, ‘and Noah, Daniel, and Job 
within it.’ If there are three or more 
righteous men, their combined 
merits will save them. If there are 
ten, they will save the entire city, as 
we find in the chapter of Sodom, in 


they shall not cut their flesh, 

which God promises Abraham, 
“And I will forgive the entire place 
for their sake” (Gen. 18:26). And if 
they save them from death, perhaps 
they do not save them from exile or 
from other punishments. Although 
the Psalmist (91:7) states: ‘A thou¬ 
sand shall fall from your side and 
ten thousand from your right, it will 
not touch you,’ that applies only to 
a righteous man over whom divine 
Providence hovers constantly and 
does not leave him, as the Psalm 
concludes: ‘(v. 14) For he desires 
Me, and I will therefore deliver him. 
I will strengthen him for he knows 
My name.’ 

4. Deaths of sicknesses—I.e., 
deaths of sicknesses caused by the 
famine, as above 14:18. This follows 
Jonathan. Otherwise, what does 
Scripture tell us? Everyone who does 
not die by the sword, dies from 
sickness.— [Redak, Mezudath David]

The proph¬ 
et tells them that they will not have 
time to perform their usual customs 
for the dead, neither the mourning 
nor the consolation.

1079% an 
expression of breaking. Comp. '(Dan. 
5:25) Mene Mene Tekel Upharsin, 
(divided). This alludes to the practice 
of giving a meal to the mourners in the 
city square and they break for them 
the bread upon reciting the blessing 
of 'hamotzi.' '(I Sam. 9:13) For he 
will bless the sacrifices / Jonathan 
renders: He will break (o'Hp) 
bread. — [Rashi] It appears from 
Rashi that the root 0"iD primarily 
means ‘to break’ or divide. Since it is 
used in conjunction with breaking 
bread at the beginning of a meal 
upon the recitation of the ‘hamotzi,’ 
it was extended to mean ‘to bless.’ 
Hence, the connection to the bless¬ 


ing on the sacrifice. See Rashi ad loc. 
Accordingly, we may render in 
Rashi, and they recite for them the 
blessing of ‘hamotzi.’ The allusion 
here is to the first meal a mourner 
eats after the burial of his close kins¬ 
man. He may not eat his own food, 
but a meal given him by a close 
friend or neighbor.

Who 
brought up the children of Israel 
from the northland and from all the 
lands etc.” This will be in the

When they 
hatch, however, they realize that 
they are not of the same species and 
desert their adopted parents. The 


same is true of the wicked man who 
amasses wealth not by right. He will 
lose it in the midst of his days.

If a 
beast or a reptile finds him, he eats 
him up. Who caused this? Because 
he stole (raised—Buber) eggs that 
were not his. So will it be with the 
nations of the world and the Moab¬ 
ites and the Ammonites who 
stretched out their hands upon His 
Throne of Glory and destroyed His 
Temple and exiled Israel. The Holy 
One, blessed be He, will obliterate 
their remembrance, as is stated: 
‘(Zephaniah 2:9) Therefore, as I live, 
says the Lord of Hosts, the God of 


Israel, that Moab shall be like 
Sodom etc.’ Tanhuma Buber and 
Yalkut read: And stretched out their 
hands upon the ‘Throne of Glory, 
exalted from the beginning, the 
place of our Sanctuary,’ and 
destroyed it and burned His Temple. 

Kara interprets this as referring to 
Nebuchadnezzar, whose lust was 
not sated until he conquered many 
nations and destroyed the Holy 
Temple. Ultimately, he was dis¬ 
honored. See Habakkuk 2.

Otherwise, he is surely a 
false prophet. There is an allusion to 
this principle in the wording of our 
chapter. Concerning evil. Scripture 
states: that I thought to do, and 
concerning good, Scripture states:

This distinction between favora¬ 
ble and unfavorable prophecies is in 
accordance with Rambam, Introduc¬ 
tion to Mishnah Commentary.

plains that the people were con¬ 
cerned with ridding themselves of 
Jeremiah’s reproof and his prophecy 
of doom. They were certain that 
Jeremiah would not cease to func¬ 
tion as a priest, wise man, or 
prophet. ‘They said, “Come, let us 
devise plots against Jeremiah, for 
the Torah shall not be lost from the 
priest.”’ I.e., Jeremiah the priest will 
not cease his Torah instruction to 
the people. Once he reproves us 
concerning idolatry, once concern¬ 
ing immorality, once concerning 
Sabbath observance, for it is the 
function of the priest to teach Torah. 
If he is not leaching us Torah, he w ill 
seek to advise us in matters, con¬ 
trary to our custom, for counsel w ill 
not be lost from the wise man. When 
he does not reprove us and does not 
advise us on political matters, he 
will prophesy his prophecies of 
doom. While they were conferring 
among themselves what to do to rid 
themselves of Jeremiah, some sug¬ 
gested, “Let us strike him on his 
tongue.” I.e., let us sever his tongue 
so that he w ill be unable to speak to 
us. Others, thinking this too severe, 
to maim the priest of God, sug¬ 
gested, “Let us not hearken to all his 
words.” Let us just ignore him and 
not listen to him. 
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suspected him of intimacy with a 
harlot. Hence the expression, ‘they 
dug a pit, 1 alluding to the expression 
in Proverbs. Verse 23 means that 
they cast him into a pit of mud to 
kill him. 

Redak explains that the ‘pit’ and 
the ‘snares’ represent the poison 
they intended to feed him. 


23. all their plan against me for 
death—I.e. how are they plotting to 
kill me.— [Mezudath David] 
let not be erased—Heb. ’nzpn 
let it not be erased. And because it is 
a feminine gender , he placed a ‘yud’ 
therein. This too is superfluous, as 
the ’yud’ of ‘(Ezekiel 16:17) And you 
played the harlot (’^r]) with them /— 
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their children to the famine and spill their blood by the sword, 
and let their wives be bereaved and widows, and their husbands 
slain by death, their youths struck by the sword in battle. 
22. May an outcry be heard from their houses, for You shall 
bring a troop upon them suddenly, for they dug a pit to seize 
me and they hid snares at my feet to trap me. 23. And You, O 
Lord, know all their plan against me for death; do not atone for 
their iniquity, and let not their sin be erased from before You, 
and let them be made to stumble before You; at the time of 

Your anger do it to them. 


and spill their blood—Heb. Diin. 
(Bring them down by the sword,) an 
expression of ‘(Lam. 3:49) My eye 
runs (rnaj).’ ‘(Micah 1:4) Like water 
that runs (□‘Hao).’— [Rashi, Abar- 
banel] 

Others render: and spill their 
blood by the sword— [Redak, Mezu - 
doth\ 

by the sword— By troops .— [Rashi] 
Rashi understands riri as ‘those who 
wield the sword. 1 It is found very 
often in the Scriptures to mean 
armies or war. Redak, however, 
takes it literally, to mean that their 
blood will be shed by the sword. So 
Mezudath David. 

bereaved—of their children.— 
[Mezudath David] 
and their husbands—I.e. the hus¬ 
bands of the widows shall be slain by 
the angel of death .— [Rashi] Rashi 's 
intention is to eliminate the appar¬ 
ent tautology of the expression ‘slain 
by death.’ The reason for mention¬ 
ing the angel of death is, however, 
obscure. Others interpret this 
expression to indicate that they will 
be slain and not die from natural 
causes.— [Mezudath David] 


Redak renders: slain by pestilence, 
their youths—who customarily go 
out to war, will be struck by the 
sword in battle.— [Redak] 

22. May an outcry be heard— 
People cry out when calamity strikes 
them suddenly.— [Redak] 

suddenly—It will strike them sud¬ 
denly so that they will be unable to 
beware of it.— [Mezudath David] 
for they dug a pit to seize me— 
The Rabbis (Baba Kamma 16b) 
interpret this to mean that they 
suspected him of intimacy with a 
married woman, as it is stated: 
‘(Prov. 23:27) For a harlot is a deep 
pit (nrntf).’— [Rashi] The Talmud 
states that a married woman who 
commits adultery is no less a harlot 
than a single woman. Therefore, this 
opinion is not contradicted by the 
verse in Proverbs. The evidence that 
they suspected him of intimacy with 
a married woman is the wording of 
verse 23, in which the prophet men¬ 
tions ‘their plan against me for 
death.’ Intimacy with a harlot is not 
a capital offense. Even a priest who 
commits this sin is liable only to 
flogging. Others maintain that they 
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some distance from the Ben Hinnom 
Valley, especially if it is the gate of 
the Israelites’ Court. See This is 
Jerusalem by Menashe Har-el, 
where he states that the gate known 
today as the Dung Gate is not the 
Dung Gate of Biblical times, which 
was at the southern tip of the 


Cheesemongers’ Valley, near the 
Ben-Hinnom Valley.

3. his ears will tingle—Heb. n^yn, 
(tinier in French ), an expression 
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1. So said the Lord: Go and buy a potter’s earthen jug, and

elders of the priests. 2. And you shall go out to the Ben- 
Hinnom Valley which is at the entrance of the Harsith Gate, 
and you shall call there the words that I will speak to you. 
3. And you shall say: Hearken to the word of the Lord, O kings 
of Judah and inhabitants of Jerusalem: So said the Lord of 
Hosts, the God of Israel: Behold I am bringing evil upon this 
place, which whoever hears, his ears will tingle. 4. Because they

[.Rashi ] The irregular form of ’mpn is 
puzzling. Rashi identifies it as the 
passive, lei not be erased. Since it is 
the third person singular, and onxyn 
is of feminine gender, it should 
appear as nnan, as indeed it 
appears in Nehemiah 3:37. To 
account for the presence of the 
k yud,’ Rashi suggests that it is placed 
in the word because it is feminine. 
This does not, in fact, account for 
the k yud,’ since it is suffixed to a verb 
only in the second person, not in the 
third. It would appear that Rashi 
quotes the verse of Ezekiel to illus¬ 
trate that it appears as a suffix to a 
verb although it is superfluous. In 
fact, the verse of Ezekiel is in the 
second person, in which case, it is 
the usual form. In our verse, 
however, the verb is in the third 
person. Such a form is not found 
elsewhere. 

1. a jug—Heb. papa.— [Rashi] 

The Hebrew word papa denotes a 
narrow-necked jug, which emits a 
sound resembling ‘bak-buk’ when it 


is being emptied.— [Mezudath Zion; 
Re dak, Shorashim] 

potter’s earthen —That is to say, of 
a potter, which is of earthenware .— 
[Rashi] 

Redak renders: an earthen pot¬ 
ter’s jug. You shall buy the jug from 
an earthen potter, for there are also 
wooden and metal jugs. 

and some of the elders of the 
people —take along with you. 'And 
of the elders of the people’ refers back 
to ‘Go,’ and some of the elders of the 
people with you. — [Rashi] 

You shall take along some of the 
elders of the people to recite the 
prophecy before them and to break 
the jug in their presence as a symbol 
thereof, as in verse 10.— [Redak] 

2. the Harsith Gate— The Dung 
Gate, where broken pottery is cast, 
and Jonathan rendered in this man¬ 
ner snVpVp yin.— [Rashi] 

Both according to Targum, that it 
is the Dung Gate, and according to 
Yerushalmi, that it is the gate to the 
Israelites' Court in the Temple, it is 
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Torah, neither did I send through 
My servants, the prophets, nor do I 
have any desire for it. See above 
7:31, for the Midrashic interpreta¬ 
tion of this verse. 

6. Topheth—Derived from a 
drum. The priests would beat a drum 
to drown out the cries of the chil¬ 
dren.— [Mezudath David\ See above 
7:31. 

Ben-Hinnom Valley—Hinnom 
denotes the moaning of the children 
(ni^ni). For this, too, see above.— 
[Mezudath David] 

7. And 1 will frustrate—Heb. 


’np^, lit. and I will empty, an expres¬ 
sion similar to ‘(Nahum 2:11) She is 
empty and void (npiaipi npia),’ and 
because of the jug (paps) about 
which he is speaking, he adopted this 
expression. — [Rashi] 

This is a play on words peculiar to 
Jeremiah’s prophecies. Compare the 
prophecy of the girdle and of the 
potter who destroys the form he has 
made and makes another form out 
of the clay.— [Kara] 

The counsel mentioned here is the 
plot against the prophet mentioned 
in the preceding chapter.— [Kara]

Others explain: They estranged it 
by worshipping gods that do not 
belong there but are strangers there, 
as in Deut. 31:16, ‘the gods who are 
strange in the land.' The Holy Land 
does not tolerate idol worship.— 
[Redak] Abarbanel identifies ‘this 
place’ as Jerusalem. Daath Soferim 
and Daath Mikra, however, identify 
it as the Topheth, where human 
sacrifice was practiced. Others ren¬ 
der: They delivered this place. I.e., 
they were instrumental in delivering 
this place, namely Jerusalem, over 
to the Chaldeans through their sins. 
Accordingly, the word is 

derived from 133 as in I Sam. 
23:7.— [Ibn Nachmiash] 
and burnt incense to other gods— 


Instead of offering up sacrifices to 
Me, they burnt incense to other 
gods.—[ Mezudath David] 

they, their forefathers, and the 
kings of Judah—I.e., they, their 
forefathers, and the kings of Judah 
offered up incense to strange 
gods. — [Abarbanel. Mezudath 
David] 

Malbim explains simply: which 
they, their forefathers, and the kings 
of Judah had not known. They have 
no excuse that they follow the cus¬ 
tom of their ancestors. 

the kings of Judah—I.e., the 
wicked kings of Judah, viz. Ahaz, 
Manasseh, and Amon.— [Daath 
Mikra] 

blood of innocent people—I.e. 
the blood of innocent children. 
Thus, the two horrendous crimes of 
idolatry and murder were combined 
in the Ben-Hinnom Valley.— [Abar¬ 
banel] 

5. which I did not command—I 

never commanded that such a sacri¬ 
fice be offered in My worship.— 
[Mezudath David] Jonathan renders: 
which I did not command in the 
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JEREMIAH 19 


Judah and Jerusalem in this place, and I will hurl them down by 
the sword before their enemies and into the hand of those who 
seek their lives, and I will give their carcasses for food to the 
fowl of the heavens and to the beasts of the earth. 8. And I will 
make this city into a waste and a hissing; everyone who passes 
by it shall be astonished and hiss concerning all her plagues. 
9. And I will feed them the flesh of their sons and the flesh of 
their daughters, and each one will eat the flesh of his friend, in 
the siege and the straits that their enemies and those who seek 
their lives will inflict upon them. 10. And you shall break the 
jug before the eyes of the men who go with you. 


From the context, it appears that he 
is referring to ways of escaping from 
the enemies when they attack. So 
Abarbanel and Mezudaih David.

11. So will 1 break—as the jug 
was broken.— [Mezudath David] 
(which can no longer be re¬ 
paired— This refers to the people, but 
the city I will make like the Topheth 
and purify it in the future.) — [Rashi] 
Unlike the clay in the potter’s 
hand, which can be. formed into a 
different shape, the finished jar 
cannot be repaired.— [Malbim] 
and in the Topheth they will 
bury—although it is their shrine.— 
[Redak] 

without place to bury—They will 
bury so many corpses in Topheth 
until there is no longer any room to 
bury any more.— [Mezudath David ] 
Kara writes: 1 heard that in the 
Topheth there is a hollow place, 
narrow on top and wide on the bot¬ 
tom. It is so wide and deep that even 
if all the wicked of all generations 
were buried there, there would be 
room to bury them. They will bury 
them in Topheth because there will 
be no other burial place. The entire 
city will be full of graves, as well as 


the environs of the city. They will, 
therefore, be compelled to bury the 
dead in the Ben-Hinnom Valley, 
called Topheth. 

12. this city like the Topheth— 

All of it will be full of the slain just as 
the Topheth, where they slay the 
children for Molech. — [Rashi, Mezu¬ 
dath David] Or, just as there was a 
constant fire in the Topheth, so will 
Jerusalem be burnt.— [Isaiah da 
Trani] 

13. like the place of Topheth— 

tha: Josiah contaminated.— [Redak] 
the unclean ones—I.e. the un¬ 
clean houses of Jerusalem and the 
unclean houses of the kings of 
Judah.— [Redak] 

of all the houses etc.—The un¬ 
clean houses are those upon whose 
roofs they offered up incense to the 
host of heaven and poured libations 
to other gods.— [Mezudath David, 
A barbanel] 

Redak suggests: Because of all the 
houses etc. Another explanation: I 
refer to all the houses etc. 
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the discipline of the people congre¬ 
gating in the Temple court. He 
considered Jeremiah a subversive 
element, and therefore, struck him 
and imprisoned him. 

Daath Soferim points out that 
Pashhur was descended from a pro¬ 
minent priestly family, mentioned in 
Ezra 2:37. Because of his promi¬ 
nence, he dared attack the prophet 
of God without fear of punishment. 


His son, Gedaliah, too, followed in 
his father's footsteps (38:4) and 
accused Jeremiah of weakening the 
war effort. 

2. And Pashhur struck Jeremiah 
the prophet—Whether he beat him 
mercilessly or struck him on the 
cheek to humiliate him is not clear. 
Daath Soferim conjectures on the 
basis of the Targum, \ 7 *?ni, that he 
sentenced him to be flogged for dis- 
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JEREMIAH 19-20 


14. And Jeremiah came from the Topheth where the Lord had 
sent him to prophesy, and he stood in the court of the house of 
the Lord and said to all the people.

Redak explains: all the cities of 
Judah, which depended upon Jeru¬ 
salem, the mother city. 


He recited this prophecy so that 
all the people should know what he 
had prophesied before the elders.— 
[A barbanel] 

Since God had commanded him 
to perform a deed in conjunction 
with his prophecy, he knew that this 
prophecy would definitely be ful¬ 
filled, that the decree had been 
sealed with no more possibility of 
being revoked. This is discussed by 
Ramban (Gen. 12:6).— [Malbim] 
for they stiffened their necks —It 
is as though they stiffened their 
necks, making it impossible to turn 
their faces around to hearken to 
Me.— [Mezudath David] Therefore, 
their verdict was sealed.— -[Malbim] 
1. the chief officer —He was in 
charge of all the priests in the 
Temple and according to Jonathan, 
he was the assistant /to the High

Daath Mikra conjectures that 
Pashhur’s position was to preserve 
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Ion —I.e., he will exile some of 
them. — [A barbanel, Mezudath 
David, Malbim ] 

and strike them —I.e., and strike 
some of them.— [Abarbanel, Mezu¬ 
dath David, Malbim] 

Malbim suggests: And he will 
strike them in Babylon. See below v. 
6. 

5. the wealth —Heb. jph, money. 
— [Rashi] 


Lit. strength. Wealth and trea¬ 
sures are called jp'n because they 
represent a person’s strength in time 
of need.— [Redak] 

her toil —This, too, denotes the 
wealth acquired through toil.— 
[Mezudath Zion] 

Rabbi Joseph Kara renders: her 
strength —I.e. King Zedekiah and 
the princes. 

her toil —I.e. the people. 
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JEREMIAH 20 


3. And it came to pass on the next day that Pashhur released 
Jeremiah from the prison, and Jeremiah said to him, “Not 
Pashhur did the Lord call your name, but Magor Missaviv. 

4. For so said the Lord: Behold I will make you a terror to 
yourself and to all your friends, and they shall fall by the sword 
of their enemies with your eyes seeing, and all of Judah 1 will 
deliver into the hand of the king of Babylon, and he shall exile 
them to Babylon and strike them with the sword.

Not Passhur did the Lord call 
your name etc —Your name was not 
called Pashhur except for this matter , 
that is to say: "rintf cut off and 
black like ‘a tree that was cut off 
(rntto})’ (Shevi’ith 4:6, Orlah 1:5). 
Also, ‘(Lam. 3:11) And He cut me off 
O’jrroJ??]).’ And so he said to him, 
"Not Pashhur did He call your 
name, for the expression of Pashhur 
means a great man and the son of 
nobles, Pashhur. Pash denotes 
expansion and hur nobility. But for 
this reason your name was called 
Pashhur, Pashah shahor. 4 Pash ah’ 
means ‘cut off,’ and ‘shahor’ means 
‘black.’ Another explanation: Pashah 
sehor. Many will be around you to 
slay you. Now according to this 
explanation, "liip is an expression of 
gathering, like ‘(Ezekiel 21:17) 
Gathered (nuo) to the sword .'— 
[Rashi] 

Mezudath David explains untps as 
‘a large gathering of troops around.’ 
#9 denotes multiplicity. Cf. 
‘(Habakkuk 1:8) And his riders will 


be many (TC7§).’ lino is the Aramaic 
for ‘around.’ Hence, ‘Pashhur’ and 
‘Magor Missaviv’ are synonymous. 
He, too, interprets "ria?p as ‘a gather¬ 
ing,’ So Targum Jonathan. 

Redak explains that, as mentioned 
below in verse 6, Pashhur pre¬ 
tended to be a prophet. He claimed 
that God had called him and told 
him that there would be peace. To 
this, Jeremiah retorts,“Not Pashhur 
did the Lord call your name—as you 
claim—but Magor Missaviv.” You 
shall not be secure, as you claim, but 
you shall be surrounded by terror, 
and it is fitting to call you Magor, 
for you will have terror. 

4. Behold I will make you a ter¬ 
ror etc. —It would seem that the 
verse should read: I will make terror 
for you and for all your friends. The 
meaning is that, instead of your 
being the reliance and security for 
all your friends, who believe your 
prophecies, you will be a terror for 
them, and you yourself will be ter¬ 
rorized along with them. 

As above, Mezudath David ren¬ 
ders: Behold I will give you to the 
gathering of troops, you and all your 
friends. 

and he shall exile them to Baby- 
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speak for I am a youth.” And You 
enticed me and said, “Say not, ‘I am 
a youth.’”— [Redak] 

You overcame me— You made 
Your strong hand heavy upon me to 
go against my will. — [Rashi] 

and You prevailed —And You 
were victorious. — [Rashi] 

Redak explains: You were 
stronger than I with your argument 
and You prevailed over me. Conse¬ 
quently, I accepted Your mission. 


and now I am a laughing-stock, for 
everyone mocks me. 

everyone—Lit. all of it. All the 
people mock me. — [Rashi] 

Others render ^ripiq: You encour¬ 
aged me.— [Mezudalh David, Abar- 
banel] 

In this complaint, Jeremiah said 
nothing derogatory about the Lord. 
He merely cried out because of his 
pain. In this way, this complaint 
differs from that of 15:18.— [Redak]

you shall be buried —You shall be 
buried in the unclean soil of Baby¬ 
lonia, not in the Holy Land.— 
[Redak] 

The Rabbis leach us ( Tanhuma, 
Va’yehi 3) that those who die and 


are buried in the Holy Land will be 
resurrected before those who are 
buried outside the Holy Land. They 
will be resurrected forty years before 
those buried in the Diaspora, and 
will merit to enjoy the Messianic era 
{Etz Yosef). 

The Midrash proceeds with 
another advantage of being buried 
in Eretz Israel, for those who die in 
the Diaspora will suffer both from 
death and burial, making it seem 
like two deaths (See Etz Yosef). 

to whom you have prophesied 
falsely —Pashhur was obviously one 
of the false prophets who prophe¬ 
sied, “Peace, peace," but there was 
no peace" (supra 6:14, 8:11).— [Ibn 
Nachmiash] 

7. You enticed me — to go on your 
mission. — [Rashi] 

Since Pashhur struck him and had 
him imprisoned, he cried out in 
complaint about the injustice done 
him. He cried because of his pain 
and said, “You enticed me, O 
Lord," like a man who entices his 
friend, for I hesitated to accept the 
mission and said, “(1:6) Alas, O 
Lord God! Behold I know not to 
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8. For whenever I speak, I cry out; I call out violence and spoil, 
for the word of the Lord has been scorn and mockery for me all 
day long. 9. Should I say: I will not mention Him, and I will no 
longer speak in His name, it would be in my heart like a burn¬ 
ing fire, confined in my bones, and I wearied to contain it but 
was unable. 10. For I heard the slander of many,

One who robs will surely 
oppress, hence the expression: and 
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to the gates of the Temple court as in 
verse 4, or it may refer to the gates of 
the king’s palace, for, no one would 
enter the Temple gates riding a horse 
or a chariot as is mentioned in that 
verse.— [Redak] 

3. do no wrong — This means 
taunting with words.

Redak explains that God com¬ 
pares the royal house to Gilead, the 
principal city of the eastern bank of 
the Jordan, on whose name the 
entire region of Sihon and Og and 
the entire Bashan was called the 
land of Gilead. Similarly, you were 
the head of the entire kingdom of 
Israel, for Zion and Jerusalem are 
the capital of the entire land of 
Israel. The Holy Land is known also 
as the Lebanon. He, therefore, calls 
the head of the kingdom the head of 
the Lebanon. Now I will make you a 
desert and the cities around you as 
though they had never been in¬ 
habited.

Namely, for Jehoiakim, who will die 
before the gate, when they drag him 
into exile. — [Rashi] 
neither bemoan him —I.e. do not 
shake your head in bemoaning him 
as is customary.— [Mezudath David] 
weep for him who goes —For 
Jehoiachin and for Zedekiah. Deduce 
from here that Jehoiakim's death, 
concerning which it is stated: ‘(infra 
36:30) A nd his carcass shall be cast to 
the heat by day and to the cold at 
night,' is preferable to the life of 
Jehoiachin, about whom it is stated. 
‘(52:34) And his meals, regular meals

Do not weep for the dead, for 
Jehoiakim, who died when he was 
led out of Jerusalem into exile. Since 
he died, it was better for him than it 
was for Jehoiachin, who was led into 
exile and lived a life of disgrace, for 
he will never again return and see his 
native land. He remained in prison 
thirty-seven years. For him it is 
proper to weep and lament. The 


Rabbis explain: Weep not for the 
dead more than is necessary, neither 
bemoan him more than the pre¬ 
scribed time. How so? Three days of 
weeping, seven days for eulogy, 
thirty days for abstinence from 
cleaning clothes and cutting hair. 
Weep for one who goes away with¬ 
out children ( Moed Katan 
21b).—[Redak] 

11. concerning Shallum —That is 
Zedekiah, and that is what he was 
called in I Chron. (3:14): 'the fourth 
Shallum.' And he called him the 
fourth, meaning the fourth to assume 
the kingship of Josiah's sons, for Jirst 
Jehoahaz reigned, then Jehoiakim, 
and after him Jehoiachin, and after 
him Zedekiah. — [Rashi from 
Ho riot h 11b] 

The Rabbis account for this name 
as based on Zedekiah's righteous¬ 
ness.

Woe to him who builds his house 
without righteousness and his upper chambers without justice, 
who makes his fellowman work without wages and his hire he 
does not give him. 14. Who says, “I will build myself a wide 
house with spacious upper chambers, and he cuts out windows 
for himself, and it is ceiled with cedar and painted with ver¬ 
milion.

13. Woe to him who builds his 
house —He is saying this about 
Jehoiakim, who was a wicked man, 
and the end of the section proves 
this: Therefore, so said the Lord 
about Jehoiakim.’

‘Bashan’ as figurative of the houses 
Jehoiakim had built from the cedars 
of Lebanon and the terebinths of 
Bashan. The prophet tells him that 
he will then lament over these 
houses that he had built.

They say to those who despise Me, “The Lord has 
spoken, ‘You shall have peace/'’ and [to] everyone who follows 
the view of his heart they say, “No evil shall befall you” 

18. For who stood in the council of the Lord and will see and 
hear His word? He who hearkened to His word and listened. 

19. Behold a storm from the Lord has gone forth [with] fury,

the people not to heed the false 
prophets.— [ Malbim ] 

they mislead you —Heb. crV?n&, 
from the root ^gn, futility. They 
entice you with futile words, saying 
that you shall have peace, for the 
vision they tell you is from their own 
heart, not from the mouth of the 
Lord.— [ Redak ] 

Others interpret simply: They tell 
you words of futility.—[ Mezudath 
David, Malbim ] 

The vision of their heart they 
speak —Sometimes people tell lies in 
the name of the Lord. The statement 
itself, however, is not futile but is of 
some use. In this case, however, 
these prophets speak both lies and 
futile words.— [Malbim] 

Jonathan renders: The wickedness 
of their hearts they speak. 

17. They say —They constantly 
say to the wicked who despise Me, 
“You shall have peace.”— [Mezu¬ 
dath David] 

and everyone who follows the 
view of his heart— And to everyone 
who follows the view of his heart 
etc. — [Rashi, Redak, Mezudath 
David] 


18 . For who stood in the council 
of the Lord —and will hear what is 
decreed by Him? He who hearkened 
to the word of His Torah and listened 
to His commandments, but not these 
wicked men. The first expression of 
in the verse is actual hearing; 
the latter expression of is an 

expression of acceptance. —[flaj/n] 
The intention is that these proph¬ 
ets, who did not obey God’s com¬ 
mandments surely did not stand in 
His council and were surely not 
permitted to see visions of prophecy 
or to hear words of prophecy. Only 
Jeremiah and those like him, who 
hearkened to the word of the Lord 
are endowed with the spirit of 
prophecy.— [Mezudath David] 
Malbim explains that the false 
prophets addressed two groups, one 
who believed in prophecy, but 
despised God, and one who denied 
the possibility of prophecy. These 
denied that there was any contact 
between God and man. To the 
former the prophet would say, “The 
Lord spoke, ‘You shall have 
peace."' To the latter, whom Scrip¬ 
ture calls ‘everyone who follows the 
view of his heart,’ i.e. those who 
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announces that He never sent them 
and that their prophecy is entirely 
false. 

22. And if they stood in My coun¬ 
cil, they should have let My people 
hear My word etc. —They should 
have let My people hear My words 
and My Torah, rather than cause 


them to stray away from Me .— 
[Rashi] 

23. Am I a God from near —that I 
do not see but what is close to Me. 
and have I no power to judge the 
lower creatures that are far from Me 
and do I not know of their deeds ?— 
[Rashi] 
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yea, a whirling storm, on the heads of the wicked it shall rest. 
20. The Lord's anger shall not return until He executes it and 
until He fulfills the plans of His heart. At the end of days, you 
shall consider it perfectly. 21. I did not send the prophets, yet 
they ran; I did not speak to them, yet they prophesied. 
22. And if they stood in My council, they should have let My 
people hear My words, so that they bring them back from their 
evil way and from the evil of their deeds. 23. Am I a God from 


near, says the 

exposes the false prophets, who 
preach their false prophecy to those 
who believe in prophecy and deny 
prophecy to those who do not 
believe in it. 

19. a whirling—Heb. VVihm? an 
expression of shuddering and quak¬ 
ing.— [Mezudath David, Mezudaih 
Zion) Rashi, however, renders: A 
resting storm, a storm which seeks to 
rest, and it shall rest on the heads of 
the wicked. — [Rashi] Redak, too, 
explains this in that manner. 

According to Malbim, this is 
directed against the two groups 
mentioned above. Although the 
prophets have assured them that 
they will have peace and that no 
harm will befall them, God’s fury 
has already gone forth. That is the 
storm of the Lord which whirls and 
whirls until it rests on the heads of 
the wicked. 

20. the plans of—Heb. ntop?, an 
expression of thought. — [Rashi] 

at the end of days—This denotes 
the Messianic era. Then you will 
consider this prophecy, for, until 
those days, you do not consider it 
since you do not witness the destruc¬ 
tion of the wicked. The use of the 
second person rather than the third, 


Lord, and not 

denotes the resurrection of the dead 
that will take place at that time 
Therefore, he addresses his own 
generation, who will be present at 
the end of days.— [Redak] 

Rabbi Joseph Kara explains ‘the 
end of days’ as the time the prophe¬ 
cy will be fulfilled. When evil befalls 
you, you will consider whether the 
truth is with me, who prophesies 
evil, or with the false prophets, who 
prophesy peace for you. Another 
explanation: You will consider why 
God did this to you. 

21. 1 did not send the prophets- 
—I did not send these false pro¬ 
phets.— [Redak] 

yet they ran—They hastened to 
tell the people the prophecy that 
they fabricated.— [Redak] They has¬ 
tened as though they were sent on an 
errand.—[ Mezudath David] 

Jonathan renders: Yet they run to 
do evil. 

yet they prophesied—They pro¬ 
phesy what they themselves have 
fabricated.— [Mezudaih David] 
According to Malbim, this is 
directed toward those who believe in 
prophecy, yet despise the Lord. To 
them, the prophets preach that God 
has assured them of peace. God 
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who prophesy falsely really believe 
that their dreams are prophetic? 

But they are prophets of the 
deceit of their hearts—They realize 
that a dream is not related to a 
prophetic vision, but they are deceit¬ 
ful.— [Abarbanel, Mezudath David] 
deceit—Heb. n*?nn, an expression 
of ngnp, deceit. —[/tas/zi] 

27. Who think—But all their 
intention is to cause My people to 
forget My name. I.e., they pretend 
to be prophets with the bad inten¬ 


tion of making My people forget My 
name through the dreams they tell, 
just as their forefathers forgot My 
name through the Baal.— [Abar¬ 
banel, Mezudath David] 

Through their dreams, they pre¬ 
vent the people from listening to the 
true prophets who speak in My 
name, as their forefathers who wor¬ 
shipped Baal were wont to do, for 
the prophets of Baal would prophe¬ 
sy to them in the name of Baal, and 
they gradually forgot My name. So 
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a God from afar? 24. Can a man hide in secret places that 1 
should not see him? says the Lord. Do I not fill the heavens and 
the earth? says the Lord. 25. I heard what the prophets said, 
those who prophesy in My name falsely, saying, “I have 
dreamed, I have dreamed.” 26. How long [will this be]? Is it in 
the heart of the prophets who prophesy lies? But they are 
prophets of the deceit of their hearts, 27. Who think 


Rabbi Joseph Kara explains this 
verse in a similar manner: Do I see 
only what a person does in public, 
but not what a person does when he 
draws himself far away from Me to 
hide in secret places and to do his 
deeds in the dark? Do I not fill the 
heavens and the earth? 

Redak renders: Am I a recent 
God? Am I not a God from days of 
yore? Did people not know Me from 
the Creation of the world that I am 
an eternal God, not like the new 
gods who neither see nor hear, but I 
see people’s deeds and hear their 
speech, and I hear the words of the 
prophets who prophesy falsely in 
My name, 

Jonathan paraphrases: I am God 
Who created the world from the 
beginning, says the Lord; I am God 
Who is destined to renew the world 
for the righteous. 

Malbim explains that this passage 
is directed toward those who deny 
the existence of prophecy. To this, 
God replies: Am I a God from near? 
Can I speak only to those in the 
upper worlds who are near to Me, 
and not to earthlings, who are far 
from Me? Am I subject to the con¬ 
cept of near and far? 

Is not My Shechinah both in 
heaven and on earth? 


24. Can a man hide in secret 
places —This is a repetition of the 
question. ‘Am I a God from near' 
according to the manner of all 
double questions. — [Rashi] See above 
14:22. 

Do I not fill the heavens and the 
earth?—This is figurative, for God is 
incorporeal. The intention is that 
God’s providence fills the heaven 
and the earth. Jonathan renders: 
Does not My glory fill the heaven 
and the earth? 

25. I heard—Since no one can 
hide from Me, I heard what the 
prophets say falsehoods in My 
name, that they say, “I have 
dreamed, I have dreamed.” They 
represent a simple imaginative 
dream as a prophetic vision.— 
[Mezudath David, Redak] 

I have dreamed, I have dreamed- 
—The repetition is for emphasis.— 
[Redak] 

26. How long [will this be]?— 

That they will prophesy falsely? Do 
these prophets who prophesy falsely 
have in their heart to execute their 
thoughts that they are thinking to 
cause My people to forget My name 
etc.? — [Rashi] 

Others render as follows: 

How long will this foolishness and 
error continue? Do the prophets 
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Abarbanel and Mezudath David 
concur with Rashi that the prophetic 
dream is accompanied by strong 
sensations. It is only by these sensa¬ 
tions that a prophet is conscious of 
his prophecy and is certain that it is 
not an ordinary dream. Maimoni- 
des, too, subscribes to this theory. 

Redak explains that the dreams 
are of no consequence, whereas the 
words of prophecy are fulfilled, 
resembling a fire that goes forth and 


burns, and a hammer that shatters a 
rock. Kara, too, explains in this 
manner. 

The Talmud explains this verse as 
referring to the various facets of 
Torah. Words of Torah are likened 
to lire in that they are not subject to 
ritual contamination. Even one who 
is ritually unclean may study the 
Torah (Berachoih 22a). 

The second segment of the verse is 
interpreted to mean that, just as a 
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to cause My people to forget My name with their dreams that 
they tell, one to another, as their forefathers forgot My name 
through Baal. 28. The prophet who has a dream, let him tell a 
dream, and who has My word, let him tell My word as truth. 
What has the straw to do with the wheat? says the Lord. 29. Is 
not My word so like fire? says the Lord, and like a hammer that 

shatters a rock? 


is il now, lhal they forget My name 
through the dreams of the false 
prophets.— [Redak] 

28. let him tell a dream — Let him 
tell it as vain talk like other dreams, 
and let him not presume it as words 
of prophecy. — [Rashi] 

I.e., it is proper that the prophet 
who has a simple imaginative dream 
tells it as a mere story.— [Abarbanel, 
Mezudath David] 
and who has My word —l.e., he 
who has received a prophetic mes¬ 
sage from Me through a dream shall 
recount it as a true prophecy.— 
[Abarbanel, Mezudath David] 

What has the straw to do with the 
wheat? —What has falsehood to do 
with truth? — [Rashi] 

What has an imaginative dream 
to do with a prophetic dream?— 
[Abarbanel, Mezudath David] 
Jonathan paraphrases: Just as 
there is a difference between straw 
and wheal, so is there a difference 
between the righteous and the 
wicked. The Rabbis explain: Just as 
it is impossible to have wheat with¬ 
out straw, so is it impossible for a 
dream not to have vain words.— 
[Redak from Ber. 55a] 
with the wheat —Heb. 
like i3n - ov.— [Rashi] 

Redak appears to explain this 


verse as referring to those who hear 
the dreams being told and do not 
distinguish between dreams and 
prophecies. The Lord reproaches 
them for their failure to distinguish 
between the two. He says: How can 
you confuse the ordinary dream 
with prophecy that comes through a 
dream? A prophet who has a dream 
will tell it as a dream, and if some of 
it is true, it is a small part of it, for a 
dream is a product of one’s imagina¬ 
tion. However, if one experiences a 
prophetic dream, he will recite it as 
*My word,’ words of truth. The dif¬ 
ference between the two is like the 
difference between straw, useful 
only as fodder, and wheat, useful for 
human consumption. 

29. Is not My word so like fire? 
— They should not have erred to 
compare their dreams to say that 
they are prophecy, for the prophetic 
word, when it comes to a prophet, it 
comes into him with force like a 
burning fire, as the matter is stated 
(supra 20:9): ‘And it was in mv heart 
like a burning fire,' and (Ezekiel 
3:14): And the hand of the Lord 
became strong upon me.’ — [Rashi] 
and as a hammer —Heb. ( pic 

in French ), a pick. And some say 
(marteau in French ), a hammer .— 
[/tai/i/] 
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Babylon. 1 ” They questioned this 
identification since that prophecy 
was not said even to his colleagues. 
They replied that since one may 
infer a major premise from a minor 
one, it is as though it was said to 
him. 


31. those who train their tongues— 

Heb. O’rtpVj, who teach their tongues 
to say their falsehoods with the 
expression, “Says the Lord," like the 
true prophets, so that they should 
believe them .— [Rashi] 

32. with their bewilderment— 
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30. Therefore, behold I am against the prophets, says the Lord, 
those who steal My words from one another. 31. Behold I am 
against the prophets, says the Lord, those who train their 
tongues and say, “He says,” 32. Behold I am against those who 
prophesy with false dreams, says the Lord, and they tell them 
and mislead My people with their falsehoods and with their 
bewilderment, but I neither sent them nor commanded them, 


hammer shatters a stone into many 
fragments, so are the words of Torah 
interpreted in many various man¬ 
ners, all of which are valid (San¬ 
hedrin 34a). Also, every word that 
emanated from the mouth of the 
Holy One, blessed be He, at Mount 
Sinai, spread out into seventy 
languages (Shabbaih 88b). Another 
interpretation is that the Torah has 
the power to shatter the evil inclina¬ 
tion even if it is as hard as a rock. 
I.e., by studying the Torah, one 
gains inspiration to combat his evil 
inclination that entices him to sin 
(Kiddushin 30b).

30. behold I am against the 
prophets —Lit. behold I am on the 
prophets; i.e. I am against them to 
destroy them. Jonathan renders: 
Behold I send My wrath upon the 
false prophets.— [Redak] 
those who steal My words from 
one another — They have spies who 
spy upon the true prophets, who 
listen to their expression with which 
they prophesy and say false prophet 
cies with that same expression, as 
Hananiah son of Azzur did. He 
heard Jeremiah prophesying in the 
upper marketplace, “Behold / break 
the bow of Elam,’ and he prophesied 
in the lower marketplace, “I have 
broken the yoke of the king of Baby¬ 


lon (28:2),” as our Rabbis wrote in 
Sanhedrin 89a.— [Rashi] 

Redak explains that there were 
three types of false prophets at that 
time. There were those who would 
listen to the true prophets prophesy¬ 
ing to the nations of the world, as 
Jeremiah would prophesy concern¬ 
ing the nations. Then they would go 
to the people and say to them, “So 
said the Lord to Ammon. . . ,” 
repeating the prophecy as Jeremiah 
gave it over to his disciples, so that 
the people should believe them 
when they tell them, “You shall 
have peace.” Concerning them, the 
prophet says, “Those who steal My 
words from one another.” Concern¬ 
ing this group the Rabbis say, “One 
who prophesies what hodid not hear 
but was said to his colleague, such as 
Hananiah son of Azzur, for Jere¬ 
miah was standing in the upper 
marketplace . . . Hananiah deduced 
a major premise from a minor one. 
If concerning Elam, who came only 
to aid the Chaldeans, the Holy One, 
blessed be He, said, “Behold I break 
the bow of Elam,” how much more 
would He say so concerning the 
Chaldeans themselves!” He came to 
the lower marketplace and stated, 
“So said the Lord God of Israel, ‘I 
have broken the yoke of the king of 
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reply?” —If you ask what the Lord 
replied to a question, you shall use 
this expression. If you ask what the 
Lord spoke unrelated to a question, 
you shall say, “What did the Lord 
speak ?”—[Mezudath David, Abar- 
banei] 

Redak renders: What did the Lord 


declare? Jonathan, however, appears 
to follow the first interpretation. 

*36. But “the burden of the Lord” 
you shall no longer mention —I.e , 
the expression 'n K^?p you shall no 
longer mention in conjunction with 
prophecy .—[Mezudath David]

He 
renders: But the massa of the Lord 
you shall no longer mention, for ‘the 
prophecy’ shall be to a man in his 
speech, but you pervert the words of 
the living God, the Lord of Hosts 
our God. 


l.e., you pervert the meaning of 
the word in your heart from 
‘prophecy’ to ‘burden.’ 

Rabbi Joseph Kimchi explains: 
For the massa shall be the speech of 
a man. l.e. the speech that a man 
raises to his lips is called k^ij, from 
the root nun, to bear. But you per¬ 
vert it to mean ‘a burden.’ 

Others interpret: For the burden 
shall be to the man of his word. I.e., 
the prophecy is a burden only to the 
prophet himself, who feels the 
prophecy burning within him and he

In the fourth 
year of Jehoiakim, still the third year 
of Nebuchadnezzar, God delivered

revolt. We find that Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar vanquished Jehoiakim in the 
fifth year of the latter’s reign, which 
was the second year of the former's. 
Jehoiakim was faithful to Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar for three years, making 
eight years from the beginning of his 
reign.

Rashi does not 
explain the reason for concealing the 
feast. According to Yerushalmi. 
Keihuboih 1:5, this feast was a wed¬ 
ding, concealed from the rulers lest 


they assault the bride as was their 
wont. Accordingly, the connection 
to this verse is obscure. Why should 
Scripture choose a symbol used only 
in times of persecution to conceal 
these occasions? Tosafoth asserts 
that these signs were present at all 
times, even when circumcision was 
permitted.

The Rabbis state there that the 
night is divided into three watches,

Woe to the children for whose 
iniquities I have destroyed My 
house and burnt My temple and 
exiled them among the nations of 
the world. 

Rashi explains that the mention of 
God roaring is repeated three times.

Redak explains this figuratively. It 
is as though God roars and raises 
His voice to call the nations to come 
and destroy His Temple. This 
follows Targum Jonathan, who 
paraphrases: He shouts that plun¬ 
derers should come upon the land of 
the house of His presence. 

“Hedad!" —A cry of “ Ha!" that 
those engaged in hard work cry out 
aloud to urge each other on to 
strengthen themselves, and those 
who tread the winepresses are accus¬ 
tomed to it. — [Rashi, Redak] 

So will God call out to the in¬ 
habitants of the world to decree 
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Rabbi Joseph Kara explains that 
the leaders would be slaughtered 
and the ‘flocks’ whom they guarded 
and protected during their lifetime 
would therefore be scattered. 

like a precious vessel —That is to 
say: If you say, "We are important" 
there are many precious glass vessels 


that fall, break, and are lost .— 
[Rashi] 

Redak explains: You, who were 
like a precious vessel during your 
prosperity, will now fall and be 
broken.

The 
mighty of the sheep are the judges 
and the officers of the people. Mezu¬ 
dath David identifies the latter as the 
mighty men of the people.

another.— [Redak] Redak follows 
his interpretation of the verse that 
Scripture refers to the kings of the 
nations. Abarbanel and Mezudath 
David explain that the Jewish kings 
and leaders should wallow in the 
dust in sorrow and mourning for 
many of them would be slaughtered 
and many of them would be scat¬ 
tered in exile. 

and your scatterings —This is a 
short verse; i.e. to say: and your 
scatterings shall come near.

Rashi s first explanation is unclear. 
Moreover, it does not match our 
edition of Tar gum Jonathan which 
coincides with that of Redak. Our 


edition reads: because of the sword 
of the enemy which is like intoxicat¬ 
ing wine.

According to the second explana¬ 
tion, we render: because of the wrath 
of the oppressing sword. Although 
‘sword’ is absent from the text, it is 
understood. The intention is the 
sword of the enemy w hich oppresses 
and robs them.— [Redak]

Abarbanel ex¬ 
plains here that the prophet laments 
the fact that the shepherds and the 
mighty of the flocks do not cry out 
to God before the destruction, but 
will first cry out when calamity 
befalls them. Mezudath David, fol¬ 
lowing this explanation, explains 
that they cry out and howl because 
the Lord plunders their pasture; i.e. 


because the Lord has decreed that 
Jerusalem, the place where the kings 
govern their people, be plundered 
and destroyed.

The pasturelands'where they graze 
their flocks, i.e. their cities and pro¬ 
vinces.— [Redak] 

shall be destroyed—Heb. rail!, an 
expression of destruction, an expres¬ 
sion related to has silenced us 
(ijain),’ 'and there let us sit in silence 
(nTrm).’— [Rashi] Rashi, apparently 
compares silence with destruction 
and desolation since a desolate place 
is always accompanied by silence.

Kara explains this to mean that 
every king will anandon his king¬ 
dom just as the lion leaves his den 
when he is hungry. 

Redak explains that, just as the 
lion abandons his den when he does 
not find food there, so did the Lord 
abandon the Temple when His will 
was not executed there, and since He 
abandoned it and hid His counte¬ 
nance from it, it was destroyed. 




APPENDIX 


1:1 

Many exegetes identify Hilkiah as 
the priest who discovered the sefer 
torah in the Temple during the reign 
of Josiah. His son Jeremiah com¬ 
menced to prophesy in the thir¬ 
teenth year of Josiah’s reign. At that 
time, Josiah and the people had not 
yet returned to God. Their repen¬ 
tance took place in the eighteenth 
year, when the sefer torah was 
discovered.— [Redak, quoting his 
father, Abarbanel, Alshich ] If this is 
the case, he was descended from a 
righteous man, who found the ori¬ 
ginal sefer Torah written by Moses, 
rolled to the passage which reads: 
“The Lord will lead you and your 
king, whom you will appoint over 
yourselves, to a nation that neither 
you nor your ancestors have 
known . . . (Deut. 28:36). Hilkiah 
commenced to reprove the people 
by telling them of the impending 
exile. After him, his son Jeremiah 
continued to remind the people of 
the exile.— [Abarbanel] [This is 
astonishing since Jeremiah com¬ 
menced to prophesy in the thir¬ 
teenth year of Josiah, whereas 
Hilkiah found the scroll in the 
eighteenth year, five years after 
Jeremiah had commenced his 
prophecy.] 

1:5 

Abarbanel renders: Before I 
formed you in the womb, I gave you 


knowledge, and before you emerged 
from the womb, I sanctified you. 
I.e., before I formed your body, I 
endowed your soul with knowledge, 
and before you emerged frrom the 
womb, i.e. after your formation but 
before your birth, I sanctified your 
body with admirable traits. 


1:10 

to uproot and to crush —(depayser 
in French, to uproot) and over Israel 
to build and to plant if they heed. So 
did Jonathan pardphrase it. — [Rashi] 

This accounts for the two oppo¬ 
sites, the many expressions of 
destruction and the building and 
planting. Rabbi Joseph Kara ex¬ 
plains that the destruction is des¬ 
tined for the sinners and the 
building and planting for the 
repentant. Redak explains that each 
nation destined for misfortune 
would later be restored to its land 
after its exile, as we find further in 
the Book. The many expressions of 
destruction and the few expressions 
of building denote the prophet’s 
numerous prophecies of doom and 
his few prophecies of consolation. 

I bn Nachmiash explains the 
nations as referring to the popula¬ 
tion and the kingdoms as referring to 
the kings, upon whom he prophe¬ 
sied evil and good. 
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2:3 

Redak goes further by explaining 
that, despite Israel’s sins, they are 
still considered holy. Although the 
Holy One, blessed be He, brings the 
enemy upon them, that enemy is 
punished because of them, since He 
remembers for them the lovingkind¬ 
ness of their youth, meaning the 
good deeds of the patriarchs, as we 
have seen in the case of Sennacherib, 
and so it was with Nebuchadnezzar, 
that because of Israel, Babylon was 
destroyed. 

2:8 

Jonathan renders: The teachers of 
the Torah did not teach to know My 
fear.— [Redak] 

They studied the Torah without 
sincerity or for the sake of aggran¬ 
dizement. This is accounted as 
though they did not know Me.— 
[Abarbanel] 

and the rulers—Lit. the shepherds. 
This refers to the kings. — [Rashi, 
Jonathan ] They lead the people as 
the shepherds lead the flocks.— 
[Redak] 

and the prophets—They are the 
false prophets.— [Redak] 
prophesied by Baal— In the name 
of Baal.—[Rashi from Jonathan] 
and followed what does not avail— 
In this manner, all their deeds were 
acts of no avail.— [Abarbanel]

become very desolate —As though 
you are becoming desolate because of 
the Temple that is destined to be 
destroyed. — [Rashi] 

2:15 

they have raised their voice—They 
have raised their voice and fright¬ 
ened him, only to prey upon him. As 
explained, the lions are the kings of 
the nations. The prophet depicts 
Israel as asking this question, why 
all this has befallen them, and the 
prophet replies in verse 
17.— [Redak] 

Another explanation is: Israel 
should have known that they were 
punished because of their sins, for ‘is 
Israel a slave? Is he a home-born 
slave? Why then has he become 
prey? . . It is only because of their 
sins, as further in the prophecy.— 
[Kara] 

2:19 

The kabbalists teach us that when 
a person infracts one of God’s com¬ 
mandments by performing a for¬ 
bidden act, the damage and the 
destruction are immediately 
impressed on high upon his heaven¬ 
ly root. And, corresponding to this, 
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he lends power to the forces of evil. 
From there, he draws upon himself 
a spirit of contamination which 
envelops him when he commits the 
sin, and after committing the sin, it 
returns to its place. Hence, he is 
actually in Gehinnom during his 
lifetime when he commits a sin, but 
he does not feel it until he dies, when 
he is caught in the trap he set for 
himself, viz. the forces of contami¬

It is as it 
was in the plains of Moab when you 
worshipped Baal-peor.— [Redak] 
young she-camel—Heb. rnsa, a 
young female camel, that loves to 
wander. ' The young camels of Midian 
CnD3)’ (Isa. 60:6) is translated Main, 
and they are young camels, as we find 
in Sanhedrin 52a: There are many old 
camels laden with the skins of young 
camels (Main).—[J?as/f/] 

Redak suggests further that the 
prophet castigates the people for the 
roads they made in the valleys lead¬ 
ing up to the mountains where they 
worshipped the Baal. 

clinging —Adhering to the ways of 
her youth, an expression similar to: 
‘it would have clung (t*io thoo)' 
(Chullin 51a). This may be associated 
with ‘a shoe-thong' (*7V1 T'ntp) (Gen. 


14:23). She binds the ways of her 
youth in her heart. — [Rashi] 

Redak, too, associates it with Tpntp 
explaining it in a different 
manner. Just as the shoe-thong is 
bound around the shoe many 
times, on one side one way and on 
one side the other way, so did you 
pervert your ways, once following 
one pagan deity and once following 
another. Thus, we render as Jona¬ 
thans perverting her ways. Scripture 
compares them to the female camel 
rather than to the male, since the 
female is more accustomed to run 
than the male.

accustomed to the desert— Accus¬ 
tomed to be in the deserts, so she loves 
to wander. — [Rashi] 

The wild donkeys love to run in 
the flat desert lands.— [Redak] 
that snuffs up the wind —She opens 
her mouth and snuffs up the wind, and 
he always returns to his place .— 
[Rashi] 

her tendency like the sea creatures, 
who can hinder her? —That trait of 
the sea creatures that she has, for also 
the sea creature snuffs up the wind, as 
it is said: 4 They snuff up the wind like 
sea creatures' (infra 14:6). Who can 
hinder her from that trait?

Redak explains that the snuffing 
up the wind enables the wild donkey 
to run swiftly.

Your sword devoured —your proph¬ 
ets, Zechariah and Isaiah. — [Rashi ] 

Zechariah the son of Jehoiada was 
slain by the command of Joash, king 
of Judah, because he castigated the 
people for their idolatrous practices 
(II. Chron. 24:20ff.). 

Isaiah was slain by Manasseh, as 
in Yebamoth 49b. See II Kings 21:16, 
Commentary Digest. 

Redak quotes exegetes who ex¬ 
plain this as a reference to Zechariah 
and Uriah. Uriah was a contem¬ 
porary of Jeremiah who was slain by 
Jehoiakim. See 26:20-23. Accord¬ 
ingly, this prophecy was delivered at 
a much later time, not in the order it 
is written here. 

Redak, however, disagrees with 
these exegetes. He then interprets 
your prophets to mean the false 
prophets who prophesied what the 
people wanted to hear, as in verse 
26. He explains that the people were 
responsible for the death of the false 
prophets because they encouraged 
them to prophesy by listening to 
them. It was, therefore, as though 
they had slain them with the sword. 

Abarbanel rejects Redak' s 
interpretation since it was their ears 
that 'slew the prophets,’ not their 
sword. He approves of RashCs 
interpretation. Daath Sofrim. too, 
prefers Rashi since the context 
appears to support this explanation. 
Not only did your children not 
receive correction from the proph¬ 
ets, but you slew them with the 


sword when they castigated you for 
your sins and prophesied the doom 
of the kingdom. Alschich, too, 
explains this as regards the true 
prophets. He conjectures that, either 
they had killed many prophets much 
as they had killed Isaiah and 
Zechariah, or that through their 
sins, they were instrumental in the 
death of many prophets. The truth 
is, in any case, that the only proph¬ 
ets living at that time were Jeremiah 
and Zephaniah and Huldah the 
prophetess. 

2:31 

Most exegetes interpret this verse 
as referring to Israel’s travels in the 
desert, viz. Rashi, Redak, Kara, 
Isaiah da Trani, and Ibn Nach- 
miash. Abarbanel, however, inter¬ 
prets it as a reference to the 
commandments of the Torah. God 
asks: Was I a desert to Israel or a 
land of thick darkness? Are My 
precepts an unbearable burden? Am 
I like a desert or a land of darkness, 
where one cannot find his neces¬ 
saries? Did Israel not have all they 
needed when they followed Me 
through the desert? Why should you 
not have all you need when you 
observe My commandments? 

Why have My people said, “We 
have been separated. .. ’’?—Heb. 
UTi, we have been separated from 
You. Like one who separates (nYn) 
bread from the oven.

2). Menahem, however, explains trn, 
as an expression of descending (tj’t),

Accordingly, we render: we have 
gone down. Jonathan renders: we 
have wandered.

33. How you adorn —Heb. 'wn. 
You adorn yourself to greet your 
adulterers. Comp. “And she adorned 
her head" (I Kings 9:30) concerning 
Jezebel in the section dealing with 
Jehu. — [Rashi] 

Others render: What have you to 
adorn your way to seek love?—Why 
do you try to improve your way to 
adopt the Baal worship in order to 
seek the love of the heathen 
nations?— [Mezudath David]

I contend with you —I will come 
with you in judgment. — [Rashi] 

Others render: I will judge you.—

Redak renders: Also from here 
shall you go out with your hands on 
your head. This alludes to the exile 
of Samaria. Just as the kingdom of 
Israel went out of Samaria amidst 
great sorrow, so will you leave Jeru¬ 
salem with your hands on your head 
like a woman lamenting, as we find 
in the case of Tamar who behaved in 
this manner after being lavished by 
Amnon. Jonathan renders: And the

In many places, the Scriptures 
compare the Jewish people to a 
woman, and the Holy One, blessed 
be He, to her husband. That is to say 
that He took them as the nation of 
His inheritance. She is to Him as a 
wife and He is to her as a husband, 
and just as a woman who commits 
adultery is liable, so Israel, who fol¬ 
lowed foreign nations and clung to 


their beliefs, is referred to as having 
played the harlot. This allegory is 
found in many places in the Prophe¬ 
tic Books, where harlotry is symbo¬ 
lic of idolatry. We find this allegory 
especially in the Book of Ezekiel (ch. 
23). God says: Since you went to the 
Baalim, how can you return to Me 
again?

Then you will return to Me and 1 
will return to you.— [Redak] It is 
apparent that Redak explains this as 
an interrogative form of the infini¬ 
tive. And to return to Me, says the 
Lord, l.e., will you return to Me? 
Will you be able to return to Me? 
Abarbanel, too, explains the words 
in this manner. In his understanding 
of their meaning, however, he differs 
greatly. He interprets it to mean that 
Israel cannot return to God’s wor¬ 
ship and continue to worship idols 
simultaneously. It does not mean, 
however, that their repentance will 
not be accepted. 

Jonathan renders: But you have 
erred and have joined many nations, 
yet return now to My worship, says 
the Lord. 

Malbim explains that, according 
to the analogy of the divorced wife, 
God may still accept Israel’s repen¬ 
tance. Since they did not accept 
idolatry as the heathen nations, each 
nation officially attached to its deity, 
but worshipped the pagan deities 
only occasionally, they are not 
analogous to the woman who mar¬ 
ried another husband. Moreover, 
they did not worship one particular 
deity, but many. They are, therefore,

analogous to a woman who played 
the harlot after her divorce, who 
may return to her former husband. 

3:3 

and the latter rain—Heb. 
the rain that falls in Nissan on the 
ears (niy?p) and the straws (O’tfp). 
tfipVp is (tardif in O.F.).—[Rashi 
from Ta’anith 6a]. 

3:5 

I.e., instead of returning to Me, 
you spoke and have done evil 
things.— [Redak] 

and you were able —And you pre¬ 
vailed in rebelling with a victorious 
and irrefutable reply.—[Rashi as 
emended by Shem Ephraim ] 

Jonathan renders: You increased. 
The intention is: You did as much 
evil as you were able.— [Redak] 
Another interpretation is: You were 
permitted. Your sins became to you 
as permissible acts, you became so 
accustomed to do them.— [Sha’arei 
Teshuvah, 1:5] 

This explanation is according to 
the ken/ the traditional reading 
nisi. According to the kethibj the 
written text, ’rnsi, however, we 
interpret: I spoke to you to repent, 
but you did evil things and were 
able.— [Redak] 

Others render verses 4 and 5 as 
relating to the time in Josiah’s reign 
when the king repented and com¬ 
pelled the people to repent. In fact, 
many of the people still worshipped 
idols clandestinely. The prophet cas¬ 
tigates them for their hypocrisy and 
states: Is it not recent, that you 
called me, “My Father; You are the 
Master of my youth” [And you 
said], “Will He bear a grudge for¬ 
ever? Will He keep it to eternity?” 


Behold, you spoke [that you wish to 
repent,] but you did evil things, and 
you were able.— [Redak, quoting his 
father, Mezudath David]] 

3:6 

and she played the harlot there— 

Heb. ^m. I.e., she played the harlot 
by worshipping idols. ’jyni is the equiv¬ 
alent of |Trr., the ‘yod’ being super¬ 
fluous. — [Rashi, Redak] Since this is 
the feminine form for the third 
person, the l yod’ does not belong in 
the verb. The ‘yod’ belongs only to 
the second person feminine. 

3:7 

And her treacherous sister Judah 

saw it—I.e. saw all this. The appella¬ 
tion treacherous’ is harsher than 
‘backsliding/ Israel, since they were 
the first to sin, and they did not see 
any retribution from which to learn 
and to repent, are called ‘backslid¬ 
ing.’ Judah, who saw that these went 
in exile and did not receive cor¬ 
rection, are called ‘treacherous /— 
[Rashi] 

The intention is that Judah saw 
what had befallen her sister king¬ 
dom and did not learn a lesson from 
her fate. Although this is not stated 
in the Scriptures, it is understood. 
— [Redak] 

3:8 

It is also possible that the proph¬ 
et alludes to the fact that Judah 
returned to its land after seventy 
years of exile and remained there for 
four hundred twenty years. 
Although they had not yet been 
exiled, the prophet speaks of the 
future and comforts them that they, 
who will be in this exile, will return 
to their land since they were sold 
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only because of their sins, and by 
repenting, God will restore them to 
their land. He, therefore, says to the 
kingdom of Judah: “Where is your 
mother’s bill of divorce that 1 sent 
her away?” You are close to return 
to Me as you have been before, for 
there is no bill of divorcement 
between us, and when you return, all 
the tribes will return, for David will 
reign over all Israel. Ezekiel, too, 
announced, “(37:19) Behold 1 take 
the stick of Joseph which is in the 
hand of Ephraim and the tribes of 
Israel, his companions, and I will 
place with them upon it the stick of 
Judah, and I will make them into 
My hand.” Although He gave them 
a bill of divorcement, since the 
separation was intense and the exile 
very long, He shall return them with 
the tribe of Judah.— [Redak] 

The Rabbis of the Midrash 
(Lamentations Rabbah 1:1) present 
this difficulty and reconcile it in the 
following manner: The Rabbis say: 
It is analogous to a king who 
became wroth with his queen. He 
wrote for her a bill of divorcement 
and then rose and seized it from her. 
Whenever she wished to remarry, he 
would say to her, “Where is your 
bill of divorcement?” If she would 
demand food, he would say, “But 
have I not divorced you?” Similarly, 
whenever Israel seeks to worship 
pagan deities. He says to them, 
“Where is your mother’s bill of 
divorce?” Whenever they request 
that He perform miracles for them, 
the Holy One, blessed be He, says to 
them, “I have already divorced 
you.” This is the intention of the 
words, “I sent her away, and I gave 
her her bill of divorcement.”— [Ibn 
Nachmiash ] 


Redak, however, bases his 
interpretation on the second opinion 
of the Midrash, that Israel was ‘like 
a widow,’ meaning that she was 
widowed of the Ten Tribes but not 
of Judah and Benjamin.—[ Wert - 
heimer} 

3:9 

Others render: From the report of 
her harlotry. I.e., because they 
wished to conceal their idolatry, and 
it was discovered.— [Ibn Nachmiash] 

and she committed adultery with 
the stones—Jonathan paraphrases: 
And she strayed with the worshippers 
of stones and wood. And Jonathan 
renders: Vj?9 as an expression of light¬ 
ness, since her idols were light in her 
eyes. — [Rashi] 

3:12 

to the north —To the places where 
they were exiled there to Assyria .— 
[Rashi] 

Hence, Rashi understands this 
verse to mean that Jeremiah was to 
go to the north and to recite this 
prophecy to the Ten Tribes and to 
bring them back to the Holy Land. 
Redak, however, rejects the idea that 
Jeremiah was to go to the far north¬ 
east, to Halah, Habor, and the cities 
of Media. He explains to mean, 
come and speak, an expression of 
urging, not necessarily to go from 
one place to another. This is a com¬ 
mon expression in Scriptures. He 
commands him to proclaim these 
words in Jerusalem before the elders 
of Judah and to pronounce these 
words as though speaking to the 
exiled tribes of Israel face to face. He 
is to announce to them that they are 
destined to return at the end of days. 

My anger—Heb. lit. My face. 
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My anger, so did Jonathan render 
it. — [Rashi] I.e., I will not let My 
anger rest upon you forever, but I 
will bring you back at the end of 
days.— [Redak] 

for I am pious —Although you are 
liable to complete annihilation, I am 
pious with much lovingkindness, 
and I will bring you back.— [Redak] 

I will not bear a grudge forever— 
but will bring you back when the 
exile of Judah is gathered.— [Redak] 
This appears to be the explanation 
of the verse according to San . 110b. 
See Rashi ad loc. 

3:14 

The Rabbis explain that if there 
will be one righteous man in a city, 
his merit will cause the whole city to 
be accounted meritorious, and if 
there will be two righteous men in 
an entire nation, they will cause the 
whole nation to be accounted merit¬ 
orious, and in their merit, all of 
them will be redeemed from 
exile.— [Redak, Kara from San. 
111a] 

Jonathan renders: Return, chil¬ 
dren who exert themselves to repent, 
says the Lord; for I have chosen you 
and I will bring you near to Me as 
though you were left, one from a city 
and two from a family, and I will 
bring you to Zion. 

The Talmud infers from this verse 
that, if one sins by neglecting to ful¬ 
fill a positive precept, and he repents 
of his neglect, his sin is forgiven 
immediately.— [Yalkut Shimoni 
from Yoma 86a] 

3:19 

the beauty of the hosts of nations— 

Others render: the desire of hosts of 
nations.— [Redak] The Midrash 


( Tanhuma, Mishpatim 17) illustrates 
the status of Eretz Israel among the 
kings of the nations. In the Book of 
Joshua, we find that Israel van¬ 
quished thirty-one kings, kings of 
city-states. We find that Jericho had 
a king and Ai had a king, although 
one is less than three miles from the 
other. Yet each city had a king. We 
conclude, therefore, that these kings 
were foreign potentates, each one 
owning a small territory in Eretz 
Israel, for every king who did not 
own territory in Eretz Israel was not 
considered a king. 

The Midrash also compares the 
Holy Land to a deer. Just as a deer, 
after being flayed, its hide does not 
contain its flesh, so does the Holy 
Land have so much produce that the 
land does not contain it. The Tal¬ 
mud (Gittin 57a) states that, whereas 
the Holy Land, when populated, is 
of ample size to accomodate its 
inhabitants, when desolate, it 
shrinks. In this respect, it resembles 
the deer, whose skin shrinks when it 
is flayed and stretches when it is 
living. 

3:25 

for they perverted their way —This 
is a parenthetic phrase. They are 
crying because they are lost. 

they forgot the Lord their God— 
They do not recognize the shep¬ 
herd’s voice. 

[22] Return, backsliding children 

—This is the voice heard on the high 
places. God calls to Israel to return 
to Him and He will cure their back- 
slidings. 

Here we are; we have come to 

You —Israel cries toward Him in the 
valley and replies to the voice on the 
heights, saying, “We are ready to 
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return to You, and we have already 
come to You for You are the Lord 
our God, but we do not recognize 
Your voice, and we do not know 
where to return. 

[23] Truly, to the falseness of the 
hills, the uproar of the mountains— 

He points out that opposite the 
voice that emanates from between 
the mountains, the hills on the other 
side produce an echo, so that one 
standing in the valley does not 
recognize the true voice from the 
echo. Therefore, although a voice 
emanates from the mountains to 
show us the true way, from the hills 
there is heard the uproar of the 
mountains, the false voice answering 
it. This symbolizes the true prophets 
instructing us to return to You and 
the false prophets leading us to 
falsehood, viz. to worship idols, and 
we are unable to discern the true 
voice of God from the imaginary 
one. 

but in the Lord our God is Israel's 
salvation —We cannot repent 
because we are at a loss to do so. 
The only salvation is in the hands of 
the Lord our God, Who can assist 
us from above to repent and be 
saved. 

[24] And the shameful thing con¬ 
sumed —The idol worship has 
already destroyed all we have, leav¬ 
ing us in the depths of despair. 

[25] We will lie in our shame— 
since we cannot lift our heads or do 
anything . . . 

for we have sinned against the Lord 
our God since our youth —and we can 
no longer return to Him.— [Malbim] 

4:2 

Redak suggests that the intention 
is that in the future, the nations of 


the world will bless themselves and 
praise themselves with God, not 
with their idols. In that case, we 
render: bless themselves with Him 
and praise themselves with Him. 

4:4 

Jonathan renders: Return to 
God’s worship and remove the 
wickedness of your heart. 

lest My anger go forth —Lest My 
anger go forth like a burning fire 
and burn you up with no one there 
to quench it; i.e., there will be no 
one there to appease Me and cause 
My anger to subside, because of the 
evil of your deeds which have 
increased, and no one has the merit 
necessary to appease My anger.— 
[Mezudath David] 

4:5 

let it be heard —by an announce¬ 
ment.— [Redak] 

and say, “Sound a shophar .. .” 

— Warn the inhabitants of the land 
that they sound the shophar to 
flee.. — [Rashi] 

This is to spread the word more 
than the telling and the announc¬ 
ing.— [Redak] 

assemble —Heb. An expres¬ 

sion of gathering, and there are many 
in the Scriptures: “(Isaiah 31:4) 
Although a band of (nSi?) shepherds 
gather against him," Also “(infra 
12:6) They called after you a band 
(n^).” Also “(Job 16:10) Together 
they gather (pK^jiv) against me .”— 
[Rashi] 

and let us come into the fortified 
cities —The prophet pictures them 
all gathering together in the fortified 
cities and raising a standard in the 
tower of Zion so that it should be 
seen from afar and they should be 
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able to flee to the fortified cities or 
to Jerusalem; although they all will 
be conquered, he exhorts them to 
flee for temporary refuge. Possibly, 
he is saying this to them according 
to what they think that they will be 
saved.— [Redak] 

4:9 

the heart of the king and the heart 
of the princes shall fail—It is usual 
for the king and the princes to 
encourage the people when they are 
under attack by the enemy. In this 
case, however, the king and the 
princes will panic when the city falls 
to the Chaldeans. The king men¬ 
tioned is Zedekiah.— [Redak] 

The Rabbis explain this as refer¬ 
ring to the day the Chaldeans cap¬ 
tured Zedekiah, slaughtered his sons 
before him, and blinded his eyes 
(below 52:10). They ask: How did 
Zedekiah stand there and see his 
sons being slaughtered before him 
and see others putting out his eyes? 
Should he not have dashed his head 
against the wall and died? Concern¬ 
ing that time it was said: And it shall 
be on that day, says the Lord, the 
heart of the king and the heart of the 
princes shall fail.— [Ibn Nachmiash 
from Lam. Rabbah 1:51] According¬ 
ly, the failing of the ‘heart 1 repre¬ 
sents the loss of sense. 

4:11 

and not to cleanse —And not to 

cleanse grain does it come. That is to 
say. not for good but for evil, to exile 
men {women), and children, and live¬ 
stock. — [Rashi] 

Redak explains the verse similar¬ 
ly: At that time, i.e. when the enemy 
comes, it will be said of them, 


Behold the enemy has come upon 
them like a dry wind that passes 
over the high places, like the moun¬ 
tains and the hills, or like a wind 
that passes through the desert, for in 
these places the wind can pass with¬ 
out hindrance, for in settled regions 
the wind finds many hindrances: it 
cannot pass the houses, the walls, or 
the fences, but in the high places and 
in the desert, it finds no hindrances. 
Similarly, the enemy will come with¬ 
out hindrance. Now which way will 
he come? The way of the daughter of 
My people. From this wind, no 
satisfaction will be derived, like a 
wind with which the grain is win¬ 
nowed and cleansed of the chaff. 
When a wind is not very strong, 
although it causes some damage, it 
is beneficial for some things, but this 
wind to which the enemy is likened, 
will come to Israel only to harm 
them, and they will not derive any 
benefit from it. 

n$ nn may be rendered as a bright 
wind, denoting that the enemy will 
come with all that he wishes, with a 
huge army, with armored steeds and 
riders. It may also be rendered: a dry 
wind, one which will dry out the 
land and lay it waste. 

4:14 

how long will you harbor—I.e. how 
long will you persist with your 
iniquitous thoughts?— [Redak] 

4:16 

Jonathan renders: ppioj?? pspicr), 
plunderers like vintagers. He explains 
Dnya as equivalent to onyia, vinta¬ 
gers, grape pickers.— [Redak] A bar - 
banel objects to this assertion as 
well. Grammatically, there is no 
connection between a ‘beth 1 and a 
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‘nun.’ He theorizes that this prophe¬ 
cy alludes to the destruction of the 
Second Temple by the Romans, who 
came from a distant land, much 
farther from the Holy Land than 
Babylon. The Romans were later 
called He perceived through 

prophecy that the Romans would 
later accept the Nazarene and be 
called Notzerim. Ibn Nachmiash 
suggests: watchmen, synonymous to 
■natf in the following verse. This is 
similar to Rashi’s interpretation, 
although the word has a different 
meaning. 

4:19 

the alarm of war —The enemy will 
come and sound the shofar when 
they attack .—[Mezudath David] 

The prophet is in great pain 
because of the impending doom to 
his people. Were the people really 
evil, the pain would not be so great. 
The truth was, however, that that 
generation was not as wicked as 
previous generations. There were 
times during Manasseh’s reign that 
were much worse. The impending 
doom was because of the verdict 
issued during Manasseh’s reign that 
had not been revoked. It was Jere¬ 
miah’s mission to frighten the 
people and to inform them that the 
situation would become much worse 
until the land would be invaded and 
the Temple destroyed. He hoped to 
arouse the people, who outwardly 
obeyed Josiah’s orders while sinning 
clandestinely. Even in the times of 
Jehoiakim and Zedekiah, most of 
the people performed many good 
deeds. To see with his prophetic eye 
what was destined to happen to 
these people caused him great 
pain .—[Daath Soferim] 


4:28 

This was Jeremiah’s prophetic 
vision, that of the heavens darken¬ 
ing.— [Abarbanel] 

1 planned —Heb. ‘•nbl, an expres¬ 
sion of thought. — [Rashi] 

For what I spoke to the prophets 
as I had planned, I did not regret 
until now, and I will not turn back 
from it in the future.— [Redak] 
Abarbanel explains this as the 
words of the prophet, declaring to 
the people that he constantly spoke 
of the impending doom and never 
turned back to predict peace as the 
false prophets had claimed. There 
was, therefore, no reason to believe 
that God had conveyed a message 
that was possible to interpret in that 
manner. 

for that which I spoke — I.e. this 
retribution, and / will fulfill it .— 
[Rashi] 

and I will not turn back— And I 

will not repent to think good thoughts 
about them. — [Rashi] 

4:30 

paint —Heb. '5|193, an expression of 
a blue paint. — [Rashi] 

He compares her to a harlot, who 
customarily wears pretty clothes and 
beautifies herself by painting her 
eyes, to attract lovers. So do the 
people of Israel try to conform to 
the heathens, to worship their gods, 
to wear their garments, in order to 
impress them with their beautiful 
garments and their beautiful chari¬ 
ots so that they should love them 
and say, “He is like me.”— [Redak] 
lovers —Heb. those who jest 

with the women with sides (?) of types 
of adultery. Comp. (Ezekiel 23:20} 
She lusted (n^ayn]) for concubinage 
with them.' — [Rashi] 
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Redak and others explain it as 
‘lover.’ 

Kara explains that those nations 
whom Israel loved, viz. Egypt, 
Assyria, and the Chaldeans, whom 
Israel once wooed, will all turn 
against her.

Instead of loving you, as you had 
hoped, when you ceased to hope in

5:1 

whether there is one who performs 
justice, who seeks faith—I.e., see 
whether there is a judge appointed 
to execute justice and to prevent the 
people from sinning. Indeed, there 
were righteous people, but there was 
none sitting on the bench in the 
streets of the city to execute justice 
and to seek faith, [i.e. to see that the 
people should be honest in their 
dealings.] 

Redak, explains: a good man, 
great in deeds. 

5:10 

The first definition, ‘upon its 
plains’ apparently originates with 
Rabbi Joseph Kara who derives it 
from ‘Sharon,’ denoting flat land. 
Rashi rejects both this definition 
and that of Menahem because of 
their irrelevance with the roots of 
the vineyard. Redak, however, 
accepts Menahem's definition of 
‘walls.’ He explains that the prophet 
is addressing the enemies and 
exhorting them to ‘scale her walls 
and destroy . . . remove the points of 
her walls.’ Others explain: Remove 
its branches, i.e. the spreading 
branches of the trees.— [Redak] 


but make do complete end—I.e., 
make no complete end of the people.

Others explain that verse 13 refers 
to the true prophets of God. The 
wicked, who do not believe in the 
prophecy of the true prophets, say, 
“And the prophets shall become 
wind . . .’’

—[Ibn Nachmiash] 

Abarbanel explains that the 
people curse the true prophets by 
saying, “So shall be done to them,’’ 
i.e. the catastrophe that they proph¬ 
esy for us. 

6:1 

Beth ha-kerem— That is a place 
name. — [Rashi] 

Indeed, such a place is mentioned 
in Neh. 3:14 as the name of a pro¬ 
vince in the period of the return to 
Zion. This was the source of the 
stones used in the construction of 
the altar and the ramp leading up to 
the altar ( Middoth 3:4). Some iden¬ 
tify it with En-kerem, west of Jeru¬ 
salem, and others with Ramat- 
Rachel, south of Jerusalem.— 
[Daath Mikra] 

Others interpret this as the tower 
amidst the vineyards whence all the 
vineyards can be viewed. Over the 
house of the vineyard raise a beacon. 
This will warn the inhabitants of all 
the surrounding cities.— [Redak, 
Mezudath David] Kara interprets it 
as figurative of the people of Israel, 
known as ‘the vineyard of the Lord 
of Hosts.’ See Isa. 5:7.

Rashi alludes to the Talmud’s 
account of an incident that took 


place at the time of the destruction. 
There was a woman named Zofnath 
the daughter of Peniel, named so 
because all would gaze (D’Dix) upon 
her beauty. Her father was called 
Peniel because he was the High 
Priest who would enter the inner 
sanctum (□‘’ipVi ’jp*?). Her captor 
humbied her repeatedly during the 
whole night. On the morrow, he 
dressed her with seven chemises and 
took her out into the market to sell 
her. Along came a very ugly man 
and demanded to see her beauty. 
The captor retorted, “Empty-head, 
if you wish to buy her, buy, 
for there is none as beautiful as she 
in the world.’’ “Nevertheless,” he 
replied. He stripped her of her six 
chemises. When she came to the 
seventh, she rent it and wallowed in 
ashes. She said before Him, “O 
Lord of the world, if You have no 
pity on us, why have You no pity on 
the sanctity of Your great name?”

This refers to Jephthah [who sacri¬ 
ficed his daughter, as in Jud. 
11:29-34], and it did not enter My 
mind—This refers to Mesha, king of 
Moab, as it is said (II Kings 3:27):

He 
quotes others who interpret it as the 
magpie. 


8:8 

Redak' s and Kara's explanations 
are more in agreement with the 
traditional punctuation signs than 
RashC s. Malbim explains that the 
people of Jeremiah’s generation 
believed that no one could receive 
God’s Torah through tradition or 
prophecy. All concepts of right and 
wrong are inborn and perceived 
through a person’s own intelligence. 
The prophet questions them: How 
do you say, “We are wise, and the 
Law of the Lord is with us. Verily, 
behold the pen has wrought falsely, 
the scribes falsehood”? How do you 
say that we are wise and that we 
have the Torah within us? Also, how 
do you say that the pen that wrote 
the Torah as received from God is 
false, and that the prophets who 
wrote their prophecies from God 
did falsely? 

8:9 

Malbim explains that since they 
rejected the word of the Lord, their 
wisdom is of no use. It is impossible 
to determine God’s will through 
one’s own intelligence. It can be 
determined only through prophecy 
and tradition. 

8:10 

for from the smallest to the 
greatest—This is already written 
above, as well as the two following 
verses. See 6:13-15. 

from prophet—I.e. from false 
prophet.—[ Mezudath David] Jona¬ 
than renders: from scribe. 

and to priest—I.e. the priests of 
Baal.— [Mezudath David] 

8:14 

poisoned water—Heb. tfVrB, Jona- 
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than renders: the cup of the curse, 
like the venom of serpents. The venom 
of the serpents is the poison that is in 
his teeth. — [Rashi] 

Redak explains this as poisonous 
water extracted from a certain grass. 
Mezudath Zion associates it with 
‘(Deut. 29:17) gall (tfKh) and worm¬ 
wood.’ Scholars have not yet dis¬ 
covered its exact identity. See 
Nature <& Man in the Bible by 
Yehuda Feliks, ch. 36. 

Malbim continues with his 
interpretation, that the people now 
respond: Why do we sit still and not 
prepare for war? Gather and let us 
go to the fortified cities from where 
we can wage war against the enemy. 
The prophet replies: But there we 
will sit in silence and do nothing, for 
the Lord our God has silenced us, 
has likened us to mourners who sit 
and remain silent, and instead of the 
custom to give the mourners to 
drink a cup of consolation, He has 
given us to drink a cup of poisoned 
water, and this is because we have 
sinned against the Lord. 

8:15 

Malbim explains that the people 
say to the prophet: Is it not proper 
to hope for peace? Why, then, is 
there no good? The prophet replies: 
You should hope for healing of your 
spiritual ills by repenting your sins, 
but there is terror, for they cling yet 
to their wickedness. 

8:16 

the snorting of their horses —The 

sneezing of his nostrils. — [Rashi] The 
word ninj, snorting, is derived from 
o’Tn), nostrils. — [Redak] 

the neighing of their stallions —The 
neighing of joy of his horses, and we 


find elsewhere that horses are called 
D*n**3K, ‘(Jud 5:22) by reason of the 
prancings, the prancings of their 
mighty ones (VT3K), 1 an expression of 
'(Nahum 3:2) a prancing horse.’ And 
Jonathan renders: from the sound of 
the steps of their mighty ones .— 
[Rashi] 

Malbim explains that the people 
ask the prophet: Did not Jacob bless 
Dan with the blessing ‘(Gen. 49:17) 
Dan shall be a serpent on the road, 
an adder on the path, who bites the 
heels of the horse and its rider falls 
backwards’? Since the Danites were 
trained to battle with horsemen, 
how has the opposite now come 
true, that from Dan is heard the 
snorting of their horses, and yet no 
‘serpent’ has bitten the heels of their 
horses, for at the neighing of their 
stallions the whole land quakes, and 
they have even penetrated into the 
land and eaten the land and its 
produce? 

9:2 

and they have grown strong in the 
land not for the sake of truth—Those 
who have power over others do not 
exercise that power for the sake of 
truth, in order to execute justice.— 
[Redak, Mezudath David] 

9:9 

they are withered —An expression 
of aridness. Comp. ‘(v. 11) withered 
(nns}).’—[/faj/n] 

9:11 

Kara explains as follows: Who is 
the man so wise that he can help 
others to understand this? If 
someone wonders about this, why 
God did this to this land, that all 
creatures wandered away, both the 
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fowl of the heavens and the cattle, 
and the dwellings of the wilderness 
are withered, without any one pass¬ 
ing through, and they do not hear 
the lowing of the cattle, there is no 
wise man who can understand it and 
be able to explain it to those who 
ask him. It is a commonplace occur¬ 
rence that a person is exiled from his 
place and that he takes his livestock 
with him, but here, what was the 
great anger that all the fowl and the 
cattle have left? Only the prophet to 
whom the mouth of the Lord has 
spoken, can declare it, and he will 
say, “Do you wish to know why the 
land is ruined so much that it is 
withered like a desert any one pass¬ 
ing through?” 

9:16 

16. Consider —the impending 
catastrophe, and call the women 
mourners.— [Redak] 

9:22 

nor (he s tro ng nun b o as t of his 
strength— for wisdom, strength, and 
riches will not stand up for a nun to 
protect him from the Judge. But, if 
he comes to boast...— [Kara] 

Redak explains this verse as 
regarding the impending siege and 
exile. If there are wise men, let them 
not boast of their wisdom, for it will 
not avail them, since they do not 
know the Lord and have not walked 
in His ways, so what wisdom have 
they? Likewise, if there are strong 
men among you, your strength will 
not avail you to save you from death 
or captivity. Likewise, if there are 
wealthy people, let them not boast 
of their riches, since it will not avail 
them to ransom them from death, 
for he and his riches will perish. He 


mentions these three characteristics 
since oftentimes the wise man can 
save himself through his devices and 
his stealth, and the strong man can 
save himself through his strength, 
and the rich man can ransom him¬ 
self from the enemy. The prophet 
warns them that in this case, they 
will be unable to save themselves in 
any of these three ways. How then 
will they be able to save them¬ 
selves? .. . 

Jonathan paraphrases: So said the 
Lord: Let not Solomon son of David 
boast of his wisdom, and let not 
Samson son of M a no ah, the strong 
man, boast of his strength, and let 
not Ahab son of Omri, the rich man, 
boast of his riches. 

9:23 

Rambam (Guide to the Perplexed 
3:54) explains that kindness involves 
doing favors to people to whom one 
is not required to recompense or to 
bestow upon them more than they 
deserve. Righteousness is the besto¬ 
wal upon a person what he deserves, 
and justice is the meting out recom¬ 
pense, either punishment or reward 
as it is deserved.— [Redak] 

Rabbi Joseph Kara explains that 
God practices kindness with those 
who perform His commandments. 

for in these I delight —I.e., in 
people who teach wisdom with the 
intention of learning, observing, and 
practicing, not like those people 
mentioned above, who boast that 
they are wise and have the Torah of 
the Lord with them, when, in reality, 
they have rejected God’s word.— 
[Kara] 

9:25 

This refers to Kedar and the king¬ 
doms of Hazor (infra 49:28f.) which 
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Nebuchadnezzar conquered. They 
are called ‘cast off to the corners’ 
since they are located at the far 
border of the desert.— [Redak] 
From Targum Jonathan, it 
appears that he renders: those who 
have the corners of their hair polled. 
This was a custom of the pagans, 
and was prohibited by the Torah 
(Lev. 19:27). All these nations, 
although apparently practicing cir¬ 
cumcision, still followed idolatrous 
customs.— [Daath Xfikra] 
for all the nations are uncircum¬ 
cised—Now he explains ‘circum¬ 
cised’ and ‘for his uncircumcision.’ 
All the nations are uncircumcised, 
and the house of Israel, although 
physically circumcised, have hearts 
closed up to God’s teachings, and 
are, therefore, deserving of punish¬ 
ment. He does not state that the 
gentiles deserve punishment for not 
circumcising themselves, since they 
were not commanded to do so. He 
states only that Israel deserves pun¬ 
ishment for their closed up hearts. 
They were commanded to circum¬ 
cise themselves in order to be dif¬ 
ferent from the nations in their 
actions as well as in their body, but 
since they are of uncircumcised 
hearts, the circumcision of the flesh 
did not avail them, and they are as 
though they had not been circum¬ 
cised, for the circumcision of the 
flesh was given as a covenant to be a 
peculiar treasure, to serve God, as 
He states (Gen. 17:7): ‘to be to you 
for a God and for your seed after 
you.' And a sign was sealed in their 
flesh in order that they remember 
constantly that they are different 
from the nations. Since they mingled 
with the nations and learned from 
their customs, it is as though they 
had broken the covenant and the 


sign, and that He is not their God, 
for they chose other gods in His 
stead. Therefore, the prophet con¬ 
tinues after this with the exhortation 
not to learn from the way of the 
nations.— [Redak] 

Although many of these nations 
were known to practice circumci¬ 
sion, as above, the Sages learn from 
this verse that gentiles, even if they 
are circumcised, are accounted as 
uncircumcised, and Jews, even if 
they are uncircumcised, are called 
‘circumcised.’— [Ned. 31b] 

10:5 

fear them not —if you separate 
from them for they will not harm 
you. — [Rashi] 

10:8 

Redak explains: But they are 
altogether brutish. I.e., even the wise 
of the nations are brutish and fool¬ 
ish. The instruction of vanities, 
which is wood. I.e., they instruct the 
people to worship the idols, which 
are vanity and wood, for it is plated 
with silver and gold, and it cannot 
move by itself. It is fashioned from 
the lowest of the creations, mineral, 
for the entire Creation is composed 
of animal, vegetable, and mineral. 

10:9 

Tarshish— Jonathan identifies Tar- 
shish with Africa. See I Kings 10:22 
Isa. 2:16, Commentary Digest. 
Some identify it as Carthage in 
North Africa, now known as Tunis, 
and others as Tartessus in Spain. See 
also Appendix of Isa. 1, 23:12, 
where it is identified as Tarsus on 
the coast of the Mediterranean. See 
Ibn Ezra, Jonah 1:3. Daath Mikra 
suggests also that it was in Italy, or 
on the Island of Sardinia. 
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Uphaz—According to Jonathan, 
this is Ophir. See I Kings 9:28, 
where the location of Ophir is dis¬ 
cussed. Uphaz is mentioned only 
here and in Daniel 10:5. 

10:13 

and He brought up clouds—I.e., 
He caused it to rain after He 
brought up clouds.— [Redak] 
Clouds are called because 

they are lifted high above the earth 
or because they carry the water for 
rain.— [Ibn Nachmiash] 

He made lightning for the rain— 
This is another wonder, that the rain 
does not extinguish the fire of the 
lightning.— [Redak] 

10:17 

Redak explains that the prophet is 
addressing Babylon after the Jews 
have been exiled there. He explains 
T|nya3 as ‘your conquest.' The proph¬ 
et exhorts Babylon not to become 
haughty about her conquest of 
Judea because it was not accom¬ 
plished through her merits. Do not 
order them to worship your idols 
because you rule over the nations, 
for now, God says to Babylon, 
“Gather in from the land your 
conquest.” Cease your conquest of 
the nations for you will no longer 
conquer.— [Redak] 
you who sit in the fortified cities— 
Heb. -rixjpg. You who sit in a strong 
fortification and think that no 
nation will ever conquer you. This 
follows Jonathan. Others explain: 
You who are destined to sit in the 
siege. I.e., you Babylon, who will be 
besieged by Persia and Media.— 
[Redak] 

10:23 

Mezudath David explains this as 


the supplication that the Judeans 
will utter before God. We know that 
no man among the Judeans has the 
proper way to follow, and there is 
no man among us who goes and 
prepares his steps according to the 
proper way, but each one goes and 
does whatever he chances to do. 

10:24 

but with justice —With chastise - 
ments. 

with justice —(justice in French). 
but with justice —Jonathan ren¬ 
ders: but with mild judgment. 

not with Your wrath —lest there be 
complete destruction. — [Rashi] 
Rashi's intention is apparently the 
same as Mezudath David, that the 
people beg the Lord to chastise 
them, but in a manner of one who 
chastises for the sake of instruction, 
of teaching to improve one’s ways, 
not with wrath, as one who wreaks 
vengeance on another, lest He 
destroy them completely. 

Kara explains that the prophet 
supplicates God not to turn the 
people into the hands of the nations 
since that is a chastisement of wrath, 
and the nations diminish them, as 
the Torah states: ‘(Lev. 26:38) And 
the land of your enemies shall con¬ 
sume you.’ 

10:25 

families—This is synonymous 
with ‘nations.’ Cf. ‘(Zech. 14:18) 
And if the family of Egypt will not 
ascend.’— [Redak] 

they have devoured —(devorerent in 
French). The same applies to ‘and 
consumed him’ (viV^l).— [Rashi] 
Although they are the rod of Your 
wrath upon Israel, they deserve 
punishment, since You were only a 
little displeased, and they helped for 
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evil. Therefore, pour out Your 
wrath upon them.— [Redak] 

and have wasted his dwelling—As 
the Targum renders: And they have 
made their dwellings desolate. It is 
also possible that the reference is to 
the Temple and that the prophet 
deals with the future.— [Redak] 

11:1 

to say—I.e., to say to the men of 
Judah. The word was that they 
should say to them, “Hearken to the 
words of this covenant.” The words 
of the covenant are those written in 
the Torah, in Deut. 28, ‘And it shall 
be if you hearken to the voice of the 
Lord your God . . . And it shall be, 
if you do not hearken to the voice of 
the Lord your God . . . These are 
the words of the covenant that the 
Lord commanded Moses to make 
with the children of Israel, in addi¬ 
tion to the covenant that He made 
with them in Horeb.’ In Horeb, it is 
written: ‘(Ex. 24:7) And he took the 
book of the covenant and read it in 
the presence of the people, and they 
said, “All that the Lord spoke, we 
will do and we will hearken.” And 
Moses took the blood and sprinkled 
on the people, and he said, “Behold 
the blood of the covenant that the 
Lord made with you concerning all 
these things.” The words of the 
covenant are to obey God’s com¬ 
mandments, and that He should be 
their God and they should be His 
people.— [Redak] 

11:4 

on the day—I.e. at the time I took 
them out of Egypt, on the fiftieth 
day after their departure.— [Redak] 

out of the Iron furnace—They were 
refined as silver and gold are 


refined in an iron furnace.— [Redak, 
Mezudath David] 

11:16 

fair with goodly fruit—With good¬ 
ly fruit and with a goodly form. This 
alludes to the congregation of Israel. 
In the beginning, the Lord called 
your name ‘a leafy olive tree, fair 
with goodly fruit.’ When you obeyed 
His will, you were like a leafy olive 
tree, whose leaves do not wither; i.e., 
you were always prosperous, and 
you performed good and beautiful 
deeds, as an olive tree in its prime, 
‘with whose fatness they honor God 
and men.’— [Redak] 

Now that you transgress My 
Torah, I will do to you what they do 
to a tree that no longer produces 
fruit, when its owners no longer 
benefit from it, that they break it 
and use the branches for firewood, 
so will l do to you.— [Kara] 

12:4 

Draw them out like sheep to the 
slaughter—Pay them in kind, for 
they wished to kill me as a lamb 
brought to the slaughter. 

[4] How long will the land 
mourn—How long will the land be 
desolate because of the sins of the 
men of Anathoth? They said, “He 
does not know our end.” When 
Jeremiah prophesied that they 
would have no remnant, they re¬ 
torted that their future would not be 
during the lifetime of the prophet 
and that he did not know what was 
in store for them. The prophet feels 
that the destruction of the land will 
be due to the sins of the people of 
Anathoth and that the others are 
innocent. God’s reply commences 
here with verse 5. 
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Redak explains these verses in a 
slightly different manner. As men¬ 
tioned above, Jeremiah questions 
the prosperity and the tranquility of 
the wicked of Israel. He entreats 
God to draw them out like sheep to 
the slaughter and to prepare them 
for the day of slaughter. I.e., prepare 
them for the day of the destruction, 
that they should be unable to escape 
the sword. Then it will be known by 
the world that their wickedness 
caused their destruction. Now, 
however, there is confusion because 
of their prosperity. 

[4] How long will the land 
mourn—I.e., how long will this be 
that they will be prepared for the 
day of slaughter, when the land will 
mourn, and the grass of all the field 
will dry out.. . because of the evil of 
its inhabitants, for as long as they 
have peace they say, “He will not see 
our end”? When the true prophets 
announce that God will bring mis¬ 
fortune upon them, they retort, “He 
will not see our end.” This is the end 
of Jeremiah’s question. God’s reply 
commences with verse 5. 

12:5 

and in the peaceful land that you 
trust —there they wearied you .— 
[Rashi] 

how will you do in the heights— 

The princes of Judah. The pride of the 
Jordan is symbolic since it is a place 
of lions and tigers, and Jonathan 
taught us this in many places. And 
here he paraphrased: And how do you 
expect to do against the wild beasts 
that are on the height of the Jordan? 
And behold, as a lion ascends from 
the height of the Jordan,’ Jonathan 
renders in two places (infra 49:19, 
50:44): like a lion that ascends from 
the height of the Jordan. — [Rashi] 


The implication is that if the men 
of Anathoth attempted to kill 
Jeremiah, how much more will the 
princes of Judah attempt the same 
thing! 

Since Jeremiah was still unaware 
of the wickedness of the men of 
Judah and Jerusalem, God says to 
him allegorically, “You have joined 
footmen like yourself and they 
wearied you, for you became weary 
trying to run along with them. 

how will you compete—How can 
you attempt to run along with horse 
riders? If the people of Anathoth 
who are your kin did you so much 
harm that you fear them, how much 
more will you fear to join the people 
of Jerusalem and their princes! For 
then you will recognize that their 
wickedness far exceeds that of the 
people of Anathoth. Since their 
wickedness has come to such a state, 
it is necessary to bring Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar to rule over them and destroy 
them.— [Mezudath David] 

and in a peaceful land—Now He 
explains the parable. When you 
were in a peaceful land, in Ana¬ 
thoth, with your kinsmen, do you 
trust them that they will do you no 
harm? How then can you trust the 
height of the Jordan, the lions’ lair; 
i.e., how will you contend with the 
men of Jerusalem and its princes?— 
[Mezudath David] 

Redak explains that God does not 
answer the prophet. He reprimands 
him for his question. I see that you 
have run with mortals like yourself, 
and they have wearied you, for they 
have run faster than you, and you 
were unable to overtake them, and 
they wearied you in your running to 
overtake them. 

Rabbi Joseph Kara, who explains 
the question as regarding the men of 
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Anathoth, explains that God replies: 
You are like a man who boasts that 
he can run with horses, and a foot¬ 
man comes along and wearies him 
with his running and runs ahead of 
him. Those who witness this, say to 
him, “You were boasting. Now you 
became weary from racing with a 
footman. How will you compete 
with the horses?” 

and in the peaceful land which you 
trust, how will you do in the heights of 
the Jordan?—When I send you in 
the territory of Judah and Benjamin, 
you should trust them, yet you 
complain about the men of Ana¬ 
thoth that they seek to kill you, had 
I sent you to the height of the 
Jordan—i.e. Reuben and Gad who 
dwelt on the other side of the Jordan 
before they were exiled—you would 
surely complain about them. 

and how can you compete with 
horses?—How can you compete 
with horses to race with them? The 
explanation of the parable is: You 
are among people like yourself, yet 
you do not know their thoughts, for 
they attempted to poison you, yet 
you did not know it and you did not 
realize it until I informed you. Now, 
how can you understand My 
thoughts and My secrets in guiding 
the world, why the wicked prosper 
and the righteous suffer in this 
world? Therefore, be silent and do 
not attempt to fathom My ways. He 
then includes Jeremiah's personal 
matters, as the others explain it, and 
He exhorts him to take courage and 
not to fear the princes of Jerusalem. 

12:11 

the wasted one mourns before 

Me—Heb. ’ty, lit. on Me.— [Rashi] 

The wasted one is the congrega¬ 
tion of Israel, which has become 


waste. She mourns before Me about 
her wastelands, saying that I laid her 
waste.—[ Redak ] 

for no one lays it to his heart—I.e., 
no one ponders over the matter, why 
the land was devastated, for no one 
takes to heart My words and My 
reproof, that I reprove you through 
My prophets. They did not take this 
to heart, neither did they hearken to 
it. Jonathan renders: They did not 
lay My fear to their heart.— [Redak] 

12:13 

and be ashamed of your increase— 

You should be ashamed of the 
thorns that your sowing produced. 
Jonathan renders: Do not be like 
those who sow wheat in an uncul¬ 
tivated field, and find nothing to 
gather in but thorns, and from their 
increase they have no benefit, and be 
ashamed of your deeds when the 
fierce anger of the Lord comes upon 
you. 

12:14 

who touch—I.e., who touch with 
the intention of harming. Cf. ‘(Gen. 
26:11) Whoever touches this man.’ 
Onkelos renders: whoever harms. 
Here too, Jonathan renders: who 
harm.— [Redak] 

behold I uproot them—They too 
will be exiled just like My people. 
Therefore, let them not rejoice upon 
their exile.— [Redak] 

I will uproot from their midst—I 
will take out those who were exiled 
among them when it comes time for 
Me to return the exile of My 
people.— [Redak] 

13:7 

7. and 1 dug—Apparently, he had 
covered it with earth.— [Mezudath 
David] 
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it was of no use for anything —It 

was not fit for anything .— [Rashi] 

14:1 

How Menahem explains the 
chapter according to this definition 
is not clear. Other exegetes explain 
the word as an expression of with¬ 
holding or scarcity. Redak accounts 
for the plural form as referring to a 
scarcity of both produce and money. 
God informed the prophet prior to 
the coming of this drought. 

Abarbanel understands the 
chapter as a story rather than a 
prophecy. He explains the general 
intention of the chapter as follows: 
This chapter comes to tell us that a 
year of drought came to the land of 
Judah, when there was neither bread 
nor meat and vegetables to eat. 
Neither was there water to drink. 
When the prophet prayed for the 
people, God replied that, because of 
the wickedness of the generation, 
his prayer would not be accepted, 
and that God would not repent of 
His anger. When the prophet com¬ 
plained that they were misled by the 
prophets, God replied that they 
were not prophets and that all their 
words were lies, and that he would, 
therefore, pour out His wrath on the 
false prophets and those who follow 
them, and He predicted the troubles 
that would befall them. Since 
Jeremiah complained of the hatred 
they harbored against him because 
of his prophecies, God promised 
him that He would spare him and 
that the enemy would pity him. 

He explains the plural to denote 
the shortage of both food and drink¬ 
ing water. The verse is to be under¬ 
stood as: The following is the story 
of the matter about which the word 


of the Lord came to Jeremiah con¬ 
cerning the droughts. The reference 
is to God’s reply to Jeremiah’s 
prayers. The story is that of the 
droughts and the prayer, and the 
word of the Lord is the reply. 

Kara places these droughts in the 
reign of Zedekiah. 

14:7 

for our backslidings have 
increased, we have sinned to You— 

True, it is fitting that You punish us 
because our backslidings have 
increased, for we have rebelled 
against You in many respects, by 
worshipping other gods, by stealing 
and robbing, and by following false 
prophets rather than true ones. 
Therefore, he says, “Our backslid¬ 
ings have increased.” Nevertheless, 
do for the sake of Your name which 
is called upon us, for we are called 
the people of the Lord.— [Redak] 

14:11 

Alalbim explains that sometimes 
evil befalls someone because God 
has hidden His face from him. In 
that case, prayer may help so that 
God should not hide His face. In 
other cases, God Himself metes out 
the punishment upon the guilty 
party. In that case, prayer is of no 
avail. Only intense remorse may 
help to repeal the decree. In this 
case, Jeremiah thought that the mis¬ 
fortune would befall them through 
God’s hiding His face. He, there¬ 
fore, prayed for them. God replies 
that he should not pray for good 
since He is meting out the punish¬ 
ment, and no prayer will avail. 

14:16 

and no one will bury them—There 
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will be so many corpses that they 
will be unable to bury them.— 
[Mezudath David\ 

This will be their punishment in 
addition to the torments and 
death.— [Redak] 

their wives—The women were 
more prone to listen to the false 
prophets than the men.— [Redak] 
their sons, and their daughters— 
This refers to minors, who are pun¬ 
ished for the sins of the fathers, for 
this is God’s sense of justice.— 
[Redak] 

14:21 

for Your name's sake —that you 
are called merciful. — [Rashi] 

15:1 

desire—Heb. ’tfDj, lit. My soul.— 
[Rashi, Redak] 

Why should you continue to pray 
to Me? Even if Moses and Samuel, 
who were greater than you, would 
stand before Me, I have no desire 
for this people. He mentions Moses 
and Samuel, who were Levites and 
prophets. Also, Samuel was the 
greatest prophet after Moses, as the 
Psalmist (99:6) states: ‘Moses and 
Aaron among His priests and 
Samuel among those who call in His 
name.’

The difficulty here is that Pekah 
and Hoshea did not have any dynas¬ 
ties since they were not succeeded by 
their sons. Pekah was assassinated 
by Hoshea, and Hoshea was the last 
king of Israel. Perhaps the intention 
is: Jeroboam son of Nebat and his 
tribunal etc. This would be closer to 
the quotation from the Talmud. 
Rashi, however, does not mention 
tribunals, but families. Also, the 
Talmud mentions Ahab instead of 
Omri. Rashi accounts for this by 
stating that Ahab outdid his father 
Omri in wickedness. Therefore, the 
tribunal is called on his name. On 
our verse, however, Rashi mentions 
Omri rather than Ahab. Apparently, 
he means to mention the first king of 
each dynasty. Hence, we are dealing 
with dynasties rather than with 
tribunals. Interestingly, Abarbanel 
states: Pekah and Hoshea, omitting 
the dynasties. 

Other exegetes explain this pas¬ 
sage as referring to Jerusalem or the 
people of Israel, who bore many 
children, seven being the symbol of 
many; i.e. had a large population, 
and they were all slain or exiled.— 
[Redak, Kara] 

15:9 

Jehoiachin is not counted 
although Scripture testifies: ‘(II 
Kings 24:9) And he did what was 
evil in the eyes of the Lord like all 
that his father had done/ In Rab¬ 
binic literature, however, we find 
that Jehoiachin repented of his sins 
while in Babylonian prison. His sins 
were therefore forgiven and he is 
accounted as a righteous man. See II

for all sources. Abarbanel, however, 
substitutes Jehoiachin for Jehoia- 
kim. In light of these Midrashim, 
this presents a difficulty.

At the beginning of my prophecy, 
You promised me that I would be 
like a fortified city, a pillar of iron, 
and a wall of copper, yet the people 
humiliate me and strike me.

Redak proceeds to explain verse 
13 as a supplication: O Lord, source 
of the hopes of Israel, may all those 
who forsake You and have no trust 
in You be shamed with their trust in 
mortals as he mentioned before, 
‘and whose heart turns away from 
the Lord.’

the field—Heb. like rrjtp, a 
field.

cold —(froids in French). — [Rashi] 

(lowing —(courants in French ).— 
[Rashi] 

And we can also interpret it: ‘Shall 
it be abandoned to be strange re¬ 
jected water, the water that is cold 
running water?— [Rashi] (onj— 
According to the first interpretation, 
it is an expression of a stream [oil]. 
According to the second interpreta¬ 
tion , it is an expression of strange¬ 
ness, i.e. rejected water.) This 
appears both in the Lublin edition 
and in the Warsaw edition, but in 
parentheses. It does not appear to be 
correct, because Rashi' s first 
interpretation also defines Dnj as 
‘strange,’ not strange in the sense of 
being rejected, but strange in the 
sense of being unknown. 

Redak explains that the prophet 
uses easily accessible water as his 
example. He first mentions the 
water that flows from the rock of the 
field, which is easily accessible to all, 
and then he mentions the strange 
cold water, i.e. the water that is 
piped into the city or near the city 
from a long distance. Would anyone 
neglect to drink these easily acces¬ 
sible waters?

Azulai ( Chomath Anach) quotes 
Rabbi Isaac Luria (ARI zal) who 
associates this with the Talmudic 
maxim that in time of anger, God 
punishes for failure to perform a 
positive commandment ( Menahoth 
41a). Therefore, Jeremiah prayed 
that they be deprived of the precept 
of charity at just such a time. Azulai 
himself suggests that Jeremiah 
prayed that the Divine attribute of 
justice take preference to mercy. 
When God bestows mercy upon the 
world, He does not immediately 
punish the sinners with bodily harm, 
but with loss of their possessions. 
Jeremiah knew that the performance 
of charity changes the Divine attri¬ 
bute of justice to mercy. He, there¬ 
fore, petitioned God to disqualify 
their charity and to punish them 
with justice, expressed as ‘at the time 
of Your anger,’ and then to ‘do to 
them,’ to inflict bodily harm upon 
them. 


19:2 

The reference is to the Dung Gate, 
mentioned in Neh. 2:13. From this 
gate, one goes out to the valley of 
the son of Hinnom. The Rabbis, 
however, identify this with the east¬ 
ern gate of the Temple court. They 
enumerate seven names by which 
this gate was known: (1) The Sur 
Gate, from which all ritually un¬ 
clean persons had to turn away 
(run); (2) the Yesod (foundation) 
Gate, for there they founded the 
halachah; (3) the Harsith Gate, 
which was directed opposite the 
rising sun (onn); (4) the Ethun Gate, 
made for entrance and exit (from the 
root nriK, to come); (5) the Middle 
Gate, situated between two gates, 
the gate of the Temple proper and 
the gate of the Women’s Court; (6) 
the New Gate, where the halachah 
was renewed; (7) the Upper Gate, 
situated above the Israelites’ Court 
(see Korban Ha-edah ad loc.).— 
[Redak from Yerushalmi Erubin 5:1] 

According to Rashi, this gate 
would be called the Potsherd Gate, 
whereas according to Yerushalmi, it 
would be called the Sun Gate. Kara 
conjectures that at this gate, earth¬ 
enware vessels were manufactured. 
Hence, it would be called the Earth¬ 
enware Gate. See above 18:2. 

19:15 

Malbim asserts that Jeremiah was 
not commanded by God to make 
this announcement. Consequently, 
he was vulnerable to Pashhur’s 
attack. When he prophesied by the 
command of God, however, no one 
had the power to harm him. 

20:2 

Scripture describes Jeremiah with 
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his title of prophet to emphasize 
Pashhur's audacity to strike the 
prophet of God. We do not know 
whether he did so because he was 
confident that Jeremiah’s prophecy 
would not be fulfilled or whether he 
felt that Jeremiah had spoken too 
harshly when announcing his pro¬ 
phecy, humiliating the people and 
the city of Jerusalem. Perhaps, too, 
it was just as the reaction of an 
elderly man seeing a youngster 
usurping a position unfitting for 
him.— [Daath Soferim ] 
and placed him in the prison— 
Heb. nppn®n, the name of a place of a 
prison, and Jonathan rendered: 
KnD’^V (arvolud in O.F.) y a vault .— 
[Rashi] This is a room whose ceiling 
is just high enough to accomodate 
the prisoner’s height.— [Sanhedrin 
81b] 

Rabbi Joseph Kimchi describes it 
as a pillory. Daath Soferim conjec¬ 
tures that it was customary to place 
someone who disturbed the Temple 
service into this prison, vault, or 
pillory. He was left there until his 
fate was decided. We do not know 
when this was instituted. It was not 
a standard form of punishment since 
it is not mentioned in the Torah as a 
punishment for any sin. It is again 
mentioned below (29:26), as a place 
‘for every man who is mad and 
makes himself a prophet.’ I.e. for 
every man who makes himself a 
prophet and disturbs the order of 
the Temple. Pashhur saw Jeremiah 
as just such a person. 

in the upper gate of Benjamin— 
This gate was in Benjamin’s terri¬ 
tory, for the Temple was partly in 
Judah’s territory and partly in 
Benjamin’s.— [Redak] 

This gate was situated at the top 


of the mountain.— [Mezudath 
David\ 

20:10 

a gathering—Heb. *ri 19 , an expres¬ 
sion of gathering, and so did 
Jonathan render it. — [Rashi] 

Redak renders: terror. They 
frighten me all around, from all 
sides. 

Some take this as an allusion to 
Pashhur, who was dubbed Magor 
Missaviv by the prophet. I heard the 
slander of many, also Magor Mis¬ 
saviv.— [Abarbanel, Malbim] 

tell —false testimony against 
him. — [Rashi] 

and let us tell about him—Heb. 
irpaji, and let us testify against him . 
And Menahem (Machbereth p. 53) 
explained like ‘(Deut. 14:1)

direct object may sometimes follow

about him.’ For the idea expressed 
in this verse, Dunash refers us to 
18:18, where Jeremiah’s enemies 
plot to strike him with their tongue.

Others render: await my stumb¬ 
ling.

Other exegetes explain the verse 
simply as: Cursed be the day in 
which I was bom etc. Out of the 
bitterness of their soul, the righteous 
curse the day of their birth although 
no curse can effect a day that has 
already passed. Job, too, (3:3) states: 
“May the day in which I was born 
be lost, the night wherein it was said, 
‘A man-child has been brought 
forth.”’ He continues the matter by 
saying, “The day in which my 
mother bore me shall not be 
blessed.’’— [Redak] 

The Rabbis, however, wish to 
avoid repetition (Abarbanel). Also, 
they explain the verse in Job to 
mean, ‘the night wherein she should 
have said, “Shall a man beget?”’ 
The Midrash explains that Job 
cursed the night of his conception. 
He lamented the fact that his mother 
was not a menstruant when his 
father approached her and that she 
did not say, “Shall a man impreg¬ 
nate me now in my unclean state?” 
The Midrash draws an analogy 


between Job and Jeremiah, con¬ 
cluding that both of them cursed the 
day of their conception and the day 
of their birth. Yet, Job curses the 
night whereas Jeremiah curses the 
day. Would the righteous Hilkiah, 
the father of Jeremiah, perform the 
sex act in the daytime? They, there¬ 
fore, conclude that he did so under 
compulsion, for he was fleeing from 
Manasseh, who was killing the 
prophets. The halachah is that, if a 
man is embarking on a journey, he 
must ‘visit’ his wife. Since he was 
unable to wait for nightfall, he per¬ 
formed his conjugal duty during the 
day before fleeing. — [Maharzav] 

In our editions of Gen. Rabbah, as 
well as in Yalkut Shimoni, the read¬ 
ing is, ‘when Jezebel killed the pro¬ 
phets.’ Maharzav questions the pos¬ 
sibility of this, since Jezebel lived at 
the time of Jehoshaphat, eleven 
generations before Zedekiah, when 
Jeremiah prophesied. He points out 
that, according to Rashi, the mas¬ 
sacre took place during Manasseh’s 
reign. This does not completely 
solve the problem, however, since 
Manasseh reined fifty-five years 
and he repented at the age of thirty- 
four, in the twenty-second year of 
his reign. Since the massacre must 
have taken place before he repented, 
we have at least thirty-three years 
left to his reign after the massacre, 
two years of Amon’s reign, and 
thirteen years of Josiah’s reign, 
when Jeremiah embarked on his 
prophetic career. Accordingly, at 
the time, he was forty-eight years 
old, yet he pleads, “I am a youth.” 
See above (1:6) for various explana¬ 
tions. 

Maharzav conjectures that, when 
Manasseh killed Isaiah, he also 
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killed other prophets. There is no 
other mention made of Manasseh’s 
massacre of the prophets. See II 
Kings 12:16, Commentary Digest. 

Malbim renders: Cursed is the day 
in which I was begotten—That was 
the day of the massacre of the 
prophets. 

the day in which my mother bore 
me shall not be blessed—That was 
the ninth of Av, the day the Temple 
was to be destroyed. This is men¬ 
tioned by Abarbanel, Malbim, and 
I bn Nachmiash in the name of a 
Midrash. This Midrash is unknown 
to us. 

The Rabbis ( Yalkut Shimoni from 
Pesikta Rabbathi 27:3) depict Jere¬ 
miah’s pitiful state with a touching 
episode of a high priest whose lot fell 
to officiate at the ceremony of a 
sotah, a suspected adultress. He 
uncovered her hair as is prescribed 
by the Torah. When he was ready to 
give her the cursing waters to drink, 
he looked at her face and recognized 
her as his own mother. He began to 
cry out and say, “Woe is me! My 
mother, whom I strove to honor, I 
must now disgrace!” So said Jere¬ 
miah, “Zion, upon whom I hoped to 
prophesy good things and consola¬ 
tions, I must prophesy words of 
retribution!” 

20:16 

And he heard an outcry in the 
morning—That was when he was 
arrested and brought to trial. 

and a blast at noontime—That 
was the blast of the shophar 
announcing the verdict to execute 
him. 

21:4 

Although not matching it identi¬ 
cally, Rashi's interpretation resem¬ 


bles Midrash Tehillim 36:8: And 
some say that even in the generation 
of Hezekiah and in the generation of 
Zedekiah, they knew the Explicit 
Name, as it is stated: Behold I turn 
back the weapons of war that are in 
your hands—What were the wea¬ 
pons of war? This is the Explicit 
Name, for they would go out to war, 
and, although they did not wage 
war, the enemies would fall. But 
since the iniquities took their toll 
and the Temple was destroyed, they 
would fall into the hands of their 
enemies. [There is a dispute be¬ 
tween] Rabbi Aivu and the Rabbis. 
Aivu said: The angels would peel the 
Name that was on them. And the 
Rabbis said that it would peel off by 
itself. And since the Temple was 
destroyed, they would go out to war. 
They began to say, “(Psalms 38:4) 
There is no perfection in my flesh 
because of Your fury.” See Isaiah 
29:1 Off., Commentary Digest; also 
43:28, Appendix. 

Abarbanel interprets this to mean 
that they were able to bring down 
spiritual powers from heaven in 
order to defend themselves. 

21:10 

This appears to be more correct. 
According to Targum, why the 
necessity of ‘for evil and not for 
good’? Possibly, God’s anger could 
be for good, that they repent of their 
sins and the city would be saved. In 
this case, however, God says that 
the destruction has already been 
decreed, and His anger is to deliver 
the city ‘into the hands of the king of 
Babylon, and he shall bum it with 
fire.’—[ Malbim ] 

21:13 

rock of the plain— Mountain, 
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entirely surrounded by plain .— 
[Rashi] 

22:14 

That wide house is ceiled with 
beams and boards of cedar.— 
[Redak] 

and painted with vermilion—Heb. 
nWJji, painted with dyes, 
so does Jonathan render. is a 

color of a type used for painting. 
Rashi' s intention appears to be that 
this is used for painting pictures and 
decorating the walls or the ceiling. 
Another explanation : is 

like ’a cord used for measuring (uin 
nntptprj) (Jaj lignant en sinople in 
O F.) drawing green lines, delineate 
with a green color.— [Rashi] 

Redak identifies it as a red color 
called minium in Latin, color di 
miniare in Italian, a red color. 
Hence, our translation, vermilion. 
He explains that literally 

anointing, means ‘painted,’ since 
painting is accomplished by drawing 
the hand over the article to be paint¬ 
ed, as in anointing. 

22:19 

In II Kings 24:6, Scripture states: 
And Jehoiakim slept with his fore¬ 
fathers. Rashi comments: Not in his 
bed, for Nebuchadnezzar bound 
him with copper chains to take him 
to Babylon, and they were dragging 
him, and he died in their hands, as it 
is said, ‘(Jer 22:19) A donkey’s 
burial shall he be buried, dragged 
and tossed past the gates of Jeru¬ 
salem.’ And in 11 Chron. 36:6, it is 
written that Nebuchadnezzar bound 
him to take him to Babylon. 

This account resembles that of 
Seder Olam, ch. 25, which states that 
Jehoiakim died as soon as he was 


bound. Then they took him out and 
dragged him, in fulfillment of Jere¬ 
miah’s prophecy. 

Lev. Rabbah (19:6) relates that 
when Nebuchadnezzar came to 
destroy Jerusalem, he encamped in 
Riblah. The Great Sanhedrin came 
down to him. They asked him, “Has 
the time arrived for the Temple to be 
destroyed?” He replied, “No, but 
Jehoiakim has rebelled against me. 
Deliver him to me, and I will go.” 
They went to them and told him, 
“Nebuchadnezzar wants you.” 
After refuting his protests, they 
lowered him over the wall into the 
Chaldean camp. Some say that they 
lowered him alive, and some say 
that they lowered him dead. Some 
say that he died in their hands 
because of his frailty. Some say that 
Nebuchadnezzar judged him, exe¬ 
cuted him, and inserted his body 
into the carcass of a donkey, to 
fulfill the prophecy tht he would be 
buried “a donkey’s burial.” He was 
then dragged around all the cities of 
Judea. Still others say that Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar dragged him around 
while he was still alive, then 
killed him and fed his flesh to the 
dogs, as donkey flesh is usually 
“buried.” 

22:20 

and on Bashan give forth your 

voice —On Bashan which will be 
destroyed. And Jonathan paraphras¬ 
ed: And in the gates of the Temple 
Mount. And I do not know how to 
explain how the expression ‘Bashan 
fits to the gates of the Temple 
Mount, unless it is because of the 
doors which they make from the 
terebinths of Bashan, and that is the 
name of a place, or the expression. 
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'Bashari denotes a place of a wide 
valley. So is the area of the Temple 
Mount an open a rea around the 
Temple.—[Rashi] Redak explains 
that the area on the Temple Mount 
surrounding the Temple was pasture- 
land for sacrificial animals. Hence, 
the analogy to Bashan. 

and cry for Avarim —And cry for 
Megizatha. They are place names .— 
[Rashi] See Num. 33:48, where the 
name appears. Onkelos 

renders: niV} the crossing of the 

sides. Rashi explains as waste¬ 
lands. These were the wastelands of 
Avarim. The reason for lamenting 
over the wastelands is obscure. 
Perhaps the intention is that he 
bewail the loss of Israel’s borders, 
which once reached to the moun¬ 
tains of Avarim, which were at the 
border of Moab. See Daath Mikra. 

Others explain that the prophet 
sarcastically exhorts them to call 
upon their friends, upon whom they 
relied for aid, namely Assyria and 
Egypt, instead of placing their trust 
in God. He exhorts them to ascend 
to the highest mountain peaks to 
shout to their allies to come and 
help them. He chooses Lebanon and 
Bashan as examples of lofty moun¬ 
tains from which the voice will carry 
over long distances. He exhorts 
them further to cry from wn^from 
all sides. 

22:23 

Redak explains this expression in 
two ways. The word no, what, can be 
used in expressing greatness or insig¬ 
nificance. In this case, it is used for 
both. ‘What grace and beauty you 
had when the birthpangs came upon 
you!’ This refers to the grace and 
glory the nation had before the inva¬ 


sion. It may also be interpreted: 
‘What grace did you have when the 
birthpangs came upon you?’ What 
grace and beauty were left you when 
the enemy invaded and attacked 
you? 

Jonathan renders: You who abide 
in the Temple among the kings, who 
raises her sons, what will you do 
when trouble and terror come upon 
you like the pangs to a woman in 
travail? The derivation of the words 
is obscure. 

22:24 

I will remove you—Heb. 

Cf ‘(supra 12:3) Draw them out 
(Dpnrj) like sheep to the slaughter ,’ 
‘(Jos. 8:6) Until we have drawn 
(up’nn) them. And the nun is super¬ 
fluous. And. according to the Mid¬ 
rash Aggadah (Pesikta d’Rav 
Kahana, p. 163a): In the place to 
which he was removed (pp?), there 
he was rectified (fpnj), for he re¬ 
pented in Babylon, and the Holy 
One. blessed be He, applied for 
absolution of the oath He had sworn, 
“Inscribe this man childless.’’ and 
Zerubbabel was born to him in Baby¬ 
lon, and it was said to him through 
the prophet. (Haggai 2:23) On that 
day ... I will take you, Zerubbabel, 
and I will make you as a signet,’ 
directed toward what He said to his 
father. " Though ... be a signet on 
My right arm, ... I will remove him 
(sic). ‘— : [Rashi] 

Although Zerubbabel was not 
actually Jeconiah’s son, but the son 
of Pedaiah, who was the son of 
Shealtiel, who was the son of 
Jeconiah, as in I Chron. 3:17ff., he is 
considered his son, for until four 
generations, the descendants are 
considered as children since a per- 
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son may see these generations dur¬ 
ing his lifetime.— [Ibn Nachmiash ] 

Concerning Jeconiah’s repen¬ 
tance, see II Kings 25:30, Commen¬ 
tary Digest.

the flocks of My pasture —Israel, 
to whom I am like a shepherd.— 
[Mezudath David] 

you have scattered —Because of 
your sins, they have been scattered 
among the nations and driven into 
the lands of their enemies.— [Mezu- 
dath David]

nor shall they be dismayed— 

Unlike the days of the Second 
Temple, when the Holy Ark with the 
cherubim, prophecy, the Urim and 
the Thumim, and the fire that 
descended from heaven were no 
longer among them, in the days of 
the Messiah, they will have all these 
Divine gifts. Then, they will no 
longer be dismayed by their absence: 
for then all these sanctities will 
return to them as in days of yore.— 
[A barbanel] 

nor shall [any of them] be mis¬ 
sing— Heb. rrj?9’ xVi, and they shall 
not be missing. Cf ‘(Num. 31:49) 
And no one of us was missing 
[Rashi, Redak] 

Unlike the days of the Second 
Commonwealth, when only a small 
part of the nation returned to the 
Holy Land, in the Messianic Era, no 
one will be missing. After the return 
from Babylonian exile, the Ten 
Tribes did not return, neither did the 
Judeans in exile in the western 
countries nor those in Ammon and 
Moab, as is related by Joseph ben 
Gurion. Moreover, of those exiled in 


Babylon, only a small number of the 
poor people returned.— [Abarbanef]

than] Abarbanel renders: and 
become wise. This parallels Isaiah’s 
prophecy (11:2): ‘And the spirit of 
the Lord shall rest upon him, a spirit 
of wisdom and understanding.’ 

and he shall perform judgment 
and righteousness in the land —This 
parallels Isaiah’s prophecy of‘(11:4) 
And he shall judge the poor justly, 
and he shall chastise with equity the 
humble of the earth.’— [Abarbanel]

because of oaths — False oaths .— 
[Rashi] 

mourns — I.e. is destroyed .— 

[Rashi] 

the dwellings of the wilderness— 

The place where animals are pas¬ 
tured.— [Redak] 

their eagerness —Heb. onynzp, 
(course in French ), their course, their 
running. But Jonathan renders it as 
an expression of desire. — [Rashi] 

Most exegetes follow RashCs first 
interpretation, that onyno is derived 
from fn, to run. Their running is 
only to do evil. They never run to 
perform a mitzvah or to do God’s 
service, but only to evil.— [Redak, 
Kara, Ibn Nachmiash] Jonathan, 
however, derives the word onynz? 
from nxn, to desire. He paraphrases: 
And since they go with the will of 
their souls, evil shall come upon 
them. 

23:19 

19. has gone forth —This is the 
prophetic past.— [Mezudath David] 
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23:22 

Redak explains: If they stood in 
My council, as they claim, and they 
are in possession of My prophecy, 
they should have taught the people 
My true words, not falsehoods, and 
brought them back from their evil 
way and from the evil of their 
deeds.— [Redak] 

Kara explains: Let them now let 
My people hear My words and let 
them bring them back from their 
evil way etc. 

With this, he refutes the claims of 
the false prophets who predict only 
peace and good, for it does not 
make sense that God should send 
prophets to support the wicked in 
their ways and not to exhort them to 
repent. —[ Malbim ] 

23:31 

Hence, according to Rashi, the 
root is np\ to teach, as in the word 
rip 1 ?, teaching. Redak, however, sees 
it as an inverted form of p^n, smooth. 
They speak with a smooth tongue 
and say, “He says.” They would say 
to the people in God’s name, “You 
shall have peace.” Concerning this 
group, the Rabbis say, “They 
prophesy what they did not hear ” 

23:34 

Abarbanel explains that when the 
wicked of his generation would see 
Jeremiah falling into a prophetic 
trance, they would ask derisively, 
“What is the burden of the Lord?” 
implying that prophecy was burden¬ 
some and painful to him. God 
ordered him to reply, “What is 
proper to do with a burden? If it is 
heavy, we cast it off. And I will 
forsake you, says the Lord ”

For the burden shall be to the man 
of His word —Although you pervert 
the massa into a pejorative, the 
prophecy (KfrD) of the word of the 
Lord shall be to the man of His word, 
and to the man of His counsel He 
reveals it, but you pervert it to an 
expression of a burden. This inter¬ 
pretation I did not hear, but it is the 
main interpretation. But this is how I 
heard it, namely that the burden shall 
be a burden of retribution for the one 
who says it, who asks, " What is the 
burden?” Another interpretation: 

'n is an expression of prophecy, and 
the false prophet would ask the true 
prophet to tell him the word of the 
Holy One, blessed be He, in the 
language in which the expression 
came to him, and the expression did 
not explain the speech adequately.

The explanation of the 
words you shall ask the true prophet 
to tell you what the Holy One, 
blessed be He, says, and to what His 
words are inclined. — [Rashi]

the allies —Garantie in French .— 
[Rashi] Rashi explains T}$7) as ‘guar¬ 
antee.’ This is related to the word 
3“)$, a guarantor, security. He 

interprets Jonathan's Knpipto, as 
being derived from a support. 


Redak, however, derives it from 
any, to mix. He interprets it as a 
mingled people, similar to a^ a^y 
(Ex. 12:38). This interpretation is 
followed by Ibn Nachmiash, Abar- 
banel, Kara, Mezudath David, and 
Malbim. They interpret the Aramaic 
to mean ‘a thick mixture,’ 
hence a mingled people. 

Malbim points out that no king is 
mentioned since they had no king. 
Jonathan, however, according to our 
edition, renders: kings. Rashi, 
apparently, did not have that read¬ 
ing. Perhaps Malbim follows Rashfs 
reading in Targum Jonathan. 

Daath Mikra interprets it as ‘the 
west,’ similar to a^o. 
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
